A farther Evi- 
dence we have of this, in the fame Perfon’s 
Blood coming out of a: {mall Orifice, by which 
the Air has freer Accefs thereto, and pouring 
haftily at the fame Time from a large one, in 
the other Arm, which you thall find of amuch 
darker Hue, as not being fo throughly perva- 
ded by the faid Nitrous Particles falling in be- 
tween.

I thall not flay to examine the Chymical Prin- 
ciples of this Liquor; becaufe [ think by their 
. Analyfisy it is tortur’d to confefs’ more than is 
true, from the Admixture of fome igneous Parts, 
‘which its genuine and natural Crafs knows 
nothing of : But fhall now proceed’ with ‘this 
_ farther Remark upon the Subject ; That the ~ 
Blood of diverfe Perfons, ufing different Ways 
of Living, being conftituted of differing Chy-

of Temperaments fhould arife; that inthe Blood 
of one, the Sulphureous 5 in others, the Bilious 
and faline; in others, the Phlegmatic and wate- 
ry ; In others laftly, the more Terrene and Fa- 
culent, fhould predominate: And confequently, 
that Tumours of differing Natures and Denomi- 
nations, as well as other Difeafes, fhould refult

furnifh’d, think, fomeas unfatisfactory as thofe, 
that with great Warmth he had difcarded ; 
this Gentleman, I fay, allows only of three 
Temperaments properly fo denominated, and that 
 thefe imply no more than ‘a certain and deter- 
minate Fluxility of the Blood ; which ad- 
mits, that the Parts to be fecerned from it, 
may be fecreted, fome eafier than others, in 
any given Velocity of Circulation. ‘Fhus ac- 
cording to the Alamode Phyfic, the bilious 
Temperament is that Degree of Fluxility of 
the Blood, which allows, in a given Velo- 
city, the Bile to be feparated in ‘the Liver 
‘naturally conftituted, in a greater Proportion 
to the other Secretions, than is common to 
moft other Men of the fame Climate ; and 
this is wont to be called hot and dry.

When it arifeth from Blood, there isa Ple- 
thora {uppofed of the Veffels: But here, furely 
we might expect, that Nature fhould rather 
eafe herfelf by a Hemorrhage, as fhe does fome- 
times, than by raifing of this Swelling; tis true, 
Wwe are not certain, but that when this 'Tur- 
gency of the Veffels happens through their Ful- 
nefs, the Force and Motion of the Blood be-

The former way is doubtlefs preferable in large caw/ies 
Apoftems, not only carrying lefs of ‘Terror to the preferable 
poor Patient, but more fecure and advantageous. poe 
Tis true, the Cau/fic, however mild, will be SP baferin 
attended with Pain, more or lefs, during its Ope- 
ration ;‘ but this is after compenfated by: the Eafe 
of the Drefling, when you have no occafion to 
cram in Tents or Doffils, as you muft to keep the 
Lips of a recent Wound extended, and thereby 
choak in the Matter ; by the one, encreafing the 
Pain; by the other, the Sinuofity: And the Probe 
Sciffars, by thefe Means, are generally wanted, to 
_ finifh what the Lancet has thus imperfectly per- 
formed.

. I cannot fay, that thefe will never be wanted, 
after the E/charotic; but I may fay this, that I 
have not found them fo often required: For if 
the Texture of the Fibres be not very much ap 
ng . Sa Ohi 3 Te 
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red by the preceding Putrefaction, this eafy way of 


- Difcharge through the perforated E/char, affitted. 


by fuitable Comprefs and Bandage, does: often 
bring fome of the largeft Abfceffes of this Kind, 
to a happy Conclufion, without farther Trouble; 
it being very common for the Tumour to fubfide, 
the broken Fibres to unite, the Ulcer to be dige/- 
ted, detergedy incarned, and ready for cicatrizing 
foon after, if not prefently upon the Fall of the 
faid E/char, when fometimes a little dry Lint a- 
lone, or fome other Epulotic, will be found fufh- 
cient. to compleat the Cure. 

However, if the 4b/ce/s be {mall, or upon the 
Face, where Care is to be had for Prevention of 
a Scar, after the healing up, I am not fo fond of 
the Caujtic, as never to give way to the Point of 
a Lancet; with which, when the -4poflem is o- 
pen’d, tho’ a Vent no bigger than that for Phle- 
botomy, or letting Blood, may fuffice-to let out 
the Matter: Yet, if the Zumour be any thing con- 
fiderable, I fhould prefer one that is much larger; 
when inftead of the Tent {topping up the Mat- 
ter, a light Doffil may be laid down between the _ 
Lips of the Wound, armed with a Digeffive, if 
there be little or no Flux, or fome Reffringent, as 
there may be found Occafion. ase ie 

If the Cavity be deep, or in a Place where the 
Doffil flipping in, is not eafily recovered, you 


' may tie a bit of Thread or Silk about the fame, 


for its more ready Extraction:

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This way of Dreffing by the Doffil, is not only 
eafier to the Patient, but'the Wound being more | 
open, commodious for the draining away of Mat- 
ter, between the Times of Drefling, the fame 
Comprefs and Bandage here affifting, for uniting 
the Sinuofity, as if open’d by the Cauftic; and if 
by thefe you cannot agglutinate, yan are to dilate 
as‘in other finwous Ulcers fhall be directed. 

Having mentioned Compreffion and Bandage, give” 
mé Jeave to add a Word or two in Commendation 
of thefe two noble Affiftants to Chyrurgic Prac- 
tice ; which, if rightly underftood, and as right- 
ly adapted, would prevent many a bitter Groan of 
the Patient, as well as Heart-ach of the confcien- 
tious Practitioner of this noble Art. 

I know they can’t be always, but doubtlefs of- 
tentimes both Knife and Sciflars might be fpared, 
were thefe well cultivated, or duly and timely 
practifed ; there being few Sinus’s from recent 4- 
 poftems, or of the acute Kind, where the Bone is 
cover’d, which might not by Means hereof be 
— well united, and confolidate it fituate alfo for the 

fame. 

_ Under the Name Bandage, I would have com- 7, ry o 
prehended not only the common Roller, but the compre/ 
aced Sock, Stocking, Knee-piece and Trow/e, toge- and Ban- 
ther with the Glove, Elbow and Arm-piece ; which yesh sins 
by their equal Lacing, when well fitted to the fe-4,.,, of 
veral Members, oftentimes exceed the other, al- shem.

A Stupour or Numbnefs comes ‘on from thofe

So foon as ever thefe Symptoms begin to appear,

The Manner of dmputation, you will find in 
feveral Authors, who have profeffedly treated of 
that and feveral other Chirurgic Operations : A- 
mong others, Monz/fieur Vauguion, Le Clere.Charrier, 
as alfo in the Works of that excellent Practitioner, 


Guliel. Fabricius Hildanus; \ikewife Mr. Richard 


Wifeman, inhis Chirurgical Treatifes, has given 
ample and good Inftruétions for the younger Ar- 
tilts to purfue. Having met however with one 
Example very particular in fome of the Circum- 
ftances, rélating to this Matter, I fhall commu- 
nicate the fame as follows. , 

An Elderly Gentle-woman, upwards of Seven-

Days, the fame being tranflated to one of her Legs, | 


raifed fuddenly a Tumour with Inflammation, of the 
Phlegmonoide Kind, or therewith partaking of the 
Erifypelas; which, increafing with great Pain and 
Throbbing, as if tending to apoftemate, fhe fent 
for me. ‘The Tumour was feated on the In-fide, 
a little above the Ankle. Confidering its Caufe, 
which was internal, together with, the Subjeét, a 
Perfon fo far advane’d in Years, I was apprehén- 
fiverof fome ill Confequence ; but endeavour’d what 
I could to affift Nature, and forward the Mazu-

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ration with a Pultis of Figs, throughly boil’d and 
pulped, and about a third Part of Theriaca. ) 


The Day after, the Tumour finking on a fudden, , 


and the Colour turning livid, I perceiv’d a Gan 
grene; upon which Account I {carified all round, 
encompafling that Part of the Leg with the Zhe- 
rviace by itfelf, as hot as fhe could fuffer it, and at 
Night fent ina Decoétion of the Plants before- 


mention’d, made in the common Eiixivium, with - 


which the Part was well fomented, and drefs’d 
up as before. a 

_ Thenext Day, tho’ the Gangrene feem’d to have 

made no Advance upwards, yet was the whole Foot, 

as it were numb’d, and- diteslour'd, the Skin feel- 

ing hard and dry like a Piece of Parchment; the 


Extremity hereof, I mean the Toes, cold and in- . 


fenfible; when perceiving the Cafe defperate, I 


would have had a Confultation, but was denied, . 


the Affiftance either of Surgeon, or Phy/fician ; fo 
riveted was the old Gentlewoman’s Prejudice, as 
well as that of her Children’s, againft either of 
thofe Profeffions: So that fcarifying farther in 
feveral other Parts, till fome little Effufion of 
Blood was thereby obtain’d, and wafhing the In- 
cifions with an arm’d Probe dip’d in a hot Mix- 


ture of O/. Teveb. Tintt. Myrr. and alittle of the | 
| Aigyptiacum melted down therewith; after I had — 


caufed the Limb to be well fomented, I applied a 
Wad of Tow, exprefs’d from the hot camphorated 
Spirit, and roll’d up the whole Leg upon a Stuph 
wrung out fealding hot from the faid Fotus. This 
done, I told her Friends, there was no Hopes of 
her Life, but by the Lofs of her Leg; and con- 
fidering all Circumftances, fo very little, even that 
Way, that I could, by no Means, perfifade her to 
fuch an Enterprife ; Nature being, as we. fay, 
worn out, the Principles of Life diffoly’d, and the 
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Lamp upon its Extinétion, through the Want of 
proper Pabulam to continue the fame. I then 
went to her Bed-fide, and acquainted her with 
her Danger, which fhe receiv’d with a Chriftian 
Fortitude and Prefence of Mind, fubmitting chear- 
fully to the Sentence. I would however, have 
perfuaded her to have taken fome warm cordial 
Medicine, to keep up her Spirits, and affift Nature 
fome little while at leaft, in fubduing the Putri- 
faction; but fhe would hear of nothing that way, 
except a Morfel of the Conf. Mithridat. diffolv’d 
in a Glafs of Canary twice a-Day. 

Her Pulfe was high and ftrong in her Wrift, 
notwithftanding the languid and obftructed Mo- 
tion of the Blood in the Part affected; Nature 
now ufing her utmoft Efforts, and ftrugling hard 


_ for the Maftery. The chief Symptoms fhe com-. 


plained of, were the recurring Rigours, which 
made the Bed fhakeunder her, at other times nei- 


ther Zremor nor Sub/ultus attending. 


In this Condition fhe lay for three Weeks, the 


‘Mortification advancing fo flowly, that it had not 
got up to theCalf; for, I purfued it daily with 
trefh Incifion to the quick, and my {pirituous Me- 


dicines in the fame, after well fomenting, encom- 
paffing the Limb with the Zheriaca, made hot, 
and f{pread on Cloth like a Pultis. The whole, 
efpecially that Part, that was /phacelated, growin 


‘daily more hard and dry, emitting not a tent 


part of that cadaverous and putrid Stench, atten- 
ding the more corpulent, moift, and flabby Ha- 
bits under the like Circumftances, but appearing 


yather like a Limb long time impail’d, black, dry, 
‘and fhrive}’d, occafion’d in fome Meafure by. the 
Embammata, made Ufe of to preferve the Compages 


as long as poffible, and to prevent the Increafeof 
the Piisclattion 3 for, finding her likely to hold 
i i: ont 
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out fome Time longer, I had, for'my own Eafe 
and Security, prepared a Sort of Condiment. ex 
pulver.Thuris, Myrr. Aloes, Benzoin, and the like 
Gums, with which, having cut deep into feveral 
Places of the Foot and Leg below the Calf, I 
fill’d up my Incifions; then dipping a Cloth, ce- 
rate-wife in a Solution of the fame Gums, with fome 
ofthe Refina Abietis, Ifurrounded the Limb, thus, 
as it were, embalming her before Death. 


At about five Week’s End, fuch was the Vi- 


gour of her Conftitution,. and fo wonderful this 
natural Struggle as I may fay, between Life and 
Death, that the Mortification having been at a 
Stand for five or fix Days, at laft- began to feparate 
at the ufual Place of Amputation, tho’ not truly cir- 


cularly, yet obliquely fo, quite round almoft to the © 
Bones: Upon which, I renewed my Endeavour | 
to help forward this great Work, cutting away. . 


fome Sloughs that adhered to the upper Part, and. 
filling up the Vacuity with large Doffils of foft 
‘Tow dip’d in the hot Oil of Yurpentine; till the 
Digeftion appearing more laudable, and in larger 
Quantity, ihe complaining likewife of the Heat 
and Sharpnefs of the Pain, I added a little Lini- 
ment to foften the fame, ftrewing fome of the Pre- 
cipitat. rub. where the Sloughs required; and en- 
couraging the Heat, by the Stuphs, twice a-Day 
renewed, from which fhe perceived always great 
Comfort, the Rigouwis returning lefs frequently , 
fo that I began to conceive great Hopes of her 
Recovery. But it happening in the Night-time, 


that a Slough loofening on the Infide, upontheup- |

I thought neceflary, viz. Reffringents of feveral 
Kinds, the Bill Forcipes, with the cauterifing Irons, 
I haften’d to her, and taking off the Dreffing, ~ 
clearing away the Blood, and putting under her 
fome frefh Linen, whilft, with a Button of Tow 
held clofe to the Bleeding-veffel, I fecur’d any far- 
ther Effufion of this Treafure of Life; directing 
in the mean time a Fire to be got ready, and the 
Iron put into the fame. Whilift this was doing, 
I attempted with my Forceps arm’d with its Liga- 
ture, to take up the Veffel, but found the End of 
the fame fo deep buried.in the mufculous. Flefh, 
that not fucceeding this way, fo foon as ever the 
Iron was ready, I thruft up a Button Cautery a- 
gainft the fame, and fearing up its Extremity, 
ftop’d inftantly the Flux; then drefling up as for- 
merly, left her for that Time, with her ufual Re- 
frefhment, a Glafs of Sack and a Toaft.

Indifpofition, and light Shivering, tho’ fometimes un- 
obferved, at the time of its breaking forth the Skin: — 
Of which feverifh Ferment it is very commonly

if the /uflammation comes upon fome Wound or 
Fru&ure: 'The true and natural Way of Termi- 
nation for this Zumour being by Tran/piration all 
others hazardous and often dangerous. 

In the Cure, the Regimenfor Diet and the other 
Non-naturals being much alike, or the fame with 
that for the Phlegmon, we need not IJ think en- 
large thereon. 

Bleeding, however forbid by fome, in the true 
and exquifite Eryfipelas, is now commonly prac- 
tifed, if the Pulfe forbids not, or that there is no 
Sufpicion of Malignity, which frequently occurs 
in this Difeafe, as is evident by the Symptoms ac- 
companying the Fever, fuch as Horrors, Inquie- 
tudes, Vigilie,and fometimes Coma’s, Deliria, with

mour, to keep off any new Inflowings of the 
like, and to ftrengthen the whole Limb. 

Nor will it feem a Paradox, that I propofe, — 
Bandage to remove a Difeafe, I hinted above, 
was promoted by Bandage; fince by this latter, 
the Compreflion was made only about the Frac-, 
ture, the Parts both above and below being in 
the mean while at Liberty to puff up and {well, 
as they do frequently upon thefe Accidents: But - 
the Bandage we propofe for removing it, is to- 
comprehend the whole Member, beginning at — 
the Extremity, and either rolling, , or lacing e- 
qually from the Joes, up to the Kuee, if the Di- 
feafe affect the Foot or Leg, and from the Fingers

If the Tumour arifeth from an internal Caufe, 
having no Accident of Wound, Ulcer, Fratture, 
or Contufion, which firft gave Rife to it, as in 
fome Phiegmatic, or if you pleafe, Leuco Phieg- 
matic ‘Tempers, it fometimes falls out; the Me- 
thod of Cure is much the fame; but here par- 
ticularly, the pituitous Cacochymy is more fre- 
quently to be purged, with fuitable Carhartics, 
as juft now mention’d, whilft the Crafs of the 
Blood is betwixt Whiles confirm’dand ftrength- 
ned; for which End the bitter Stomachics, alfo

have been feveral Inventions’ for 
the difeafed Part, as by hot Bricks wrapt up in 
Flanels , or Bottles of bot Water immediately 
placed round the fame; alfo by putting the Limb ine 
to a Bed of Horfe Dung,. an Ox’s Paunch newly 
exenterated, hot Grains or Sand. 

_ To the fame Intention, J have feen likewife an 
Engine made to comprehend an drm or Leg, and by 
Spirits burned juft by, fuch a Heat has been con- 
veyed to the fame, as was thought proper. 4 

One of thefe was made ufe of by the late 
King William, on account of his Oedematous or 
_ rather Anafarcous Legs. 

Now, where the Zzmour is owing to an Ac- 
cident from without, and the Habit of Body 
_ otherwife in good Condition, thefe Experiments 
may poflibly be made with Advantage, if the 
Humours are therein fo impacted, as not to ad- 
mit of Re/olution by the other Method of /o- 

menting ; but will faire avail, where there isa 
Redundancy of the Pituita in the whole Habit, 
or where the fame is clog’d and ftuff’d with a 
Serous Illuvies: Wheninftead of {weating a par- 
ticular Part, a gentle Diaphorefis of the whole, 
if the Strength allows, will be more profitable, 
promoted efpecially by warm Draughts of the 
Decottum Ligni Guajaci, the Patient being welb 
cover’d, and his Body fome time after defended 
from the cold Air. 
Thus the fluggifh Humour attenuated is more 
eafily caft out through the Pores; when after-

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— coktion dietetically purfued for fome Time: Or, 


till the Difeafe is conquer’d, obferving through 
the whole Courfe of the fame, a ftriét drying 
Diet, prepared of Meats eafily digefted, rather 
roaft than boil’d : The like Regimen or Govern- 
ment being here requifite, as for thofe coming 
out of a Salivation. Let their Sleep be moderate, 
by all Means avoiding Noon-day Naps, or after 
Dinner Slumberings, which tend as much as 
any thing, to fill the Blood with a Load of crude 
and indigefted Chyle, and confequently ftill far- 
ther to heap up the Obftructions. Let the 4ir

all Things, that as much /xerci/e is ufed, as the

latodes, or,if more indurated, Schirrodes, as was

the lefs compounded it is, e{pecially with the two 
former, the hotter and more dj/cutient mutft be 
the Application ; 1f partaking thereof, the mild- 
er will fuffice.

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Its Proguoftic may be infer’d from the Nature Prognoftic.

Thus, if the extravafated Juice be mild in its own 
Nature, if the Induvration be even or finooth, and 
equal all round, have little Pain, or be altogether

But on the other Hand, if the flagnating Humours 
have contratted any malign or corrofive Quality;

That which I call the /econdary Schirrus, is 
very commonly the Effect of ill Chirurgery: For — 
when by the Ufe of fome powerful Di/cutieuts, 
without Emollients to prepare the grofs and 
phlegmatic Humours for this way of Difcharge, 
it happens that the more fubtile and tenuious Par- 
ticles are only perfpired and diffipated; what re-_ 
mains incapable of being thus difperfed, muft ne- 
ceffarily fix and indurate upon the Place: 

Again, when thefe Humours happen to extras 
vafate, and are by their Stay, altho’ but for a 
while, incapable of returning into their forfaken 
Chanels, or are improperly treated with reffrin- — 
gent or repercutient Medicines; they very often 
here take up their Abode, and form a Schirrus. 
In removing of which, the like Method. taking 
Place, tho’ furely not fo ftrict a Regimen as for — 
the Difeafe primarily produced, we fhall finith — 
alfo our Account of this Zumour (fubjoining a

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Hiftory thereto belonging, as in the foregoing, 
and alfo many,. if not all of the following, we 
fhall obferve to do) with this enfuing Caution, 
which will farther confirm the Proguoftic we 
have already made thereof, and direct the young 
Practitioner how to behave himfelf, when fuch 
Cafes prefent. Which is this: 
That altho’ the Schirrus, in a good. Habit, a8 caution. 
we have already remark’d, which is perfectly 
hard, and even indolent, giving no Difturbance, 
_may be accompanied with no Danger: Yet if 
the fame feel unequally hard, looks livid, with 
the Veins black and turgid about the fame, efpe- 
‘cially when attended with pricking darting 
Pains, the beft Way for him will be not to med- 
dle with it : For thofe Schirri are very apt to de- 
generate into Cancers: Latet Anguis hic. You 
will foon find that your Di/cutients, and Emollients 
too, will but exafperate and enrage the Malady; 
' wherefore I fhall fix the fame Infcription over 
this kind of Schirrus for a Caution to young Sur- 
geons, as the Traveller, for the Security of other ’ 
Paffengers, overa Den: page, mi Amice, re- 
quiefcat Leo, nam nunc dormit : Cave tty ne illum 
expergefacias. 

A Gentlewoman then young, but fince mar- yy... vy, 
tied, and a Mother of feveral Children, fent for.

This Difeafé, the moft deplorable of all o- 


thers, and true Opprobrium Chirurgorum, we de- 


fine a4 hard or knotty, unequal and very painful 


‘Tumour, of dufkifo or livid Complexion, with the — 


Veins diftended round about its Surface, arifing in 


any Part of the Body of both Sexes, but more com- 


monly in Women’s Breafts 5 in which latter more 


particularly, either through the corrofive Nature of 


the Serum, or other Dyfcracy in fome Fuice fe- 
cerned from the Mafs, by the Antients term’d Atra 


Bilis, fome. Preffure or Bruife happening to the 
“Part, the fame here firft obftruéted, tho’ doubtle/s 
predifpofed to ferment, vaifeth in the Place a fmall 


and fcarce perceptible Knot, which increafing gradu- 


ally, takes in at length the whole Breaft, and binds 
as it were the Body thereof clofe down to the Ribs, 


as it does tt felf alfo in other Parts, to thofe it 


pofelfe 
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poffeffes or lies upon: By which it is manifeftly 


diftinguifhed from the ency/ted Tumours, as well 
as from others of the Glands... From the:com- 
mon Sarcoma itis known by its great and more 
unequal. Hardneis, its pricking Pain, and turgid 
Veins: From the Schivrus by the Pain chiefly ; 
which if happening to accompany, there is 
great Danger, as we have already obferved, of 
the fame degenerating into the Difeafe. before 


us. 

When the Diftemper has broke thro’ its En- 
clofure, the Skin, it is called an alcerate Cancer, 
as by fome before it was called occult; altho’ 
‘this latter Name is more properly beftowed up- 

~on it, when it has feized the internal Parts, or 
thofe not obvious to Sight, as the Userus, a Part 
very commonly the Seat of it, or the Luteftinum 
. retlum, where alfo it fometimes fixeth. . 

And. being once come to break its Covering, 
the Skin, or other Membranes invefting, it foon- 
er difpatcheth the miferable Patient, not only by 
its furious Acrimony devouring and preying on 
the. Flefh: in fome Places, whilft it-fpews out 
Fungi, \ike the Heads of Collyflower, in fome o- 
thers, and this with the utmoft Outrage to the 

Spirits; but alfo from the vaft G/eet and interve- 
ning Hemorrhage, when by its cauftic Salt it has 
eaten thro’ the Coats of the Veffels, and having 
nearly exhaufted the purple Stream, in the midit 
of difmal Groans, excruciating Pains, intolera- 
ble Stench and Putrefaétion, the miferable Crea- 
ture finds Releafe. by. Death, which had been 
long Time with’d for. Hi a | 

The occult. Cancer is by the Grecians named 
Hapniverrey Which I have farther explained in an 


other Place, as when ulcerated .gayedatva, from - 


its devouring Faculty ; tho’ it is common to ik 
i ® otner 
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other corrofive or eating Ulcers by the fame 
Name. 

The Germans on the like Account name it Ez ~ 
Wolph ; which metaphorical Term, is by the 
common People among us, taken literally, as 
I have obferved in my Remarks upon this Di- 
ftemper, in my Tract of the Skin Difeajes. 

As to the Caufe of this indomitable and dread- 
ful Malady, we have already derived the fame 
from a depraved Serum in the Blood, which 
meeting with a fuitable local Ferment in the 
Parts of the Body, particularly the glandulous, 
excites therein a morbid Effervefcence, in like - 
manner as from the Mixture of fome chymical. 
Liquors, lefs offenfive of themfelves, there re- 
fults an igneous or burning Stagma, and putting 
off their priftine Nature, degenerate into a pre- 
datory and corrofive Liquor, deftroying the . 
Texture of the Fibres, and imbuing the Juices 
round about, with the fame venomous Taint, in- 
duces a Coagaium therein, and raifeth this hard ~ 
Tumour; whilft the faid Juices in the mean 
Time, like an Oil of Vitriol, or Aqua Fortis, con- 
fume and tear in funder the wervous Fibrille, ex 
citing withal the moft acute and painful Sen- 
fation. : | 

That there fhould be this Jocal Ferment, we 
rather believe, for that fome light Difafter, fuch 
as Blow or Preffure; a ragged ot faulty Tooth, has 
oftentimes given Rife to the Difeafe, where the 
circulating Fluid being interrupted, the Seed as 
it were is fown; which by the Acceffion of fome — 
aduft Particles in the Serum, or acrid Salts there- 
in, like a Spark falling upon Tinder, the Conflict 
is begun, and the reit of the Zragedy adted by 
the Continyance of this Ebullition, or difeafy

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And thus as the Brui/e, Preffure, or other Ac-- 
cident, may deferve the Name of a-di/pofing or 
formal mf et the material or efficient, is {ome

upon fuch a Part, if the Accident had not hap- 
pened ; yet whenever meeting with a fuitable ' 
Matter with which to ferment, it might ftill 
have manifefted its Difpofition, as it often does, 
without any fuch previous external Occafion ;

the Hemorrhoidal Difcharge in Men accuftomed 
thereunto, or the Menftrual in Women. | 
Thefe, with other of the like Kind, not only 
vitiate the Concoétions of the Bowels, but de- 
prave the fecreted Juices of the feveral Organs, 
imbuing them with a vitriolate Acidity, or an 
arfenical and cauftic Acrimony. : 
Having now done with the Defcription and Prognofic. 
Caufe of this cruel Diftemper, the beft Prognof- 
_ #¢ that can. he made will be but very uncer- 
tain. . .

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When the Cancer ‘is ulcerated, ’tis ftill worfe 
than while it remains with the Skin yet whole 
and found ; worfe alfoin the Mouth or Throat, _ 
where the poor Patient is often famifh’d or 


ftarv’d to Death, than in fome other Parts ; 


worfe, where great Quantities of the Treafure 
of Life, the Blood, is daily expended, than where » 
no fuch Effufion has yet happened : ‘Tho’ where- 
ever it appears, and however complicate, we 
find it fufficient, fooner or later, according to 
Age, Habit, and Way of Management, to de- 
{troy the Afflicted. | 
We fhould now haften to the Cure, if: we 
knew of any the Difeafe would admit. Indeed, 


in the Beginning, where the Knot is {mall, and 


capable of being taken out, if the fame arife from 
an external Caufe, and in a tolerable Habit of Bo- 
dy, the. Knife has fometimes freed the Patient - 
from this threatning Diftemper ; or if. feated 
where this could not fo well take Place, as about 
the Parts of the Mouth, the aétual Cautery, or | 
hot Iron, has done the fame.’ The Way by E/- 
charotic being highly condemnable, inflaming 
the Malady, they pretend hereby to conquer

Encouragement they expect from the honeft and

Nor is it admirablé, that thefe Cancer Quacks 
fhould fend thofe deluded People up and down 


‘for Satisfaction concerning fome Cures they have — 


performed ; fince all who apply to them are a- 
mufed with the Notion of a’Cazcer.. ‘Thus eve-. 
ry firumous Gland, encyfted Tumour, or fimple in- 
dolent Schirrus, going under this Bi 
ec ma , an 
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and fome of them by Chance diflolving under 
their Method, wafted by their Cau/fics, or laftly 
moft impudently cut off, as I could inftancein 
fome milky Breafts thefe Villains have fo ferved ; 
when the Cure, which had. nothing therein of 
Difficulty, is thus wrought, here is fufficient 
Ground to triumph, for thefe Pretenders, who; 
if Juitice took Place, fhould have their Reward 


paidthem by the common Hangman: Since I daré’ 


fay, we may defye them to give one Inftance of 
afixt or true alcerated Cancer, that was ever 
cured by their Management: No, Gentlemen,

you too well know the- Nature of this Difeafe, » 


and that Art [when it is arrived to any Heigth] 
tan do little more than ‘palliate. 

Happy truly had it been for thoufands in this 
City, could they have beén’ content with this 


Way of palliating , inftead of liftening after a 


promifed Cure ; when by regular Diet, Bleed- 
ing, gentle Purgation, proper Alteratives, to cor- 
“fect the Malignity, and edulcorate, or at leaft 
-foften the acrid Juices, Narcotics, to blunt their 
Pain, when at any ‘Time outrageous, d/monds 
Milks and Emulfions to contemperate their Heat, 
and Anodyne Applications, ifany Zopic at allfhould 
be thought requifite, they might have lengthned 
out their Days, fome of them too ae quietly 5 
_and died perhaps at laft, of fome other Diftemper.

As to Purgation, it is beyond Controverly ufe- 
ful at fome times, to empty the Bowels this Way, 
and thereby to leffenthe Cacochymy of the Blood;

rus, are by fome approved. The Chymifis high-_ 


ly magnify their Arcanum Coralinum, for this Ules 
but I think the fame too dogged and furly a Me- 
dicine for thefe Habits, and too fhocking alfo for 


the difeafed Part. For the like R.eafon, together 


with that of their pungent and. acrid Heat, I 
cannot, asthey do, recommend their Scammoneat 
and Aloetic Medicines, being not only apt to heat 


and inflame, but alfo to fet open the Mouths of — 


the Veffels, efpecially the latter, and increafe the 
Bleeding, to which thefe Patients are liable 5 
when the Difeafe is ulcerated.

or the callous Warts from the Horfe- heels, fo much 
cried up by fome of the common People for this 
Purpofe, 1 mutt confefs, I know not, but have 


been inform’d by a foreign Phyfician, of good | 


Learning. and Practice alfo, that the Sapo Vena- 
tice, diffolved in any proper Menflrunm, or made 
into Pills, and given a Drachm for a Dofé twice 
a-day, isa Specific in the Cancer. 

’ We know indeed the fame to be an excellent 
Medicine for bridling the exorbitant Bile; of 
which we have daily Inftances in its curing the 
Léterus, or Faundice ; and it is not improbable, 
but by its oily, gentle, and fmooth Parts, it may 
be able to blunt, or at leaftwife fheath, the 
pungent, acrid, cancerous Salts, or the Bilis ae 
éra of the Antients, here offending. 

_ As for local Medicaments, or external Appli- 
cations, where thé Caucer is not ulcerated, I have 
obferv’d thofe People generally fare beft, who 
meddle with none at all; a fimple inoffenfive 
Plaifter in other Cafes, by conftipating the Pores

The Balfamum Saturninum in Bates ts likewife 
commended, but I think, the Menffruam, whiich- 
is the Spir. Terebinth. abundantly too-hot, and 
thereby a Hazard of inflaming the Diftemper ;

properly, called by the fame Name. Thefe, 
with the parotid Glands, feated behind the Ears,” 
fupplying the Place of Emunétories, or Common- 
fewers to the other Parts of the Body, through | 
which the morbid luvies of the Blood is often 
drained : Andnothing is more common than to 
fee the /erous Humours in that of Infants, deri- 
véd by thefe latter G/andules, fo fharp fometimes, 
as to excoriate the Parts adjoining, nay to rot_ 
the very Headcloaths of fucking Children, like 

an Oil of Vitriol, or an Aq: Fortis 3 withal fo. 
very flrong and fetid, as to ftrike the Noftril 
with a very difagteeable Senfation ; whence I 
think thefe' Glands have as jutt a Title to that of 
Odorifere, as thofe on the Neck of the Glans 
Penis, fo named by that curious Anatomiit Dr.

fes to obferve thofe Children the moft health- 
ful, who have this Benefit ; and to be in the 
ereateft Danger, when by improper ‘Treatment 
of repelling Zopics, the Difcharge happens to be

little Ones often,terminating by fome critical

Account we diftinguifh the Budo as critical and 
fymptomatical. this 

The former we have now defcribed; the lat- 
ter we alfo define a painful Tamour of the Glan- 
‘dules of the Groin or Arm-pit, not primarily or ori- 
ginally affected, but arifing fecondarily from fome 
painful Ulcer, or other Diftemperature of fame ad- 
joining Part, whether purely by a nervous Confent, 
or from a vitiated Lymph fupplied therefrom, by 

the Blood, I don't determine x but fo it is in Faét, 
that by Reafon of fome painful Diforder of the 
Foot, Leg, or Thigh, the Glands in the Groin 
thall often tumefy, and grow alfo painful; upon 
the 4rm, thofe in the Avilla : Which, after the 
going off of this Difturbance in thofe Placés 

primarily difeafed, very commonly fubfide with- 
out farther Trouble. ; 

In delivering our Prognoftic of this Tumour, Prognofiic 
‘we muft acquaint you, that the Budo is more or 
lefs dangerous and difficult of Curation, accord- 
ing to its Nature, benign or malign, [ymptomatic 
or critical; The firft admitting oftentimes of be- 
ing refolved, the lattcr ought always to be brought 
to Suppuration. After the Difcharge whereof, 
unlefs Care be taken to corre&t the Malignity, 
-by proper /pecific internal Antidotes, there are 
fome of them very apt to degenerate into corro= 
five, phagedenic Ulcers. But thele are chiefly of 
the venereal Kind, which Ihave treated of in 
‘my Siphylis, 4 Difcourfe upon that Diftemper, 
already publithed. 
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In the Cure therefore of the Bubo, whether 
inguinal or axtilary; for I fhall beg Leave to re- 
tain that Name for both; if the fame be critical, 
the younger Artift, from what we have now faid, 
will fee that he muft by no Means apply any re- 
pelling Topick, or other, by which the Hu- 
mours may be thrown back into the Blood; but 
rather ule his utmoft Endeavours that the fame 
-be brought to ripen, or turn to Matter : For :

After I had written thefe Formule, as I was 
coming down Stairs with the Apothecary, before

in free Dilcourfe between ourfelves, I let fall a 


_fufpicious Word or two, that I apprehended his 


Cale to be venereal: Upon which, contrary 
not only to the Rules in Confultation, but to 
the ufual Freedom taken one with another rela- 
ted to the fame Profeflion, the filly Man, in my 
Abfence, told our Patient what I thought of his. 


‘Difeafe ; who in ‘great Concern fent to me the 
next Day, to let me know, that as I was an 


utter Stranger to him, he could the rather for- 


give my hard Thoughts of him; at the fame 
Time avouching his Innocence, ‘as did his Wife 
-in Tears, protefting not only her own, but the 


Affurance fhe hadalfo of her Husband’s. Where- 
upon finding how I had been ferved, I frankly — 
owned, that where fuch Swellings offered, at a 
Time when no malignant or peftilential Dittem- 
per reign’d among us, we were always jealous of 
a venereal Taint giving Rife to the fame ; but 
Jet that be how it would, if he thought fit to 

continue my Vifits, as Occafion required, I 
would do him what Service I could.. “And un- . 
derftanding the treacherous Apothecary had been 


fo very officious, as'to offer at the laying open _ 


of the Budo, I did farther affure the Patient, that 
it was not his Bufinefs, nor could I think a Man 
of fo tattling a Difpofition was fit to have any 
Thing to do in’the Affair: But in’ that I left 
him to act as he pleafed, and advifing the Con- _ 
tinuance of the Puitis, left him farther to confi- _ 
der of it. 

The next Day I vifited him again, and found 
the Perfon, who intended me doubtlefs an illOf

{criptions I was defired to renew, or what elle 
I thought neceflary, which were fent away to

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another. Taking a farther View of the Swelling, 

and perceiving the fame almoft fit for the Cauftic; 
I told him he muft have a Surgeon, and he con-

on a good large one, on the rifing Part of the’ 


‘Tumour, which was now increafed to the Bulk 
of a large Turkey-Egg, lying like a {mall Roll 
of Bread, along the /zguen, and full of Matter 
fluctuating underneath. Which being difcharg’d, 
and the #/char upon feparating, we met again, 
to confider, which Way to forward the Work 

of healing, by mending the deprav’d Cra/is of his 
Blood, and fubduing the hedtical Indifpofition 
ftill threatning ; and accordingly, I wrote the fol- 
lowing Prefcript. .

When he had been kept to this Regimen for 
fome Weeks, his Fever, and Hemopioe, or {pit- 
ting of Blood much leffned, as alfo his Sweats ,

upon mé, that I would, order a little Calomel: 
Since, notwithftanding theit infifting fo much | 
upon their Continency, we were both {till in- 

clinable to. believe this Zumour had its Rife from

readily complied with his taking twelve, and — 
fometimes fifteen Grains of Calome/, once in three 
or four Days for as many Times, early in the © 
Morning, ‘that it might not difturb him in the — 
Night, with an Infufion of the Rad. Rhei cum 
Syr. Rof. Solut. to purge it off, three or four 
Hours after. 
The Ulcer being digefied, was deterged with a 
Dofil arm’d with Liniment, and dip’din the Pre- — 
cipit. ot this laft, as the Sloughsand /pongy Flefh — 
requir’d, {trew’d on, till the fame growing firmer, — 
fill’d up with Flefh, and after fome ‘Time, by © 
the fame Applications was alfo cécatri/ed. ; 
But tho’ the Surgeon’s Work went on as well — 
as could be expected in fuch a crazy Subject; 
yet our Patient continued ftill pining, with{ome — 

Remains of his Cough, Oppreflion on his Cheft, 
and between Whiles a little Blood hauk’t up 
from his Laags. So that we now put himupon © 
the 4/35 Milk, and as foon as his Sore would — 
admit, he lay out of Town, by which he found © 
Benefit as to his Breath, and his Appetite like-— 
wife. But ina little Time, after the healing his 
Ulcer, he made frefh Complaint of a-Pain about _ 
his Fundament, where he: had formerly been 
troubled with the Piles; and from whence.a_ 
large Quantity of Gleet, zuflar Loture Carnium, 
came down at this ‘Time, fouling hisLinen in 
a frightful Manner. Sending for me-again, I 
made In{pection thereof, and on one Side of the 
Anus difcover’d an ulcerated Hemorrhoid, secre ‘ 
| oubt- 
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doubtlefs furnifh’d the Excretion aforefaid. I 
then order’d him to let Mr. Ferm examine it, and 
to take his Opinion, mine being for its Conti- 
nuance in the Room of a Fontanel, if it could’ 
be kept eafy, and did not overflow; not only 
founded on fome of - Hippocrates’s dphorifms, 
relating to this Affair; particularly, where that 
great Man tells us, Diuturnas curanti Eemor- 
boides, nifi una aperta fervetur, periculum Aque 
inter Cutem, vel Labis impendet ; but deduced al- 
fo from right Reafon, for as we had juft fhut 
up one Sink, by which Nature had thrown forth 
great Quantity of the morbid AdZatier, tho’ not 
yet fufficient for depurating the Mafs thereby, 
fhe had now, as before, crztically open’d another 

Siwice to drain off the Refidue, and by the haf- 
ty Stoppage whereof, it was odds, if he did not

The reft of the acute or inflammatory Ti» 
mours of thefe Parts, have fo near Afhnity with 
the former, and {o little vary in the Cure, unlefs 
that thefe latter very frequently fubmit to the 
milder Suppuratives, and fome of them are fafely 
difcufs’d, proving often lefs ftubborn, than the 
foregoing ; that I fhall not enlarge by giving a 
particular Proce/s for each, or tarry longer than 

| to defcribe them. are 

Parotis, Some Authors, and thofe of ‘good Account, 
pit having diftinguifhed them {carce otherwife, than 
ib lon according to the Place of their Situation ; .and 
‘thus when happening upon the conglomerate, or 
external /alivatory Glandules, it is term’d Paro-

When the former Phima or fubmental Tumour, 

_ partakes more of the Ery/ipelas than of the Phleg- 
mon, or Carries along with it any Contagion; it 
is by fome Writers denominated in Greek 
guystrov, by the Latins Panus, being frequent- 
ly met with under the Chins of Infants and young 
Children, where appearing hard and round, like 
a little Loaf of Bread; [whence probably it has 
_ borrowed this latter Name Panus, quafi Panis 5] 
it grows quickly after red and inflam’d, turning to 
Matter, efpecially affifted by fome gentle emollient 
and maturative Cataplafm: And after the Dif- 
charge, if mild, heals oftentimes with as little 
Trouble as the Furunculus,or common Boil. For 
it is to be remark’d, that thefe Tumours under - 
the Chin, however happening to be thrown out 
of, or feparated from the Mais of Blood in the 
Way of afebrile Crifs, are notwithftanding num- 
bred ufually among the Benign; whereas the Pa- 
votid, Axillary, and Inguinal, ave generally of the 
_ contagious and malignant Tribe ; and that as the 
former require the milder Suppuratives, thefe lat- 
ter fometimes want the ftrongeft, together with 
the Exhibition, as we have already taken No- . 
tice, of fome proper Mexipharmic, that may affift 
Nature to expell the latent Venom, and throw

But E have touched upon this in my ‘Treatife, 
before refer’d to, and therefore will leaveit with 


. this Defeription, as a Diagnoffic, whereby the 


young Practitioner may the better know to dif- 
tinguifh it, when it offers to his View 3. as it is 
delivered by Baréet, an eminent Writer in Sur- — 
gery, and Practitioner at Amfferdam. 
There appears, faith be, in the Flefh, one large 


 Puftule, and fometimes many fmaller conjoin’d or 


clufter’d, which being open’d, a dufkifa or black 
Cruft, as it were, comes into Sight, attended with 
Lijflammation, Pain,. Fever, and great Ingquietude. 
This Cruft removed, inftead of Matter, a {pongy,ca- 


daverous, or rotten Flefe prefents it felf.

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But of the Nature and Manner of Produc- 
tion of thefe pefilential Difeafes, we have {poke 
inthe fame Tract; and fhall therefore here finith 
our Account of the acute inflammatory Tu- 
mours, fubjoining firft this fhort Prognoffic to 
the foregoing. | 

The Parotis will admit much the fame as the 
Bubo, being frequently malign, the Carbunculus, 
the worft of all, partaking of the higheft Con- 
tagion, and therefore generally proves a mortal 
Symptom. The other glandulous Affects, being 
more benign, have much lefs Danger, tho’ none 
of them ought to be repell’d, but either re- 
folved, as they are fometimes, or brought to 
Suppuration, as moft commonly. 

We fhall now come to obferve the cold and 
chronical Tumours, among which firft of all,

From this Hypothefis of the nervous Chanels,

Cyno/bat. to- 
gether with a Roll of the Empl. de Ranis cum 
dupl. § .to be applied externally upon the Glazds 
Plaifter-wife, and renewed as there was Occa- 
fion ; returning him back into the Country, 
where before his coming up, I might haye told 
you, he had been falivated, and had {pit plenti-

But growing weary of Method, he quickly 
atter threw all afide ; till meeting in Company

procured from his Correfpondent here in’Town, 
fome of the fame for our Patient ; being a large

“nels waite, he was encouraged to go on, efpeci-

defired a Relation he had here, according to the 
_ Direétion given him, to buy a large Quantity of 
the mott gritty or fabulous Sponges he could pick 
out, which drying in an Oven, he reduced to 
Powder ; and having continued taking the fame 
for about three Months, the Glands were all 
difperfed, and his Diftemper vanquithed 5 fo that 
being in Town about fome Bufinefs at the Year’s 
End, I faw him with a {mooth Neck, {carce a

The Ozena admits of a doubtful Prognoffic , 
being a ftubborn Malady, hard to cleanfe, fo as 
to get a firm Foundation for healing upon, and 
when of long ftanding, a Work difficultly 
accomplifh’d. | Arg 

In the Cure, the ufual Evacuations by Bleeding 
and Purging, may be neceflary to carry off the 
Humour other Ways, whilft the fame antiftru- 
matic Alteratives are prefcribed, as for the other 
Species, to correct the Acrimony thereof ; and 
Ahaving loofned the crufty Matter ufually ftopping 
up the Paflage, by putting up a little Oil, a 


Bit of frefh Butter, or throwing up fome emol- . 


lient Injection, fuch as the Decoé. Malve in Aq. 
flordei, you are, after thus digefting, to mundi- 
fy or deterge by another Sort prepar’d ex Fol.

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Thefe, with others of the like Nature, having 
been ineffe€tually tried, you are to open the Tu- 
mour, and let out the Contents, either by a pointed 
aétual Cautery, which is commonly made Ufe of, 
or by Incifion. 

Some Years ago a young Woman came to 
me, with fuch a Tumour on one Side of the 
Tongue, out of the Hands of a famous Empiric, 
who having got fome Money of her, and not 
knowing what to make of it, altho’ at firft he 


had promis’d her Cure, left her off as incurable, 


with this fad Prognoffic, that if it were opened, 


it would be prefent Death: I propofed the faid) 


Opening, upon feeing what it was, but being 


terrified at his Words, fhe applied to fome others, 


who were of my Opinion, and affured her there 


‘wasno Danger: Upon which, returning to me 


again, I appointed the next Day for openin 
the fame, when heating a pointed Cauzery, whil 
a Servant held her Head on each Side, another 


bearing hard up under the Chin, I laid my Ca- , 


nula upon the Fore-part of the Tumour, prel- 
fing it down with my left Hand, whilft with 
my hot Iron in my right, I enter’d the fame, 
and inftantly burn’d through the Tunic, upon 
which there fpurted up a glairy Mattter, like 


the Whites of Eggs, the ufual Contents of the like, 


Tumours; after which, I fupplied her witha Lo- 


tion prepar’d of 4q.Hord. in which fome of the vul-: 


neraryPlants had been boil’d, edulcorated withMel. 
Rofar.to a Pint of which Z§. of the Zinéure of 
Myrrh. and Ales, had been added for the better 
Deterfion, and I heard no more of her in ten Day’s 
Time, the living remote from me: When fhe came 
again, and fhow’d me the Wound almoft heal’d 
up, the Slough having caft off fome Days before 
however, in two Month’s Time it filled again, 

I emptying 
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emptying it felf as it over-flowed, out of a {mall 
Orifice ftillremaining unclos’d; into this I clapt 
the Shank of a {mall Pair of Probe-Sciffars, and 
flit up the Length of the Cavity, out of which 
feeling along the Wound, with more of the fame 
Humour, I turned out a fmall Stone, as big as 
_ a Horfe-Bean, and much of the fame Shape: 
Afterwards I drefs’d her daily with Doffils of 
Lint, thruft downto the Bottom of the Wound, 
dip’d in the faid vulnerary Decoétion, with equal 
Parts of Spirit of Wine, and about a fourth of 
Mel Rofar. giving Directions for more of the 
fame to be laid in, as the former happen’d to ~~ 
flip out; and thus after few Days, the Cyffis 
digefling off, and the Wound well cleanfed, was 
after firmly cicatrifed by fome of the Decoétion 
I had formerly ufed, and never afterwards crea- 
ted her any farther Difquiet.

So that in handling of thefe Tumours, if the 
honeft Artift cannot handfomely difcharge him- 
felf, let him arm his Patient or his Friends with 
a jult Proguofic of what: may happen at long 
Run: And if he is call’d in Time enough, let 
him apply a Defenfative’ all round the Joint, as 
if the Knee, Aukie, or Elbow, with a moderate 
laced Sock, Stocking, Kuec, or Arm-piece, which 
at fome Times, when prudently managed, reftrains 
the Humour, keeping off the Fluxion, «and re- 
duceth the Joint into better Shape as well as 
ftrengthens it. 

In the mean Time, let the Phyfician be con- 
fulted, who may by fome azti/trumatic Courfe, 


correct this particular Dy/cracy of the Blood,and ~~ 


at fet Times, purge off the Cacochymy, with Cah- 
melanos mix’d with fome proper Cathartic. A- 
bove all, you muft take Care, that you are not 
deceived, in taking the Cafe either for a Di/- 
location, or fome common db/cefs; by the one 
undoing your Patient by rough Ufage, under 
Pretence of Setting a Bone that was never out: 
By the other treating it with Maturatives, and 
making Work for a fiftulous Ulcer with foul 
Bones, which will never after be in your Power 
to heal up again. As a farther Guide in the 
Way of a Diagnoftic, if the Tumour be of the 
firumous Kind, arifing more efpecially from an 
internal Caufe, there are ufually fome of the o- 
ther Symptoms attending, as fore Eyes, /well’d 
Lips, Glands about the Neck, or under ‘the Chin, 
or the Parents have been /ubjeét te the fame Dif- 

temper y 
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temper, and entail'd it thus upon their Iffue. But 

if its Rife were firft of all from fome Strain or 
‘Bruife, the greater Caution is requir’d in forming 

a right Judgment. i 

If Matter be already made, and that you are 
engaged in the Work, having fecur’d your Re- 
putation by the Proguoffic as aforefaid: The fame 
mutt be let out, when finding, as it often hap- 
pens in fuch Cafés, the Joint foul, or the 4po- 
phyfes of the Bones carious, youare to proceed, as 
infuch Ulcers and Fiffulas fhall be hereafter ob- 
ferved, and as you may collect from a Cafe or 
two prefently to be annexed ; the like in the ca- 
vious Ulcers of the Fingers and Toes, Carpus,and 
Metacarpus, Tarfus, and Metatarfus, Exoftofis,

Exercife, 
by Reafon of a Hemipiegia alfo befalling her , 
fhe fell into a Chlorofis; the Phyfician wasagain 
confulted, by whofe Advice, a gentle chalybeate 
Courfe was now profecuted, with a bitter Sy- 
machic Tintture: But then growing Heéfical, with 
a Cough and difficult Breathing, Peéorals were 
_ prefcribed, with other traumatic or vulnerary De- 
coctions. 
Yet notwithftanding all Endeayours, either 
by Phyfic or Surgery, and many repeated Con-

Under all thefe Difcouragements, being {till 
importuned, to affift the poor Child the beft I 
could; whenI had got the rotten Bones in Sight, _ 
and the Ulcers in good Order, as to any fungous 
Flefh, I gave Inftructions to a Maid-Servant 
hired for that Purpofe, and who had feen the 
Method for fome Months paft, under the Eye 
of the old Lady, how to fupply my Place: So 
that I vifited them only twice a Week, and fome 
Times, when out of Town, but once; till the . 
Swelling being fit for opening upon the Elbow, ~ 
I applied a Cauffic, and difcharged about a Quar- 
ter of a Pintof a wheyifh dreggy Matter ; which. 
being let out on the Outfide of the Joint,where the

Hist. xiv, A young Woman of a frumous Habit, having 
for feveral Ycars paft been afflifted with afwell’d 
Leg, which growing {till fuller and harder, and 
beginning alfo to be more painful, fhe was car- 
ried from one to another, who were at a Lof 
what to make of it: However Endeavours had 
been ufed by Plai/fers and Pultifes, fome to dif 
folve, and others to bringit to Suppuration. At 
length an db/ce/s arifing, the Tumour was open’d, 
but could by no Means be brought to heal up— 
again: The Ulcer ftill {preading, till at ‘cain 
the 
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the Bone was difcover’d carious, and laid bare, for 
many Months, expecting a De/quamation : But 
being tir’d with Surgery, and very probably the 
- Surgeons they had made Ufe of, at leaft fome of 
them, tir’d with the Work; they contented 
themfelves with profecuting fuch Direétions as 
had been given them by one of the laft they 
had made Ule of, who had told them truly, it 
was like to be a Work of Time, and in great 
- Meafure to becommitted to Neture, ftillhoping 
for fome lucky Turn by the coming down of 
her Menfes, which had been long expected to 
no Purpofe, fhe might gain the better of this 
obftinate Diftemper. , 
But long ‘Time now elapfed without thefe Vi- 
fits, and the Ulcer ftill encreafing with callous 
Lips, they were advifed to take my Opinion, 
who upon Examination perceived a Sus run- 
ning down from above, which was juft beneath the 
Articulation of the Tibia with the Femur, onthe 
Infide the Leg, the whole Length of my Probe, 
towards the inner Ankle: ‘The Bone bare and 
rugged all the Way, from whence preffing ‘up- 
wards, a Matter like the Dregs of Oil dif- 


charged. The upper Part of the 77bia was{pon- . 


gy, like a Honey-Comb, and _vaftly dilated by 
its bony Cells, fhooting forth like the Hyper far- 
cofis in the Flefh, altho’ at the fame Time 
it was hard and folid all the Way downwards, 
from two or three Inches below its upper /po- 
phifis, ti within as many of the lower, where 
it feemed by its Bunching, tobe of the fame Con- 
texture, porous and fpongy, like the common 


Exoftofis. 


The Patient was much wafted, and in great —

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her, as perceiving no other Way of ridding her » _ 
from her Grievance ; yet the Operation wastoo 


hazardous for mie to prefs it farther than they 
inclin’d, or fhould indeed feem todefireit : But 
this being oppos’d, and my {elf importuned by 
one of the Relations, my particular Friend, hav- 
ing made my Progno/tic; I began, I cannot fay 


her Cure, but an Effay for her Relief, by laying : : 


on a Cau/tic below, in order to intercept the Mat- 


ter, and give Difcharge thereof by a more de- ~ 


pending Vent for the fame, as alfo that I might 
the better difcover the Extent of the rotten 
Bone, and convey Remedies thereunto. The 
Lips of the upper Ulcer were {prinkled over 
with Precipit, the Bone itfelf, with the Pulvis 
Eupborbii, and fo foon as the E/char was caft off 
below, I made Way to the Bottom with the 
faid Precipit. and a Digeftive on the Outfide, 
ftrowing here likewife on the Bone, the faid d- 
{quamatory Powder. | 

But finding this a very flow Way of Proceed- 
ing, altho’ the Matter or rather medullary Sub- 
ffance was much better drain’d off than before, 
yet the true Nature and Extent of the Caries not 
being difcover’d, I prevail’d for dilating the Sz- 
mus, and laying both Ulcers into one; ftuffing 


the Incifion with hard, and dry Doffils of Lintyand — — 


binding the fame on with as ftreight Deligation 
as fhe could admit. | : 4 

The next Day taking out thefe Doffils, which 
had well diftended the Wound, I difcover’dthe 
Infide of the 7zbia wich its Ridge upon the Shin,

my next Concern was, how to waft the callous

in Spirit of Wine,. would avail in the latter. 

~ She had from the Beginning purfued an anti- 


firumatic Courfe of the Decoét. Sarfap. Filipen- . 


dul. Succif: Scropbular. €Fe.* as laid down for 
the general Method, together with the Aé/epe- 
des. She had-alfo, as I underftood, taken’ for- 
merly great Quantity of the Cixeres Spong. for 
fome firumous Glands about the Neck, which 
difappear’d after. So foon as Ihad laid open the 
Sinus, 1 gave her Calomel. in {mall Dofes between 
Whiles, rather as an d/terative, at leatt fuffering 
it go off it felf, than haftening the fame away 
by Purges given for that Purpofe, and this in 
- Hopes to have difpofed the ftubborn Ulcer to 
a better Temper. At 

“When I had thus fpent about two Months to 
little Advantage, I contriv’d a Canula the whole 
Length of the Cariofity in Sight, with a Couple 
_ of Cauteries,’ of about half the Dimenfions, into 
which I daily clapt them down by Turns, [firft 
heating them | upon the faid Bone, in order to dry 
up the Humidity ; which tho’ they fmoak’d and 
hifs’d, gave little Uneafinefs to our Patient, her 
Fears thereof leffening after two or three Days 
ufing. I would have paft the fame over the cal- 
lous Lips, but fhe would not admit; wherefore 
fhaping a Bit of Paft, made out of the Crum of 
white Bread dip’d in Rofe-Water, and mix’d 
with corrofive Sublimate, after the Manner of the 
Troch. de Mimic, I placed the fame all round the. 
; ee Callus, 
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; Callus, dreffing otherwife, as formerly I haddone; 

but before Night, I was alarm’d with the poor 

Girl’s. falling {through Extremity of Pain or the 

malign Quality of the’ Suwblimate affecting the 

Nerves] into Convulfions, in which I found 

her between Whiles crying out of Pain, and com- \ 
piaining of great Sicknefs and Faintnefs at Heart, 

as fhe exprefs’d her felf. 

I immediately unroll’d the Leg, and coming 
to take a View of the Part, found this poifonous 
Efcharotic {which I never after upon fuch Oc- 
cafions would make Ufe of]. had eaten deep in- 
to the callous Lips, fticking faft therein, fo that: 
it was to litttle Purpofe to attempt much Re- 
lief by forcing the fame off; the cau/ffic Salts 
having fo penetrated, that there was almoft a 
Neceffity for their fpending themfelves ; where- 
fore encouraging the Patient, the Pain feeming 
a little to abate, upon coming to her felf, that — 
it would be for her Advantage, and effectually 
anfwer our Expectation; I embrocated all round 
with the O/. Lumbric. putting ona Digeftive, 
dip’d in warm Liniment, over the Outfide ; or- 
dering a little Morfel of Theriaca in a Glafs of 
Canary, as an Alexipharmic. 

The next Day I vifited early in the Morning, 
and found her Pain much leffen’d, her Convul- 
fions no more returning, tho’ fhe continued ffill 
reftlels, with great Thirft, a feverith Pulfe, and 
fick Fits fometimes returning: Alfo light Ri- 
gours, tho’ much feldomer than they had been 
in the Night, intercurring. I found the Cruft 
{ticking faft, but after the fecond Drefling with 
the warm Digeflive, the E/charotic came off, 

_ bringing along with it a vatt Slough, and leaving 
the Ulcer more florid and fufceptible of the Pre- 
cipitate: Sothat keeping the fame ftrowed there-

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with, and the Digeftive over, I could not fee - 


but that all Things might go well enough in 
that refpect, could we but find the rotten Bone 
to move: In Order to which we continued the 
_ daily Ufe of the Cautery on the fame, and als 
_ tho’ upon Examination I difcover’d it was far- 
ther tainted at each End, yet having no Matter 
pent in, and fo large a Portion thereofin Sight, 


I could not fee any abfolute Neceflity of farther | 


enlarging, at leaft till we had Encouragement 
by its Stirring, to proceed farther in Order to

When I had thus fpent about a Year, keep- 
ing the Ulcer clean, and the Bone as dry as 
- poflible, ftrowing on either the Preécipitate, or 
Calx viva, where the Flefh happen’d to beluxu- 
riant, | began now to perceive it fhake from the 
Top to the Bottom, feemingly the whole Length 
of the Tibia, and the greateft Part of its Sub- 
{tance, at which, I muft confefs, I was fomewhat 


ftartled, as expecting fmall Likelyhood that NVg-. 


tuve in {uch a Habit wouldever fupply fuch De- 
feét, as this muft occafion. | 

For my farther Satisfaction, I paffed in a Zere- 
bellum quite through to the inward Cavity in 


feveral Places, whence iffued out the fame oily. 


Subftance, as I had obferv’d flow from the W orm- 
like Holes, interfperfed in other Parts thereof, 
and this I did with little or no Pain to: the 
Patient. © 

Once 'a Week after this Manner, I ufually 
enter’d this Inftrument fometimes into the old 
Places, but oftner making frefh ones, till I had 
bored a great Number of them, {till fhaking 
the Bone thereby from Side to Side, yet never- 
thelefs I perceived it {tuck too faft to be extrac-

ing the protuberating Part, or LEyxoffofis, and

This doubtlefs wasa true Spina vento/a, begin- 
ning in the medullary Juice it felf, and by its 
corrofive malign Nature, corrupting the very 
Bones it fhould nourith ; -a Difeafe, of which 
the Greeks and Arabians have taken but little 
Notice, altho’ it was doubtlefs known to both; to 
the former, by the Name Teendwv, from a {mall 
Worm eating into Wood; alfo Pedarthozace, 
ex wats Puer”asbeov Articulus, €P nanov, Malum ; 
from its being an evil Incident to the Joints of 
Children. Under this laft Name, Severinus has 
written a whole Book ; the Arabians gave it 
the Name of Ventofitas Spine, and under this 
Tofephus Pandalphinas hath publith’d another , 
which he calls Zrasatus de Ventofitatis Spine fe- 
vifimo Morbo; this hath been fince enlarged a 
D* Georgio Abrahamo Mertino, Medico Noriber- 
genfiy printed in the fame Place, duno, M. DC. ~ 
LXXIV. 

- One of the moft remarkable of thefe Cafes I 
have met with, was a Bone fhew’d me by Mr. ° 
Charles Bernard, where the Top of the Tibia, 
to feyeral Inches downwards, was fo enlarged by 

x an 
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an Exoftfofis, or fungous Extuberance, [for I can- 
not fee any Impropriety of calling this Enlarge- 
ment, 2 bony Fungus| that it was as much as [ 
could grafp with my Hands. 

From what we have faidof this Difeafe in ge- 

-neral, another of your Opprobria, we {hall find 
the Cure tedious at the beft, as, well as trouble- 
fome, and alfo hazardous in the Event; requir- 
ing the ftricteft Regimen and Patience in the Sick, 
as well as Art and Affiduity in the Undertaker 
thereof, who after all, in fome of the Species , 
when he has taken much Pains, will fometimes 
find the fame have beento little Purpofe: Where- 
fore, ’tis lefs Wonder, that fome of you Gentle- 
men, who are moft able, having more than e- 
nough of other Bufinefs upon your Hands, are 
fo very willing to get rid of this; and that for 
this Reafon, the /frumous Patient becomes fo eafy 
a Prey to thofe vile’ Quacks, who get large Sums 
of Money, fome of them, of thefe credulous de- 
luded People paid before Hand, with fair Pro- 
mifes of a Cure they underftand as little of, as 
the Patients they impofe on. Sed dulcis Odor 
Lucri, exre qualibet, 1s, at leait ought to be, the 
Motto of thefe knavith Medicafters, with which 
we leave them. 

’Tis trueenough, that Zime, with fome lucky 
Change of Zemperament fometimes brought a- 
bout thereby, has wrought wonderful Altera- 
tions.in this as well as other Difeafes; when 
happy is the lait Medicine adminiftred, and the 
laft Perfon’ employ’d at fuch a critical ‘Turn or 
juncture. , 

It was this Reflection certainly, that gave Rife 
to that Sarcaflic upon Phyfic, Natura curat Acutos, 
-Tempusque Chronicos: Which, under a limited 
Senfe may be allow’d, without Inyective yah 

that 
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that Art, which if at-the fame Time wholly neg- 
lected, ’tis moft certain, that the one will be 


‘found as little able to help her felf, as the other 


to work a Cure abftraéted from the faid Art. 
But albeit ’tis the Misfortune of fome, to mi 
theirs, after much Pain and great Expence, yet 
has it been formerly the good Hap of others 
to obtain one in this particular Diftemper, with 
as little of either, I mean by the-Royal Touch :

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Yet after all, I do not find this Gentleman

To fum up the whole in our Author’s Words ;

The firft, we define with other Writers, a 
Tumour preternaturally feated on diverfe Parts o 
_ the Body, very commonly the Head, Neck, Shoul- 
ders, and Arms, contain’d in its proper Capfula, 
of the fame Colony with the Skin, neither eajily 
giving Way to Preffure, nor returning eafily af- 


ter the Finger is removed, containing in it Matter 


like unto Pultis, or hard Curd. 


The fecond, a Tumour likewilfe inclofed, not 


varying its Colour from the Parts adjoining, arif- 
ing from a {mall Beginning as the other, and gra- 
dually encreafing, it more: difficultly gives Way 
upon Preffure, but fooner returns to its former 
State ; there is foand therein a Matter like unto 
Fat. , | 

The third, is like the other two, contain’d in 
a Gyftis or Bag, of a more round and equal Figure 
ufually than thereft : it edfily recedes or gives W ayy 
and as quickly returns to its priftine Figure, having 


a Matter in it like Honey, or the thick Dregs of — 


Beer. ; 

You muft note, that all three have this. ih 
common, to be attended with little Pain, unlefs 
feated upon fome more fenfible Part, where by 
the Tention of the Skin, they prove troublefome, 
or lying in the Way of the Comb, as upon 
the Scalp, or in that of the Cloaths, they hap- 

pen to be comprefi’d, and grow uneafy 5 _ or if 
fix’d upon fome membranous or nervous Parts, 
they impede the free Motion thereof; or laftly 
beginning to inflame, from fome hot and fuppu- 
rative Applications, have fome Parts of them 
turned ‘into Matter; I fay fome, it being rare to 
finda kindly Maturation, like that of the inflam- 


matory, by Reafou of the cold, vifcous and lels . 


digeftible Contents, of which they are made 
up. | |

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For as to their Caufes, the antient Writers 
derive them.from Phlegm and. Melancholy, in-a 
degenerate State; but we, from the zutritious 
Fuices, oufing out of fome excretory Duéi, at 
the Sides or Extremities of the Veffels, where 
being fpilt, and having more of the fame Juice 
drilling through, provident Nature foon enve- 
lops it for its Security, in like Manner, as. the 
Liquors of the Ovum, with. its Pellicle; where 
according to its Pronenefs to coagulate fooner, 
or later, it is by the Warmth of the Place where 
it refides, thickned into a melleaginous, or muci- 
laginous Kind of Liquor;. or by a greater Heat

of more ftill of the fame Liquor entring in, they 
will ampliate their Dimenfions. . . Aaa 

The Gentleman, we fo lately quoted will 
have them to be certain excrementitious  Par- 
ticles of the Blood, laid afide as ufelefs, in 
the Nutrition of the glandulous Parts; his 
Words are thefe in the tame Treatife, p. 254.

thefe Tumours, it is plain, that they will ad- 
mit, generally fpeaking, a much. better Prog- 
noftic than the Strume ; being neither: fo ftub- 
born in their Nature, nor their Contents fo dif- 
ficultly digefted and deterged: ) Yet neverthe- 
lefs, without removing them entirely, together 
with their Cafe which inclofes them, they will 


be apt to appedr again, or prove /inuous Ulcers. 


When they are fed by fome large Blood-veffel, 
or lye clofe adjoining to any Membrane, Tendon, 
or nervous Parts, they occafion confequently the 
greater Trouble, and! exact our greater Dili- 
gence and Care, than when loofe and difengaged, 
or pliable.and fafely fituate for Removal,. which 
is done.as you have heard, either by taking them 
out whole; or where the fame is lefs practicable, 


to open them either by Cauffic, or Incifion; and - 


having digefted and deterged them together with 
their Cy/tule, to incarn, as in other Ulcers, where 
there is Lofs of :Subftance, and bring on a C7- 
‘Catrix. tH ale ey | , 

. Having faid I think enough of the’ Nature and 
- Manner of Production of thefe Tumours, toge- 
ther 
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ther with the Proguofic, we thall touch upon 
their Cure, which, as we juft now intimated, 
is accomphifhed with lefs Difficulty than the firu- 


mous, nor want they fo ftri&t a phyfical Ditcipline, 


many of them having been effected without a 
Grain of internal Medicine, or ftanding in need 
thereof; tho’ they all require the fame Method | 
of Extirpation, unlefs that the Meliceris is more 
liable to burft, and cannot fo readily be turned 
out whole. But it then makes this Amends, that 
the Contents being thinner, are fooner difcharged, 
when the Cy/tis only remains to be digefted out, 


the Ulcer after healing with little Difficulty ; 


which brings me directly to adda few Words 
concerning the two different Methods of Pro- 
ceeding: with them, Ewcifion and Suppuration , 
unlefs when very fmall,. or in the Beginning, » 
they are fo kiad as to give Way and difculs , 
under fome of the gummy Applications, fuch as 
Empl. ex .

» The Way by Excifionis doubtlefs the more 


expeditious, and may be fafely enterprifed, where 
fafely fituate; I mean free of the Arteries and 
Tendons.. "The Method being alike with that 
obferved in extirpating the Struma, but greater 
Caution is fometimes requir’d, that the Cap/ula 
be not divided, or the proper Bag ‘containing 
their Humours, together with the other Tegu- 
ments, left there happen Difficulty after in turn-. 

ing the fame out whole with the Contents. 
The Way by Suppuration is more tedious, for 
the Reafons formerly alledged; however when 
by fome powerful emollient Cataplafm, fuch as 
we have propofed for the Budo, or a Plaifter of 
the Gums and Mucilages, you have digéfted what 
you can, and the Matter feemeth ready to break 
through,

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through, you may, lay on one of your ftronger 
Caufiics, fuch as the Lapis infernalis, which will 
be able; to, penetrate the invefting Membranes, 
together with that of the Cy/fis iv:felf; after 
which, and the E/char feparated, as was {hewn 
in the Phlegmon, the Cavity of the Ulcer muft 
be filled up with your Digefive and Deterfive, 
among which none exceeds the Precipit. rub. to 
anfwer thefe Intentions ;:where the Ulcer is ve- 
ry Sordid, {ome ufe the Unguent. Apoftolorum, o- 
thers, the Agyptiacum; others again the Fu/cum 
Wurtzii.

But where the Tumour is very large, as in

But obferve, that in thefe Dilatations, as in all 
others,you carefully obferve theT ract of the Fibres 
as much as poffible, keeping clear of the Arteries

There is yet another Way of removing thefe 
Tumours, and that is by Ligature, taking Place 
only where the Ba/is is {mall, at leaft not too 
big for the fame, but hanging, as it were, by a 
Peduncle, or Stalk, which being ftreightned, and 
the vital Heat and Spirits thereby intercepted, 
the Part on this Side the Ligature firft grows 
livid, after mortifying entirely, {eparates of it elf, 
or is removed by the Knife, without Senfe of

In proceeding this Way, unlefs the Stalk be

1 had once a poor Shoe-maker under my Care, 
of a cold pitwitous ‘Temper, who had the greateft _ 
Number of thefe crude congefed Tumours, Lever

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met with in the fame Subject, forwards: from 
the Clavicles over the Shoulders to the lower 
Angles of the Scapula behind, no lefs thannine ; 
fome near adjoining to each other, fome again 
at farther Diftance; from the Size. of Pigeon’s 
_ Eggs, to that of a large Tennis-Ball; three- of 
the largeft were fuperficially fuppurated, and had 


burft through the Cy/fis, their thick curded Mat-. 


ter appearing in View ;_ being all of the 4he- 


romatous Kind, and of many Years Growth; 


finding them fafely fituate, I undertook the poor 
Man’s Cure, as follows. 


Thofe where the. Matter had broke through, . 


I cut farther open bya crucial Incifion, at the 
fame. Time {nipping off the Angle of each Lip, 


for the more commodious coming at their Sor-: 


' des, and haftning out the fame, which I {prinkled 
thick with Precipit. as above directed, and ap- 
plying a Pledgit dip’d in the warm Liniment of 

_Arceus, with equal Parts:of Bafilicon, and a 
little OJ. Terebinth. for its eafier Penetration and 
quicker Digeftion, fuftering the fame to lye on 
two Days; and thus each Drefling brought off 
thick S/oughs of the vifcous Matter, loofening 
the reft, fo that at feveral Dreflings, befides what 
came thus away, I lifted out with the Point of 
my Spathula {everal Ounces, till by Degrees in 
this Manner having cleared away the Rubbifh, 
their Cy/fes likewile digetted out, incarned and 
cicatrifed with the fame Applications, and the 
Affiftance of my Cerate. 

~Thofe which were yet whole, I opened in 
like Manner, avoiding the cutting into their in- 
clofing Membranes ; when lifting up the Lips 
of the Wound, I feparated the fame therefrom 

‘with my Knife; after clapping down my Spa- 
thula all round, I divided the adhering Fibres:

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Yet in raifing up the Cy/es from the Bottom, 
notwithftanding my utmoft Care, moft of them 
broke, but «removing the much greater Part at 
this fingle Drefling, the Refidue was foon after 
digefted out, and thofe Lips, which lay com- 
modioufly for the fame, were, after a little Time, - 
by Comprefs and good rolling united, whilft the 
reft, being like to grow troublefome, were taken 
off, and the Ulcers being mundified, were in- 
carned and after cicatrifed. 

The Work was a little troublefome, and the 
parting of the adnafcent Fibres painful,  other- 
wife neither the Bagsthemfelves, nor their Fur- 
niture, little or nothing fenfible of the Knife or 
Applications, however warm and {pirituous. 

The Rife of thefe Tumours feemed to proceed _ 
from a crude and improper Diet, fuch as great 
Quantities of Herbage, Puife, Milk, and Chee/e, 
with Water for his Drink, being -by a Charge 
too great for the poor Pittance of his Wages 
reduced to the utmoft Penury ; by which, and 
his continual fitting Pofture, ftooping forwards 
with his Strap over his Shoulders, thefe pitui-_ 
tous Humours might very likely be heaped up, 
and fettling upon thefe Parts, grew at length fo | 
troublefome, as to render him in a Manner in- 


capable of perfuing his Employment. 


When I had thus freed him from his Com- 
plaint, I advifed him, by Way of Prevention, to 
leave off drinking cold Water, inftead whereof, 
I dire&ted him to a Guajac. Decoétion, which was 
eafily purchafed ; as likewifea bitter Infufion with — 
the Yiné. facra between whiles, to invigorate 
and fortify the Concoétions, and mend the pituitous 
Condition of his Blood;. and farther, that he 
fhould take all Opportunities of exercifing him- 
felf, or to fupply the fame by rubbing of his

The former, which is ufually owing to fome 
Wrench or Bruife of the tendinous Parts, is fo 
manifeftly a Difeafe thereof, that we need nei- 
_ ther doubt of the Humour flowing from the dif- 
“torted Fibrille of the fame, nor of its Coat or 
Capfula being furnifh’d from the invefting Mem- 
brane thereof expanded in the Place, and in- i 
veloping the diffuted Juice coagulating under- 
neath. 

Upon which Account, where the fame ad- 
mits not of Refolving, it proves ufually very 
troublefome, in Regard of its Affinity with the 
Tendon underneath, and from which it can{carce 
fafely be parted; or admit it fhould fuppurate, 
it will prove troublefome to heal, a be to fill 
again, unlefs its Eniclofure alfo be digefted away 
des its Contents, which is fometimes hazar- 

ous. | 
The Cure of the Ganglion has been. diverfe 
- Ways attempted, as by fome powerful refolu- 
tive or difcutient Application, fuch as we have 
before laid down for the other ency/ted Tumours : 
Over this there will be required a ftridt Com- 
preflion and fuitable Bandage. For this Purpofe, 
it has been cuftomary to bind on a Piece of © 
Lead, beat out exceeding thin, and to roigoten 

; *, ; Ba tne 
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the fame as the Patient can bear it, with fome 
Ribbon or other Ligature, the faid Lead being 
firft {mear’d over with Quick-filver; others will 
have a Piece of Gold ordered in like Manner, 

_and bound down upon the Part.. Zhe Empl. de 
Ranis cum Mercurio is dire&ted by others, as alfo. 
de Cicuta cum Ammoniaco, that with the Empl. 
ex Ammoniaco being what I have ufually tried ; 
alfo the Gum it felf {pread upon Leather, and 
bound. on for fome Time, infenfibly difperfeth, 
and {cattereth thefe Tumours. . | 

Facobus Meekeren * propofes the laying of the 
Hand, where the Difeafe is there feated, prone 
or flat upon a {mooth Table, and fuppofing the 
Ganglion on.the Back thereof, he directs it to be. 
there faft held by an Affiftant, whilft. the Artift 
himfelf, with his Fift ftriking forcibly upon the 
‘Tumour, breaks the Cy/fis, and diffufes the Hu- 
mour, after which he treats it as a fimple Con- 
tufion. | 

But this Experiment I fhall not encourage , 
by Reafon of the Accidents that may enfue upon — 
this ruftical Ufage, efpecially in fome ill habited 
Patients; befides the Cy/tis remaining, the Tu- 
mour may chance to fill again. 

The laft Remedy is Incifion, when it will 
neither difcufs nor fuppurate, carefully dividing 
the Skin, and feparating the adhering Fibres, to 
take out the whole; or if it breaks, digefting 
out that glairy Matter contain’d, together with . 
the Membrane that inwraps it: But. here you — 
muft be fure to avoid all unctuous or grealy 
Applications, inftead of which the Liniment of 
Arceus, with a little Balf: Tereb, asalfo the Pre-

The Bronchocele, by Reafon of its unhappy Si- 
tuation among the large Blood-vefféls, the recur- 
vent Nerwes and Wind-pipe it felf therein con- 
cerned, at leaft its invefting Tunicle, affords a 
very hazardous and uncertain Iffue ; and if it 
admit not of Di/cufion, there is little Encou-

fuprafcapulary Mutcle, extending towards the _7- 
crominum one Way, and within as fmalla Space 
Of the Vertebré Colli ac Thoracis, on the other, 
feeling folid and flefhy, I concluded it a Sarco- 
ha, arifing firft of all very probably by Contu-

Compreffes of Tow and Cloth, and a two beaded 


Roller 
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Roller with fcapulary;| fetting the Patient on a 
Stool with his Back to the Window, and an 
Affittant on each Side of him: I began by paf- 
fing a Couple of Needles ftrung for the. Ufe, 
ke thofeemploy’d for excifing the Breaft, crofs- 
_ ways through the Body of the Zumour, which 
enter’d not but with fome Force, and feem’d to 
pafs as through a Kind of grifly Subftance very 
-. little fenfible; when taking up the four Tails of 
_ the Silk in my left, with my Knife in my right 
Hand, I cut. from the upper Part downwards, 
keeping as clofe to the Bafis all the Way ‘as I 
could, till I had brought away this preternatu- 
ral Body.

Thefe new Efchars were treated like other 
Combuftions, with Pledgits firft arm’d, then dip’d- 
in the warm Ba/filicon, mix’d with a little Lini- 
ment run downalong with it, together with a 
few Drops of the O/.

Of the HypRocEPHALUS, 


Hydrocee  "Fhis,. as the Name implies, is a watery Tu- 
_ phalus t$ mour of the Head, either feated on the Outfideof 
Cary, the Cranium, or within, altho’ this hreoglnaeat 
I think be named Alydrops Cerebri, vel fHydrops 
Membra- 
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Membranarum Cerebri: But it: is the external 
Tumour that we intend in this Place, which 
we define a dropfical or watery Sawelling of the 
hairy Scalp, or between that and: the Pericra- 
nium: ‘Che Caufe of which may be afcribed either 
to aRedundancy of ferous Humour inthe Blood, 
oufing forth its capillary Veffels, or to a Diffu- 
fion.of the fame from fome Contufion or Dif 
tortion thereof, as by Blow, or Fall, as alfo by 
. Compreffion of this Part. in Child-Birth, whence 
the Freedom of Circulation being impeded, the 
' ferous Humour gleets all round, and raifeth this 
pappy Swelling. How far a too great Stricture 
of the Pores in the Skin of this Part,’ may at 
_ fome Times, by inhibiting the Perfpiration, far- 
ther thicken the Scalp, the Part here chiefly af- 
fected, I cannot fay ; but a Want of Heat in 
the fame, as lying betwixt the Bone, its Mem- 
_ brane, and outward Tegument the Skin, will 
* doubtlefs retard the Diffipation thereof.’ .

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Weakne/s of the Blood itfelf, fome Rupture of the 
Lymphatics, or Overlaxity of the Veffels, than 
when occafion’'d by Contufion or outward Compref- 
fion: Laftly, there is more, where the Diftemper

nefs of the Brain, and its Membranes. 
But when by thefe Means fome Part of the 


Water is raifed into Vapour, and difcuffed through _ 


the Pores, the Remains may be dried up by the 
reftringent Fotusand Catapla/m direéted for that 


Tumour; and wherethe Diftemper increafes, or | 


gives not Way to this Method, the Scalp mutt 
be prick’d ‘and fcarified with a Lancet in fundry 


Places, by which, as out of fo many {mall Ri- | 


vulets, the Water may diftill or drip forth; af- 


ter which foment with your Di/cutients as be-. 


fore, or mix’d together with Reffringents, that 
may keep open the’ Pores and dry up the Re- 
mains, which at the Clofe muft be ftill more 
ftiptic and corroborative, to invigorate the Fibres, 
and fhut up the Mouths of the weeping Vel- 
fels, that their farther Effufion may be prohi- 
bited thereby. 

. During this, a ftrié& drying Diet mutt be pre- 
{cribed, fuch as was obferved for the other cold 
and phlegmatic Tumours; gentle Hydragogues 
being given.at proper Intervals, {uch as the Rad. 
Falapii, ov its Rofin, with a few Grains of Ca- 
lomelanos ; if the Infant be very young [and fuch 
ufually are the Subjeéts of this Difeafe] the Syr.

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fice; whilft, for farther Derivation of the Hu- 
mour, Veficatories may be applied to the Neck 
nd behind the Ears, and, continued for fome 
Beg Weeks, or Months, like thofe we call per- 
petual; allo a Foxtanel in Nucha, fo foon as the 
Child is born with this Infirmity, or where the 
famé is fear’d; for fuch by Reafon of their weak 
Heat, and greater Humidity, are moft liable to 
the Difeafe: Thefe, I fay, are both conducive 
to the Cure, as wellasaPrefervative againft Re- 
lapfe; and truly. tho’, an Folipalize on the whole 
Scalp feems too fevere a Remedy for that ten- 
der Age, yet I have found a couple of fmall ones 
_ behind the Ears, kept open as above, both very 
tolerable as well as ferviceable in the like Cafes. 
And here give me Leave to acquaint you, that 
haying applied the common Epfpaftic, of what 
Magnitude you think proper, and thereby raifed 
a Blifter, you may keep the little Mouths of the 
Veflels conftantly weeping and difcharging their 
Humour by flightly {mearing over the common 
Melilot or other Plaifter, {uch as de Minio, Dia- 


palma, or Diachylon fimplex, with this following

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phatic Veffels, here admirably interwoven: So 
can there be confequently no exact Standard fit- 
ted, or prepared to fuit with all. 

The fame Stimulus, which will overhaul and 
vellicate, nay prove in a Manner Septica/, and 
induce a Slough onfome tender Skins, will {carce 
twitch the more robuft Fibrille of others, at 
leaft not fufficiently tomake them fpew out their 
Contents; not to mention, the different Degtec 
of Vifcidity in the Serum ot Lymph it {elf fecern- 
ed, which with more or lefs Difficulty is to be 
difcharged. But waving this, I fhall give you 
one Example or two of the Difeafe, attended 
with fome uncommon Appearances, and proceed 
to the other aqueous or watery Tumours before

making Way for my Fingers, I therewith ftript 
and turned down below the Offa Petro/a oneach 
Side, laying fo much of the Cranium in View, 
that by paffing my Saw circularly through, the 
fame might be raifed up, and the Brain thereby 
expofed to our Obfervation. 

This fingle Joxgitudinal Incifion, ¥ think much 
neater than the crucial, as lefs mangling the out- 
ward Part, and when the View is over, and the 
Skull laid down again, the Scalp drawing ~ 
over fhuts all clofe,’ and which I have fome- 
times fo ordered, where the Hair efpecially is clipt 
only, that the Stitches being thereby obfcur’d, 
the Corps has been after expos’d, without. ob- 
ferving, that the Head had been’ ever look’d in- 
to, or the Brain diffected: But this by the 
Way. 

When I hadwith the Back of my Knife rafed 
off the Pericranium to make Way for the Saw, 
I drew a Thread dip’d in Ink around for its © 
Direétion, then bearing gently therewith, firft 
of all upon the right Bregma, till 1 had made a _ 
fhallow Sulcus, when prefling fomewhat harder, 
the fame flipt in unawares, anda Bloody Serum 
oufed forth in great Quantity, or rather a ferous 
Humour tinged with Blood, upon breaking 
through the fpongy Cranium : Whereupon, ob- 
ferving the foft Nature thereof under its outer 
Shell, or Lamen, I gently went all roundthe Su- |

common Make, great Thicknefs, and Softnefs 
thereof, meafuring about the Of@ Frontis and 
Occipitis more efpecially, above half an Inch, in 
fome Places three Quarters, the outer and inner 
Plate being exceeding thin, whilft the interme- 
diate Subftance was a loofe Compages of bony 
Strig, confufedly paffing from one Side to the 
other, or a Kind of Dsploe, or Cells made up 
of the faid Strig, fill'd, I cannot fay fo properly 
with a Medityllium, as a Cruor or bloody Se- 
rum, Which running out of the Cells upontheir 
Divifion, had colour’d the faid Serum, diffufing 
it felf from fome light Gafhes made in the Cra/@ 
Meninx, by the Point of the Knife flipping in 
fome Places through the fame. 

When we had made our Remarks upon the 
Skull, and going to lift out the Encepbalos, a 
Stander by, belonging to the Family, told me, 
fhe had exprefs Orders to forbid our Proceed- 
ing farther; wherefore, imbibing what I could 
of the Serum with Sponges, 1 contented my 
felf in taking a View of the fame in Situ, and 
fhippingup the Dura Mazer in its whole Length, 
fuck’d up after the fame Manner the Remains of 
the ferous Humour.

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tis like Matter, a kind of Ouag or Bog sand which, 
as Sydenham obferves, carries fo little Analogy.in 
its Form, and appears feemingly fo unlikely to 
manage an Office of Lutelligence, fhould yet be 
qualified for the fame; that here I fay, as in 
fome great Emporium, the BufinefS not only of 
Senfation but Imagination, Memory, Reflection, 
and Katiocination, fhould be principally kept and 
tranfacted : Or that as the Rays of Light from 
the Sun are inftantly tranfmitted to all the fub- 
lunary Parts of the great World; fo hence the 
| Senfitivum Quid, in like Manner, through the 
nervous T'ubes, having here their Origin, fhould 
as fuddenly as thofe Rays darted from that great 
Luminary, be likewife conveyed to all the Con- 
_ fines of the leffer; orthat hence, as {wiftly thofe 
-AImperceptible Meffengers called Animal Spirits, 
fhould at the Nutus Anime, ruth through their 
meandrous Paths like Lightning , and having 
difpatch’d the Mandates of the Will, as fpeedi-

And may we not furmife, defign’d at leaft 
to humble us, if notto acknowledge our Depen- 
dence, when we refle& that the fame Supreme 
Being, who, as the facred Records witnefs,faid to the 
proud Waves, hitherto fhall ye come,and no farther ; 
has laid the like Injunétion upon the moft prying 
Eye, the moft expert and inquifitive Diffector, 
_ whether Phyfician or mere Natura iff, when he 
has look’d over the other Parts, the Fabric he

the Bones, the Divarications of the Veflels,

For would we confefs the Truth, how fhort 
indeed thereof are all our Aypothe/es and Philofo- 
phical Syfiems, even the modern ones laid down 
by the Mathematifts themfelves, concerning fome 
of the inferior Acts of the animate Bodies, Sen- _ 
fation, and mufcular Motion ; Where, imftead of - 


_ the Demonftration thofe Gentlemen pretend to, 


we muft put up with Probability; and Verifimi- 
lia. are to fupply. the Place of the proprié ac rea- 
liter. vera: How can we think otherwife, when 
even the Foundation of fome of them is yet dif- 
putable ; and in the Schools it has been. lately 
made the Matter of a public Thefis, nu dentur 
Spiritus Animales? An Anima ipfa fit materialis, 


vel immaterialis ? Either Side of which Argu- 


ment has its. public Opponents: Nam fi prior, co- 
gitatio, ac Materia [unt res incompatibiles; ft 
pofterior, Subfiantia immaterialis nom poteft agere 
in rem matertalem. | 

Thefe Difficulties have perplex’d the greateft 
of our Naturalifts as well: as Phyficians; tho’ I 
think this laft Age, however degenerate, .hath 
produced among, the latter but one. open Cham- 
pion, how many foever lye under Covert, for 
the Materiality of this Being, who, tho’ ‘bold 
enough and bare-faced, is ftill a Coward.

Thus far indeed we feem to be inconteftably 
arrived, viz. that this Pulp, or pappy Subftance, 
we call the Brain, is the prime or chief Refi- — 
dence of what we call the Sou/ or Mind, from 
whence her Mandates iffue forth; that hence - 
thofe little Threads, the Nerves, have alfo their 
firft Rife or Origin, like fo many Couriers or 
Meflengers, either conveying by fimple Con- 
tact , their Intelligence, or containing fomewhat 
that does fome Way or other [but we know not 
how] convey, or deliver the fame as well to, as 
fromthe common Senfory, isalfoindifputable. But 
how all this, I fay, fhould be tranfacted quick as 
Thought, or indeed how Thought it felffhould 
influence thofe fubtile Bodies called Spirits, or the 
fuppofed nervous drilling Fluid, in the Manner 
explicated, in Order to this Senfe and Motion ; 
or finally wherein this Thought confifts; is {till 
as much a Myftery, as in the Days of Galen and 
Hippocrates, and all that has been faid amount- 
ing to little more than Guefs or mere Flypothe- 
thefis, the. Phantoms of {peculative Men, bewil- 
der’d in their own Imaginations; and hence, 
no Wonder, the Difeafes of the nervous Syftem, 
or thofe we call Cephalic, are fo much above

Of the Hydrocephalus. Seét. Ii. 
and as it were contemplative Life, their Imagi- 
nation is lef§ hurried and diftraéted by Diverfity 
of Ideas, confufedly crouding upon the com- 
mon Senfory, and therefore what they do con- 
ceive, makes firmer Impreffion and abides longer 
by them. 

A Skull fomewhat like the former, but not al- 
together fo thick, I remember to have diffected 
in Company with Dr. Coat/worth, which he 
thought might be well enough denominated an 
Exoftofis totius Cranii, there being a very great 
Diftance between the two Tables, appearing cel- 


_Jular, or porous as a Sponge, and admitting 


the Knifé as the former to divide the fame. 

I once had the View of a Child about two — 
Yeats old, whofe Head meafured twice the Com- 
pafs of another ftanding by, of a greater Age 5 
it was fhowed me as an Object of Charity ; 
upon Pag all round the Scalp, the fame felt 
exceeding puffy, like the Flefh of Veal blown 
up by the Butcher, receding upon Preffure,and _ 
a Flatus breaking through fome Perforations or 
watery Ulcufcula near adjoining. 

By the ufual Stupidity attending thefe mon- 
ftrous Heads, YT conjectured there might bea 
ferous Extravafation, as well under, as above the 
Cranium, which tho’ very large, yet was vaitly 
difproportionable to the Comipafs of the €xternal 
Part, or Sca/p, the Fulnefs lying principally there- 
in, appearing rather Emphyfematous than Ana 
farcous ; and indeed it was my Conjecture, that 
the vile and wicked People, who had the Care 
of it, tho” one of them went for the Parent, had, 
if not entirély raifed this furprifing Swelling, at 
leaft very much enlarged the fame by Blow-pipes 
enter’d at thofé Furamina, tho’ in fome Places 
fcarce to be perceived , yet in othets”very ma- 

nifeit, 
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nifeft, which they faid were Iffues made in the 
Country, to drain away the Watets: I intended 
to have adminiftred all the Help I could, but 
having given them a Difeuft, or by fome Ex- 
Ppreffion I had let fall, their apprehending Tmight 
dete& the Roguery, when I came next Day, 
the Child was removed, as the Neighbours told 
me they had given out, into the Country, andI 
iy after could underftand what became of _

Of the ANASARCA. 


The Anafarca is defin'd an hydropic, or watery Anafarca: 
Tumour, feated between the Skin and the Flejh, or 
in the Interftices thereof, asthe Name implies, 
of a white, fhining, or pellucid Colour, dail of Senfe, 
aud pitting as the former; wore common to the 
Thighs, Legs, and Feet (in the Scrotam- it. being 
called rather Hydrocele, of which prefently| by 
Reafon of their declive Pofition when the Body is 
erect. , | 

The Caufe of this Tumour we afctibe to the canjs 
impoverifh’d State of the Blood, the Deftruc- chereof. 
tion of its Balfam, and Defe& of the native Heat, 
by which the Compages thereof being loofned, ahd 
. Its priftine Tone deftroyed, it runs into a fétous 
_ or watery Humour; and breaking forth the Vel- 
 fels, diffiles it felf round about, till it hasmade 
a Kind of Quagmire of théfé depending Parts. 

How far the Lyimphedntts ave concerned alfo 
herein, T fhall not be pofitive, it being perhaps 
not material, fince thefe ate derived from the Ex- 
tremities of the Veffels aforefaid, and catry off 
the fuperfluous Serwm from the Blood, which by 
Rupture or fomeé other Way, they may very pro- 
_ bably thed at thefe Times. That 
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That ingenious Anatomift Mr. Cowper deriving 
the Origin of thefe Veffels from the faid Ex- 
tremitics,argues thus. mal OD 

© The Rife of the Lympha hence jis ftill more 
¢ clear, if we confider in fome States of the 
€ Blood, when its Crafis is weakned, fome Parts 
¢ pafs this Way, and the Lympha is tinged by it, 
¢ as it happens by injecting Water by the dr- 
© teries after Death, when Part of the. Blood 
€ ftill remains in its Veflels, you will feethe Lym- 
© pheduéts fill’d with a bloody Water. 

The Procatartic, or antecedent Caufesare ufual- 
ly what is called now a Days, good Fellow/bip, or 
Bottleing, Morning Draughts, and that pernicious

an Appetite, fubverting the fame, which being ~ 
fucceeded by the Afternoon’s Tipling, and fits 
ting at it late at Night in little Time deftroys

all, which is denied by fome; however that be, 
relaxing the Tone of the Ventricle, weakens its 


native Heat and Sprung till at length unbend- 


ing the Solids, and diffolving the natural Com- 
page of the Fluids; there is Way made for this 
nundation of the ferous Humours to break forth 
their Enclofures, and run out into the Interftices 
of the Flefh, or dropping into their Cavities, 
to make a Pond in each of the Venters. 
I need not, I think, {tay to enlarge, by fhow- 
ing you how from the fame. Caufe, the Vi/cera 
themfelves become putrid, and the Liver more 
particularly rendred Schirrous: Whence by: De- 
grees a Stop to all the regular Secretions, tillthe 
Deluge coming on, and increafing, at length the 
poor Wretch, who, like Tantalus, thirfts in the 
Midft of Water, can no longer keep his, Head 
above the fame, but the rotten Fabric unable

This Cure indeed fo wholly depending onthe | 
inward Prefcription, that unlefs in Cafe of Ul- 
ceration, as formerly obferv’d, there fometimes 
needs no Help from Surgery ; excepting alfo, as 
falls out fometimes, by prefcribing Ve/icatories to 
the Parts, in Order to drain away the Serofities 
thereby, the Phyfician makes Work for the Sur- 
geon: It being aneafy Matter to get the Skin of 
thefe People off, but very difficult to get it on 
again; and how indeed fhould it be expected 
otherwife, when the Blood is thus weakned 
and depraved ; its native Heat, and glutinous 
Particles, both which fhould affift in repairing — 
the Breach, deftroyed; and you havenothing bnt 
a putrid or ftagnant Humour to furnifh the Ma- 
terials of ‘Digeftion, Incarnation, Agglutination, or 
Cicatrifation, in the Place of a well conftituted

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Some Practitioners draw a Flammula, or Skein 
of Silk, like a Seton, in the depending Part of.

fon of the languid Heat; and the putrid Serum 
continually dripping through, hinders the Di- 
geftion of the Wound or Ulcer: Upon which 
Confiderations, others prefer the Punéture in {e- 
veral Places to let out the Water, and after a 
good ftiptic Fomentation orCatapla/m to ftrength- 
en and prevent Relapfe. 
But if the. Dropfy of this Part is accompa- 
nied with an Aua/area of the reft, or with A/cites, 
wherein the Penis is ufually affected, and a Chry- 
ffaline appears upon its Prepuce, as fell’ out in 
the Hiftory foregoing; *tis then but feldom to 
the Purpofe that we empty the leffer Veflel fet 
under, whilft the Cyftern over-flows above, and - 
runs thereinto. For he, who pretends thereby 
at all Times, to cure this Kind of Dropfy of the 
Cod, is little wifer than one, who fhould at- 
tempt to let out all the Water of a Rivulet 
through a Trench cut for that Purpofe, whilft 
_ the fame is conftantly fupplied by an inexhauf- 
tible age above. 
In thefe Cafes then, the Dropfy of the Belly 
muft be regarded, and the accumulated Waters 
thence alfo emptied by proper Aydragogues, or 
Diuretics, as thall feem fuitable to the Phyfi- 
cian’s Judgment, and the Tone of the Blood con- 
firmed, the Fibres alfo fo ftrengthned, that a far- 
ther or future Supply may be cut off. 
I faid either by Cathartics, or Diuretics ; there some Drop- 
being fome beft emptied by the former, whilft/ ay 
Ai | si . others, “4 & 
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others by 


Diuretics. 
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Cathartics, others, who cannot fuffer fo great a Shock, are 


to be attempted by the latter. e4 
For Inftance; where the Bowels by the putrid 
Serum long ftagnating round the fame, at Length 


_ are corrupted, orthe Liver Schirrous'; or where 


the Patient is of advanced Years, or by long and 
chronical Sicknefs reduced, his Heat and Appe- 
tite deftroyed, and his Spirits not fo much eclipf- 
ed, as abfolutely exhaufted, the more you purge, 
elpecially with the ftrong Cathartics ufually ad- 


-miniftred by Quacks at thefe Times; the more 


you willageravate the Cafe, the more you will 
loofen the Compages of the Blood, and haften 
the fick Man’s Deftruétion. In thefe Cafes, Diz- 
rvetics, with fome corroborative Stomachics inter- 
vening, are, what principally you mutt rely on: 
A Form of which I fhall give you prefently ; 
thefe, I fay, we muft have Recourfe to in fuch 


Cafes, as exciting the leaft Difturbance in their

But where the Tone of the Vifcera is more 
firm, and not yet injured by the ftagnant Waters, 
but fome broken Lymphatic has furnith’d an In- 
undation, or the Blood it felf is prone to run out

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littleAdvantage gained hereby, theSerum continu- 
ing dripping from aboveas faft as we could difcufs, 
when I came to examine the outer Teguments, 


I found them much lefs thickned by the Auafar- 


Ca or watery Humour ufually accompanying 
the fame, and giving Rife to thofe doughy Im- 
preffions, but rather tenfe, renitent and {hining, 
as in the true 4/cites; wherefore inftead of {ca- 
rifying, having provided a Yrochet for the Pur- 
pote, I thruft the fame into a depending’ Part, 
on one Side of the Seam, and drawing forth the 
Piercer, difcharged a large Quantity of Serums 
ull the Cannuula being choak’d by the Folds of 
the Dartos, no more would iffue forth. Upon 
which extracting the fame, I perforated the other 
Side, and after Fomenting, dreffing up with a 
Digeftive to the Pundture, and the Catapla/m, as 
before, leaving out fome of the Difcutients, and 
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adding Reftringents in their Place, preparing the _ 


Decoétion likewife with the Smith’s Water, and 
red Winein the Room of the common Water, in 
a Day or two, the Scrotum feem’d to corru- 
gate, or purfe up, tho’ ftill fome of the fame 
Liquor was obferved by the Fingers to flu€tuate 
therein; yet was I not without fome Hopes of 
gaining my Ends, and diflipating the Remains, 
obferving him fo much mendedin his Habit, his 
Belly almoft reduced, his Breath much eafier, 
his Urine better colour’d, and made in larger 
Quantity, his Appetite alfo much greater than

emerge; altho’ the Malady now before us, feems 
rather owing to the Breach of fome Lymphatic, 
or to a ferous Humour effufed by the Arteries 
of the invefting Membrane of the Teftis , 
which gradually increafing, diftends the Vagi- 


nalis, or outward proper Cap/ula, to fuch Mag- — 


nitude at fome Times, that fome ‘Pints of Li- 
quor have been thence difcharged. viata 
The Aydrops Teftis is diftinguithed from the 


fame in the Scrotum, in that it lies commonly on one - 


Side, unlefs it happen, that both Teftes are af- 
fected, a Cafe uncommon: There is alfo more 
Pain from the Tention of the tender Part of the 
Teftis in the firft, than from the Stretch of the 
Dartos,and outer Skin of the Scrotum in the laft.

Laftly, you will. know it from the other Her- 
nié, by the Clearnefs of the Proceffus, or Pro- 
duction of the Peritoneum, from the IJnguen 


_ down by the Cremafter Mulcles, which, in the 


genuine or true Hernie, are always enlarged by 
the prolapfed Body; more elpecially to be per: 
: ceiv’d, 
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ceiv’d, if the Fingers are laid clofe down upon , 
this Part, /and the Patient, in the mean Time; 
either forces a Cough, or is put upon Sneef- 
ing. 

| We come now to the Cure of ‘this particu- 
lar Dropfy, from whence the Prognoffic may be 
inferred, which is firft of all to be attempted 
with Difcutients, fuch as~were direéted for the 
Flydrops Scroti. But indeed the ‘Tunic, which 
invelopes the Water, being very compaét, and 
the Medicines’ having alfo the other Teguments 
to pervade, “tis but feldom, -unlefs in Infants, 
and young Children, that the Difeafe gives Way 
thereto; and if it does not, there is no Remedy, 
but by the Puncture, or, Paracentefis, which 1S, 
by penetrating the’ common’ and proper Coats, 
and with a Cannula, letting out the Serum, af 
ter drying up the Refidue, as we’ dire@ted but 
now for the Dropfy in the Cod. 

But here lies the Misfortune, that notwith- 
ftanding we have emptied the Bag of its Liquor, 
yct being unable to come at, and foder the leak- 
ing Veffel, as it happens to the’ 4/itical Pa- 
tient, the fame is liable to fill again, and require 
the Operation to be repeated. Upon which Ac- 
count, thofe, who are not content with this 
palliative Cure, may have the Tumour open’d by 
a Cauftic on one Side, ftrong enough to go 
through, and make Way for the Difcharge ; and 
after the E/char is caft off, if the Sinuofity will 
not unite, the fame is to be dilated, digefting 
away the Cyfis,, whilft the Wound is treated 
with the greateft Judgment, as fhall be difcourf- 
ed hereafter. Thefe Cafes indeed requiring the 
utmoft of our Skill, being apt to degenerate in-

A young Infant, prefently after it was born, 
was obferved by the Nurfe to have one of its 
Te/ticles much larger than its Fellow: Upon which 
they fent for me to take a View of the fame ; 
I perceived the Body of the right Te/fis as large 
as a Pigeon’s Egg, the Scrotum difcoloured, with 
a light Sugillation in the Manner of an Echimo- 


fis, whence I conjectured its Rife might happen 


by fome Preffure, or other Hurt in the Birth, 
there feeming through the Scrotum {ome Fluid 
extravafated within the vaginal Tunic. 

In Order to difperfe the fame, I dire&ted a

thickning fome more of the fame with the Fa- 
Vinay ora applying it as a: Pultis. | 
In the mean Time, I purged it, as-the tender 
Age could bear, with a few Grains of the Pulv. 
Rhei cum Syr. Rofar. but the Tumour ftill en- 
creafing, after fome Months, when they had con- 
fulted others, fome of whom had candidal the 
Opening, others diffuading therefrom; they » 
fent for me again, who, after mature Delibera- 
tion, thruft up a Spear-pointed Lancet into the 
Faginalis, and difcharged about Ziv. of a red- 
dith Sefum, like the Water of wath’d Fleth;. 
after this, the Tumour inftantly fubfided, and 
the Ze/fis, which had therein fluctuated before, 

appeared now of its natural Bulk and Figure. 
The Punéture being drefs’d up with my Di- 
geftive, I ordered a reftringent Catapla/m of the

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Fol. Rofar. Flor. Balauft. Cort. Granat. boil’d in 
Claret and the Steel-water, adding a little Bit 

of Alum, and fprinkling fome Pu/v.-Boli Arm. 
thereupon, fupporting the fame by a fine Dim- 

‘mety Belt, and a Bag as ufually, with its Straps 

faftned to the fame? 

Which Method being fome Days continued, 
the outward Tunics, with the Parts more in- 
wardly, recovering their Tone, and no more of 
the Liquor effufed, the Child got clear of the 
Accident, and never, that I could hear, re- 
ilapfed. 

A Perfon of a middle Age, and otherwife of Hist. xxx. 
a feemingly well conftituted Habit, by a Bruife, 
as he fuppofed, from his Saddle in riding, tho’ 
it-was Whe Months after, complained of a Sort 
of gravative or heavy Pain, with a Fulnefs on 
one Side of the Scrotum: For Relief in which, 
he made his Application to feveral Practitioners, 
who had diverfely treated him; fome taking it 
for a Hernia humoralis, had ordered Purgatives 
and Vomits; others for Wind and Water, had 
applied Di/cutients of fundry Sorts: Others latt- 
ly, for an iuteftinal Rupture incapable of Re- 
duction. 

Thus, after two Years, defpairing of Help 
from the Proguoftics and Experiments of igno- 
rant People, and contenting himfelf by fupporting 
the Weight of it, with a Contrivance, none of 
the moft artful, inftead of the Bag; the Part 
li ftill fuller and more cumberfome, a Per- 
on, who had been my Patient upon. another 
Occafion, came along with him to me. 

I perceived an oblong Tumour hanging down 
on one Side of the Scrotum, like the Te/fis of a . 
Bull, but'much larger, ftretched out from’ the 
Bottom, and growing narrower at the Proce/-

{wsy Which yet was high, and full up to the Jz- 
gwen on that Side, as if the Z/eoz flipping down 


had given Rife thereto, and which had proba- 
bly deceived thofe who had fo miftaken it. 
Upon a ftriét Enquiry, and preffing the Tu- 
mour all round, altho’ the outward Tusicles were 
rendred tenfe and renitent by the Diftention, yet 
was it manifeft, fome Fluid, or extravafate Li- 


quor was fhut up therein; which, tho’ I could . 


hot promife upon emptying, fhould not fillagain, 
yet I made no Scruple to acquaint him, that he 
might be freed from his Burthen without pil 
Danger, and with but little Pain: When: cal- 
ling for ‘a large Candle, and fhatting out. the 
Light, I tried by placing it behind, to obferve, 
if there were any Reflection through, having 


before by a Contrivance of Tin planifh’d fo in- 


clofed it, that no Rays could fcatter; but I can- 


~ not fay, that I had much Affiftance from the 
_ Experiment ; whether by Reafon of the-great 


Bulk of the Tumour, or the Opacity of the 


Liquor it felf, by itslefs Tranfparency not fuited 


for reflecting the Light, as at other Times. 

Notwithitanding this, being affured in my 
jelf, that the Contents were liquid, I offeredto 
empty the fame inftantly; but he took a little 
longer Time.to confider of it, and returning the 
next Day, without any Preparation of his Body 
which in thefe Cafes I think needlefs ; I thruft 
up a Lancet at the Bottom, as lefs_ painful than 


the Piercer in the Zrochart, till finding a Liquor — | 


iffuing out by the Sides thereof, I with-drew , 
and pafled in a Cannula, with a two Inch Pipe, 
extracting thereby jtj7%. of a brownith Serum, 
like fmall Beer, at the Clofe, iffuing out more 
thick and dregey, however through the Pipe, 
which I gradually retracted, and prefling all 


segtabaesks 
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about, till the vaginal Tunic, or Sacculus ‘con~ 


taining it, was quite emptied; then taking the Pipe 
out, and dreffing up the Punéture with my Di- 


geftive, I wrapt up the flaccid Bag with a 


double Flanel, exprets’d from hot Claret. 
Many prefer the Trochart to the Lancet, as 


carrying along with it the Canmula at the fame 
Time, that it makes the Perforation; befides, 
they object the Difficulty of pafling in the Pipe, 


after drawing forth the Lancet, by Reafon of 


the Tunics falling over each other, and denying 


fo ready Admittance: But if the Scrotum is 
preffed forward from above, and kept in the 
fame Pofture, in;which the Wound was made, 
efpecially if by a full-pointed Lancet, this Diff- 
culty will be removed; but in this however, 
let every one ufe his Liberty. 


The next Day, I ordéred a Fotus prepared of 


a {trong Decoétion of the Cort. Querc. in Order 
to ftrengthen the relaxed Fibres, and purfeup the 
Tunics, {fo lately under their preternatural Dila- 


tation; and if poffible, to prevent more ofthefame’ - 


Liquor from Extravafation. I likewife purged 
him once a Week, with a Spoonful of Tinétura 
facra over Night, and half a Drachm of Pulv. 
¥alapii in the Morning, with. Hopes of keep- 
ing under the ferous J//uvies, or to divert’ its 
Courfe another Way. ! 

But whoever rightly confiders the Source of 
this Difeafe, from fome broken Lympheduéi, or 
by Reafon of the obftruéted Progrefs of the Blood, 
not readily pafling the meandrous Windings of 
the Veffels, without letting go fome ferous Par- 
ticles, together with the Number and great 
Compaéttnefs of the containing Coats, particu- 
larly the outward proper one called Tunica vagi- 


— palis, will fee little Reafon to hope for much 
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Advantage either from Chirurgery or Phyfic. 
And thus indeed it fared with our Patient ; for 
altho’ he feem’d perfectly free and eafy the firft 
Week or two, yet in lefs thanthree Months, he 
returned to me with near half the Quantity of 
Liquor I had before let out: Which, now upon 
the Shock, did palpably gurgitate. I then ad- ° 
vifed him to let it alone, only fupporting it with 
his Bag-Trufs, till it again arrived at its former 
Magnitude, when I would confider what could 
be done farther for his Cure. a 

At three Quarters of a Year’s End, from the 
firft opening, he came with an additional Com- 
psaint of great Pain and Weaknefs of his Loins, 
in Company with a Gentleman, \a Foreigner , 
who, by his Difcourfe, I perceiv’d, had been 
converfant in Praétice, and was lately come out 
of one of the Hofpitals in France. He {poke 
Latin fluently, as well as French; and giving a 
handfome Account of the Subje, I propotled 
laying on of a {trong Canttic, and after the Wa- 
ter was emptied, to endeavour Digeftion and 
Agglutination of the fame; or elfe, flitting up the 
Scrotum, to tie up the /u/penfory. Cremafter, with 
the /permatic Veffels, and making Ligature there- 
on, excife below, and take them off together 
with the Zefis: But I would enterprife neither 
without a Confultation ; for as I could not war- 
rant a Security from a fiftulous Ulcer by the 
firft, fo neither was the Cafration abfolutely 
fafe, confidering the great Fulnef$ of the Jy- 
guen, together with the Lumbago, which I had 
obferv’d prognofticating ill, as well in this, -as 
in the Hernia carnofa. 

After which Conference, the Patient appre- 
hending Danger either Way, and the Succefs 
uncertain, declared, he would be once more “apt, 

| an 
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and wait the Iffue of a Yearlonger: According- 
ly his Friend preferring the Trochett, the fame 
was forced in; when perceiving more Pain than 
formerly, he drew back with a Sort of Spring, 
jutt as the Piercer was forcing through the Va- 
ginalis, and refufed re-entring the fame, choof- 
ing rather to fubmit to the Lancet, which, he 
faid was no more than letting Blood; and 
~ thrufting in that Inftrument as formerly, paffin 
inftantly after my Cannula , + we. ditcharged 
fuch another Quantity of a fomewhat clearer 
Serum, only tinétured by the Blood flowing 
down with it from the Wound ; When dret- 
fing up again, he went back with his Friend , 
from my Houfe, and fince that I have heard 
nothing from him, tho’ I could not fee, but 
that in Time he might ftand in as much Need 
‘of a third Pun@ture, as he had of a firft and {e- 
cond. 

‘A Gentleman of my Acquaintance, when he 
had for fome Years paft, obferved his left Ze/fis 
gradually enlargings without any previous Acci- 
dent, that he knew-of, contributing thereto ; at 
Length communicated his Cafe to me, who, 
when I had maturely confidered the fame, de-. 
clared itan Hydrops Teftis ; or that the Contents of 
the Swelling were a watery Humour lodged be- 
tween its proper Tunics, viz. the inner nervous, 
called Albugenea, and the outward membranous, 
named EJitroides, or Vaginalis. 

The Tumour was large, and, as I conjectured, 
could not contain lefs than a Quart, if not five 
half Pints, of the extravafate Liquor, which, 
having no proper Support by the Tru/s, its 
‘Weight and Tentionnow became very trouble- 
fome: Upon which Account, I advifed him to 
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had given him to undergo the fame, he applied 
himfelf one Evening to that noted Artift; Mr, 
Edward Green, who, handling the Part, and try- 
ing it by the Candle, concluded it to be what I 


had reprefented; when immediately, without more 


adoe, entring the Zrochart at the Bottom, and 
extracting the Piercer, he drew forth by the Gan- 
nuld, near three Pints, by Computation, of a {e- 
rous Humour, of the Colour of fmall Beer; and 
having emptied the Bag, taking out the Pipé al- 
fo, he laid ona Pledgit of a Digeftive on the 
Puncture, with a Diapalma Plaifter, under a . 
{mall Bag-Zru/fs, and fo difmifs’d him. 

But whether by the Shock-of the Coach he 
had taken to go Home, his Fear before Hand of 
the Operation, the Heat ofthe Seafon, when it 
was enterprifed, or the emptying fo large a 
Quantity of the Fluid, it fo happened, that he ° 
grew faint and languid for fome Time, com- 
plaining of Weaknels in his Loins, a Sort of 
Liftlefinefs, as we fay in common, and acolical 
Griping in his Bowels: For awhich I direéted a 
light Infufion of the Rad. Rbei cum Sem.. Co- 
riand. ac Sale Tart. adding to the Colature, 37. 


‘of the Syr. Rof- Solut. but this, however gentles 


would not fuit his Temperament, fo that in: its 
Place, I fubftituted the Pil. Stomach. cum Gum: 
cum quarta Spec. Diambr. of which taking three 
or four each Night, or every other, as he found 
Occafion, the {harp Humours were emptied per 
emikeaotv, and his Pains wore off; but ftill a 
Languidnefs attending, and having, as I had 
Reaton to believe, a great Share of Aypochon- 
dviacifm adrnix’d, I prefcribed a corroborative E- 
lectuary, ex Conf. dnth. flaved. Aurant. Abfinth. 
rom. Nuc. Mofc. Condit. Pulv. Rad. Avi €F Spec. 
Diambr. much. after the Manner you will find 
01 ne ae inferted 
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inferted for Ocdema, to be taken the Quantity of 
a Nutmeg twice a Day, drinking four or five 
Spoonfuls of a Chalybeat Bitter atter each Mor- 
fel, and upon them both, half a Pint of Ger- 
man Spaw-Water , the reft of the Flafk he fi- 
nifhed before Noon, referving one. half. Pint 
for his Dinner, that he drank with a little 
Wine, which quickly recover’dthe Tone of his 
Blood, giving new Life to the whole xervous 
Syflem. Yet after this, towards the End of Sum- 
mer, he loft Ground again, feeming to grow 
hectical, with-a Cough, and profufe Sweats, for 
which I now directed an Electuary, with the 


Conferv. Rofar. and tefaceous Powders, to be . 


taken with the 4/’s Milk; alfo four or five 
Grains of the Pil. e Styrace, inone fingle; or two 
{mall ones, with a Spoonful of Balfamic Syrup, 
going to Bed, which not only mitigated the 
Symptoms, but by lying out of Town, before 
the cold Weather came on, removed alfo thefe 
Complaints. 


It may be here,queftioned by fome, whether 


thefe Symptoms were Confequents of letting out 
this Liquor from the Zefiis? Which, I think, 
are by no Means rationally to be inferred. 


His Surgeon was of Opinion, that he might, — 


by Way of preventing the Difeafe returning, 
be purged between Whiles, with the Gutta Gam- 
ba; but having, asI told you, experimented 
Rhubarb, the moft mild of the Tribe of Pur- 
gatives; and found the fame would not agree, 
the Diforder of his Bowels ftill increafing, I was 


fearful of trufting their feeble Tone withfo rug- — 


ge a Medicine; nor could he give him any great 
xpectation, that it would not fill again, what- 
ever Remedy he made Ule of.

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_Diaphoretics, by fill farther raritying or attenuat- 
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It was my Advice, to farther the fame Inten- 
tion, that fome reftringent Catapla/m and Fotus, 
fhould be ufed immediately upon letting out the 
Water, like what you will find direéted, to pro- 
mote the corrugating or purfing up the Scrotum 
and Dartos, after difcharging that of the Llydrops 
Scrotalis, called by the Surgeons Hernia aquofa; 
but whether they were then made Ufe of, Iam 
not certain, the Surgeon telling him, it. muft 
take its Courfe, and that after three or four Days 
he might fuffer it to hang down as before. But 
at the End of fo many Months, he obferv’d it 
filling again ; yet giving little or no Difturbance, 


he went on, without taking any Medicine upon

Where no Evacuation can be contrived 
to empty this little Puddle, any more than that 
of the greater Pond above, in the true Afcites 
unlefs the Zrochart, or a Lancet, with the Can- 
nula immediately introduced by the Apertion ;

we trifle and do nothing ; if with the {tronger

its Balfam, now more than ever wanting to ce- 
~ ‘Ment. or foder up the leaking Veflel, and aug-

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F found the whole Tumour made up of the Body 
of the left Ze/fis, the other being free and uncon- 
cern’d, but by the great Tention, thrutt clofe 
to the Scrotum on the Side oppofite, where I 
could plainly feel it lip about. The Proceffus 
at the Top, or the inguinal Region, felt alfo 
clear; fothatI deliver’d my Opinion, segatively, 
firft of all, that it was none. of the genuine or 
true Hermie; then feeling more ftrictly on all 
Sides of the Tumour, I could plainly perceive 
an unequal Hardnefs, like that of a flefhy Sub- 
ftance in fome Parts, whil{t, in others, there was 
a palpable Recedénceupon Preffure, with a Reni- 
tency immediately, as from fome Fluid therein alfo 
contain’d, fo thatthe Tumour might be deemed 
compounded, or complicate of both. 

He had an Apprehenfion, that a Blow fome 
Time before received about the Pubes, rather 
than on the Part affeéted , had given Rife 
thereto; yet whether fo, or from fome peculiar 
Diftemperature in the Part, favouring its Pro- 
duction, was to me uncertain. But be that as it 
might, it feemed very plain, by its prefent»Ap- 
pearance, together with that of his emaciated 
and worn out Habit, that there was no good to 
be done; and therefore [) advifed the Surgeon, 
in Regard :to his own Credit, that he would not 
open the Tumour, but content: himfelf with a

That, which was farther remarkable in this 
Cafe, was, that about the fame Time, or foon 
after the Appearance of this Tumour on the

W hen the Blood-Veffels of the Stone, I mean zernia vas 
particularly the Vene /permatice, called by the rica. 


Antients Preparantes, are in their Afcent from 
the Body of the fame, or its Epididymis, by 
fome Remora or Stop given to the Fluid there- 
in moving, obftructed and diftended by fome 
thicker or grumous Parts thereof thrown out to 
the Sides, the reft tho’ heavily pafling on 5 
thefe Veffels, I fay, becoming knotty, as they 
appear more frequently upon the Legs, give 
Rife to another Diftemper of this Part, which 


is called Hernia varicofay creating a great-deal of — 


Pain and much Trouble to get rid of.

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Some Authors have diftinguifhed the fame as 
external and internal, calling the former by the 
Name of Circofele, the latter Varicofele, which 
they will have more particularly to carry Impo- 
tency along with it. 
~ Asto the Cure, which is for the moft Part 
only palliative, the fame confifts chiefly in: De- 
pletion of the Veffels by Venzefettion, fuppor- 
ting the Weight by a Bag-Truts, with reftrin- 
gent Applications underneath, to prevent the far- 
ther Dilatation of the fame, as is practifed in 
the Varices of other Parts, with an exact Regi- 
men in Diet and the other Non-naturals. 

A Clergyman of my Acquaintance was the 
moft feverely affli€ted with this Malady, of any 
Perfon I ever met with, having the /permatie 
Veffels fo diftended, more efpecially on the right 
Side, from their Afcent by the Corpus Pampine- 
forme, called otherwife Varicofum, up with the 
Cremafter to the Procefus Periton@i, that they 
felt like fo many large Cords, tied full of Knots, 
creating oftentimes fuch gravative Aches or 
Pains Hifi thence to the Loins, as rendred 
him uncapable to ftand upright, confining him 
to his Chamber, which Diftemper had been of © 
long ftanding. 

In Order to his Relicf, he was frequently let 
Blood, and purged with Lenients, as Caffia, vel 
Ele&. Lenit. cum Pulv. Rhei, being allo Ne- 
phritical, in great Extremity he was forced to 
have Recourfe to Auodynes, as the Pil. Maith. 
fo 9%. or gr. xv. alfo the Ol. Lini, vel Amygd. 
d. cuim Syr. de Meconio; upon which Occafions 
he had feveral kind Vifits from Dr. Mead, who, 
in Confultation with me, direéted what was ne 
eeffary to palliate his prefent Complaints. He 
fell atlength into a Drop!y, accompanied with a

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Jaundice, having, to footh his Spirits, toomuch 
indulged himfelt with ftrong Liquors ; fo that 
being now deprived of his ufual Benefit by 
Bleeding, tho’ the fame had been HS ining Coal 
plied by an Hemorrhoidal Flux, he was forced: 
to fubmit to the common Lot. His Cuftom 
was, when the moft incommoded by thele Va-

The laft of the /purious or falfe Hernie, we Hernia 
fhall recount, is that where Wind is pent in by 7/4 
the Coats of the Ze/fis, or by the Proce/s, inflat- 
ing and blowing up the /uguex, by the Latines. 
named Hernia ventofa; by the Greeks, mvsupa- 
TOXnAN. . 

This Tumour is differenced from the reft by 
its great Lightnefs, at fome Times difappearing, 
and again returning; it is oftentimes contained 
. within the outer but proper invefting Coat of the 
Leftis, called Vaginalis, which it fo diftends, as 
to render the Stone it felf inapprehenfible ; at o- 
ther ‘Times it affects only the Parts of the Groin, 
huffing up the fame like a true Hernia at. the 
firft Sight, but is known therefrom, not only 
by the Want of Solidity, or the interpofing 
Gut, or Cauz/, but the Abfence of the common

ner of Diet, and their#hfirm Concoétion, as well 
as Frowardnefs difpofing to thofe flatulent Pro- 
ductions. Bur more of the Caufe and Cure of this 
Dittemper, when we come to the Emphifema, 
with which [intend to conclude my Difcourfe 
of Tumours; having firft, as thortly as I can with 
Advantage to the young Practitioner of this Art, 
taken Notice of the true Herniz, of whichthefe 
Parts, together with thofe of the Groin and 
Navel, are the ufual Places of Receipt; but I 
fhall firft give one Inftance of the Hernia ven- 
tofa. ¥:

Again, when either of thefe come down no 
farther than the Groin, to which a Relaxation 
of the Peritoneum may give Way, it is named 
zimperfett or incompleat by fome 3 by others Her- 
nia inguinalis: But when the interpofing Body 
breaks through and tumbles down into the Scvo- 
tum, itis then a compleat Rupture, or Hernia 
ferotalis. 

The Caufes of this Diftemper are al/ violent 
Motions, or firong Exercife of the Body and [ome 
of its Organs, fuch as Leaping or Fumping, Hol- 
lowing, or long holding the Breath, firong Cough- 
ing, or Vomiting, bearing hard down upon the Rim — 
of the Belly, whether in going to Stool, when 
over-cofiive, or in Child-Birth; forcible and long — 
Crying alfo difpofeth to the fame ; whence, as we 
have already taken Notice, Infants and froward 
Children are moft liable to thefe Infirmities 
Laeeald their Weaknefs and lax or tender Ha- 

its. 

The Prognoftics of thefe Tumours are to be 
gather’d fromthe Nature of the prolapfed Body, 
pecs with that of the Hernia or Rupture 
it felf, whether perfect, or imperfect, the Zime of

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its Continuance, the Age of the Patient, Habit of 


Body, and attending Symptoms. 

And thus it will appear, there, may be more im- 
minent Danger from the Inteftine than the Caul, 
more from a Rupture in the Cod than in the Groin, 
_ more, when of long Duration, than when recently 
contratted,. more in antient People, than Infants ov 
young Children. It being obfervable, that if the 
Diftemper be not retriev’d before Pubefcency, it 


is {carce afterwards to be expected. Farther, ¢here: 


as greater Trouble in weak, infirm Patients, or fuch 
as are liable to Coughs, Loofneffés; alfo dropfical 
People, whofe mufcular. Fibres are. always unbent 
or relaxed, than in others of a move firm, tights 
and vigorous. Habit. Lattly, there is more Danger 
from a Strangulation of the Inteftine by the Stric 
ture upon the fame, than where the Bowels have 
a@ free Liberty [tho’ then the Cafe is irreemedy- 
able] dy the Largenefs of the Breach to perform 
their Office tolerably in their new Habitation: In 
the former State, the Patient can furvive but few 
Days, unlefs timely reliew'd, but is attended during 
the Time, with Vomiting, Hiccups, grievous Pain, 
languid Pulfe and cold Sweats, which are the in- 
dubitable Diagnoftics of a Gangrene or Mortifi- 
cation, and prefently afier conclude the direful 
Scene. :

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‘Ihave met with fo many of thefe concealed 
or miftaken Cafes, efpecially in Women, that I 
_ think it behoves every Artift, whoisfent for to 
_ agglical Cafe, at leaft fo reprefented, where the 
_. Symptoms of Pain and Vomiting, particularly a 
Singultus, ave extreme, to enquire whether{uch 
Accident is not the Original of the Complaint; 
otherwife they will find it but loft Labour to go 
about the taking off thefe Symptoms, whilft the 
Caufe is overlook’d 

It is not long fince, that I was fent for to a 
middle aged Man under the like Circumftances, 
who, one.might have imagin’d, could {carce have 
been fo bafhtul, nor yet fo ignorant of his Cafe 
as tohave keptus all fo, till half an Hour before 
his Death, when he informed the Apothecary, 
he hada Rupture that came down three Days 
before, and which he could not now as former- 
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ly get up again. Upon this, a Surgeon, ftanding 


much fairer in his own, than the Opinion of his 
_- Brethren, took upon him to find Fault, faying, 
that had they fent for him ever fo little fooner 
_ [the common Infinuation of vain Boafters, to 
raife themfelvesa Name, and depretiate their Bet- 
ters| he could have faved the Man’s Life; and 
fo with as much Probability might any other, 
who had been acquainted Time enough with the 
Accident, that is, before a Gangrene had feifed 
upon the Part: And yet I am fatisfied, if this 
Life-faver can fay, he was never foiled in reduc- 
ing an inteftinal Hernia, tho’ call’d in at what 
Time he would defire, he can fay more [if he 
was ever concerned with many of 'them] than 
moft other Gentlemen of the Profeffion, But 
leaving thele Empirics, 1 proceed. 

A young Fellow, upon a Misfortune of this 
find, fending fora Surgeon of his Acquaintance, 
| my 
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my near Neighbour, who coming to him, and 
perceiving the Symptoms threatning, fuch as vio~ 
lent. and continual Vomiting, Hiccups, languid 
Pulfe, and clammy Sweats, adviled his Friends to 
call me in to his Affiftance; .and finding an At- 
tempt had been made without Succefs for the 
Reduction, and indeed little Likelyhood there- 
of, the Inteftine being fo indurated with the 
Foeces, as well as inflated, that it was impoffi- 
ble to be returned at prefent through the Rimula 


it had before flip’d : So that all I could do for 


his Relief, was to bridle, in fome Meafure, the

foever flipt back, yet by a Fluxion prefently a- 
rifing, the tumefied Glans lies ftrangled under- 
neath, and fometimes mortifies; but to go on 
with our Subject. | 

When the prolapfed Body, whether Gut, or 
Caul, thall happen to be return’d by the gentle 
and artful Preffure of the Hand, as they are very 
commonly, fome good corroborative Emplatter,as 
thofe de Bolo, vel ad Herniam, but efpecially, the 
Bolfter-Trufs, well fitted to the bearing down, 
are of abfolute Neceflity; which laft are made 
either of Dimmity for young Infants, or Steel 
for others, with which we fuffer Children to 


play about, and take the common Diverfion of 


their Companions; there being now little more 
requifite than a frequent Infpection of this out- 
ward Preffure, to fee that the fame fits eafy, {nug, 
and clofe, and fufficiently intercepts the Relapfe 
of the Inteftine, to accomplifh the Cure [fo far 
as the fame is attainable] of this} Difeafe. 
» And here Ican do no lefsthaninveigh againft 
thofe fcandalous and knavith Jmpoffors, who fet 
Vol, I. T up 
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| up for the Cure of this Diftemper, under Pretext 
of their Knowledge in fitting the external Com- 
prefs, or their Art of Zru/s-making, very necef- 
fary, it muftbe confeft, as are many other Pieces 
of the mechanic Art; but when the Zru/s-maker © 
-affumes the Poft of a Chirurgic Operator, he 1s 
as much out of his Sphere, as the other In- 
ftrument-maker would be, who fhould pretend 
to perform himfelf the Operation, in which thofe 
Inftruments are ufed. 3 
So very ignorant are moft of thefe Artificers 
{and how indeed fhould we expect it otherwife 2]. _ 
of the Structure of Parts in this particular, not-' 
' withftanding their boafted Skill, fome of them 
moftimpudently affuming the Name of Surgeons, 
that I have feen feveral Venereal Patients, with 
Bubo’s in Inguinibus, wearing their Iron Hoops; 
and very lately one, where the prolapfed Intef- 
tine, which tho’ attempted, never was reduced, 
was fo prefs’d by the Padagainitthe Pudves, that 
_ the Skin on the Outfide was mortified, the In-, 
teiline underneath partaking of the fame Fate, and 
the Patient’s Death at leaft accelerated there- 


And yet thefe are the cofening Knaves, our 
deluded Patients generally apply to now a Days, 
firft of all, for the Cure of thete Infirmities, who 
eught no farther to concern themfelves than in 

_meafuring the Waft, and obfervingthe Dimen- 
fions, that they may adapt the Bolfter. fuitable

I know it has been a prevailing Cuftom a- . 
mong fome, not only in thefe Cafes, but alfoin 
fractur’d or broken Limbs, to order the Extre- 
mitates Animalium, for their conftant Food, at 
leaft to prepare for them the ftrong Jellies there- ° 
of ; fuch I mean, as the Neats Feet, Calves 
Feet, and Trotters; and this they feem to ground 
upon a Perfuafion, that this glutinous Sort of 
Food will fooner furnifh Matter fora Callus, in. 
the one, and help to confolidate the ruptured 
Membranes in the other. 

But when we ftrictly furvey the Nature of 


thefe Aliments, compoted- principally of Mem- 


branes, Tendons, Ligaments, and Cartilages, to- 
gether with that of the Nutrition of the Parts, 
we 
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we fhall find, that by their cold, flimy, or vif’ 
cous Particles, they feem not only more difficultly 
digefted in the firft Paffages, but for the fame 
Reafon, more flowly tranfmitted through the 
- fine Tubes of the Laéteals; and probably when ~ 
fanguified, lefs affimulable to the Pores of the 
Parts, than Flefh of the fame Animals, rightly 
prepared, would be. | ele 

As to what relates to fome of the other Won- 
naturals; \et the Sleep be moderate, and Refi ra- 
ther indulged than abridged, all ‘extreme Mo- 
tion or Exercife being highly prejudicial, efpecial- 
ly “Fumping or Dancing, Hallowing, and long Reten- 
tion of the Infpiration, violent Coughing and 
 Sneefing ; whilft the Body, fo far as poffible, is / 
kept in fuch Medium, with Regard to the Ex- 
creta €f. Retenta, that the Sick may not be over 
loofe on the one Side, which by relaxing the 
Parts of the lower Belly, increafeth the Diforder,, 
nor over bound on the other, by which ftreining 
to exonerate, the Preffure being made immediate-. 
Won the grieved Part, the Peritoneum, there 
may be Hazard of a Relapfe; for which Rea- 
fon, thefe“infirm People fhould always bear hard 
with their Hands againit the Groin affected , 
when under Neceflity of ftreining upon the

Of Kin to thefe Ruptures, is that of the Na- Hernia 
vel, named in Latin, Hernia Umbilicalis, in Greek, U™buice. 
2¥ouganos. ‘This Part being liable to the fame sf 
Misfortune with the Groin ae the. like Caufes,. 
and having much like Signs of Diftinction, whe- 
ther /purious from Wind or Water, or zrue, as 
by the Gut or Caal, flipt through ; and as in 
that .a right dea of the Parts, in Regard of 
their Structure or Formation, was abfolutely re- 
quifite, fo here no ‘ef$ This being made up of, 


the Umbilical Veffels of the Fetus, pafling ob- 
nay through the Peritoneum, in the Center 
of the Linea alba, almoft after the fame Man- 
ner as the Cremafler with the fpermatic Veffels, 
through the Rings of the Proce/fus, which uni- 
ting in the Skin, compofe that nodofe Part, we 


call the Navel. The Cure fomewhat alfo alike, - 


by a warm Hand, after the Ufe of a difcutient 


and emollient Fomentation, to endeavour the Re-- 


duction ofthe Bowel difplaced, which if ftrang- 
led by the Perforation in the Peritoneum, or not 
giving Way to a Return by the Paffage it had 
got through, as diftended perhaps by Fiazus, or 
tumefied by the Inflammation and Fluxion fal- 
ling upon the fame, the Remedy, as before,, is, 
by dividing the Skin and Mufcles of the 4bdo- 
men, efpecially their Aponeurofes, or nervous Ex- 
panfiony when carefully ‘raifing up the Perito- 
néum, tor Fear of hurting the Guts, you. are 
to dilate that Part that makes the Coarétation , 
fo far that you have Liberty to return the pro- 
Japfed Bowel back into its Place :.

But truly ’tis very feldom,. as we have already. | 


taken Notice, that thefe Operations are put. in 
Practice 3. for if there. be.Strangulation . either 
inguinal or umbilical, the Symptoms. are often fo. 
very acute, that ’tis a fatal Cafe fometimes , 
through the Delay and Ignorance of ;a;Rupture 
Merchant bruifing the Parts, before we are con- 
fulted ; or, if there be Room for the fame, and 
we come Time cnough, but can’tfucceed by the 


lefer 
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leer Apparatus, yet the Patient oppofing the 
greater, prefers Death it felf thereunto, and de- 
prives himfelf of the Chance ftill left for his 
Efcape. | 

Where there is no Strangulation, but on the 
contrary, the Breach fo large, that the Bowels 
tumbling down into the Cod, or falling through 
to the Navel, there [tho’ very incommodioufly ] 
performing their Office, the Patient refts him- 
{elf content in fupporting’ the fame, and keep- 
ing them from Swagging, by the Bag-Trufs for 
athe Scrotum, or the Brace and Bag for the Na- 
vel. 

And thus we fhall take our Leave of the true 
or genuine Hernia, with this Caution only, by <Canzm, 
Way of farther Advice to the young Artift, that 
as Tumours. of the Scrotum and Teftis are not to 
be open’d without mature Deliberation and Con- 
fultation firft held upon the fame, much lefs 
thofe of the Abdomen, without a juft Prognoftic, 
- left the Conterits being miftaken, the Patient 
happens to lofe his Life, and the Surgeon what 
-fhould be as dear to him, his Reputation... We 
read it was the Want of this, in’an Operation , 
of the like Kind, where the Bowels followed 
the Knife, was the Occafion of one of the great- 
eft Artifts of his Age, being forced to fly his

Having now difpatched themore grofs and bu- of an Em- 
mouraly together-with thofe Tumaurs arifing from phyfema, 
the Interpofition. of fome, of the Bowels preter- 7 le ciuigy 
naturally difplaced; we come in the laft Place, “7 
according to Promife, to treat of the Farulent,

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or thofe from Wind pent up, and diftending its 
Inclofure. 

This Zumour_is by the Grecians named, zugi- 
cect, being defin’d, a white and puffy Swelling, 


orenitent or firait returning after Preffure; at [ome 


Times a gentle murmuring or crackling Noife of the 
Membranes inclofing the fame, may be perceiv’d 
upon handling. v3 15m : 
The largeft of thefe Tumours, is that we call 
‘Tympanites, a Swelling of the Belly, fo named 


from its Sound like a Drum, when beat upon. | 


The Stomach likewife and Inteftines are the 
Seats of this Difeafe, Witnefs thofe painful In- 
flations and cruel Colics of thefe Parts; but thefe 
peculiarly fall more under the Direction of Phy- 
fie than Chirurgery. 

The Tumours principally intended here, are 
thofe at fome Times obfervable on the Outfide 


-of the Body, whether Breaf, Belly, Foints, the 
.fore-head and Eye-lids, the Preputium Penis, and - 
‘other Parts. | 


Upon the Foiurs I have had’ feveral of thee 


-Tumours recommended to me, which have been 
‘by fome of the younger Practitioners, miftaken, 
and deerned framous, becaufe not difcolour’d, like 


thole of the inflammatory Kind: Wherefore I 


‘have thoughtit neceflary, to lay down thefe'Notes 


of Dilcrimination, 4. e: that the white Swellings 
of the Joint, ufually call’d the Foint-Evil, tho’ 
of the fame Colour, are more equal, compact , 
locking up, as it were, the J#ternudes, and con- 
tracting the ‘Tendons, hinder the free Motion

From the Gout, however arifing poflibly from

As to the Caufes of this windy Tumour, there Caufes of 
dre feveral that do concur to ‘its Produétion ; Emphy- 
the famous Dr. Gly/fon in his Tra&t de Ventricu- ma. 
lo &F Inteftinis, reckons them up as follows.

Meatium, Influxus Humorum, Fermentatio, Con- 
grefjus hoftilis, Pf Incarceratio Halituum, : 

But albeit thefe feverally may concur as Caufes 
to the Production of a windy Swelling, yet do 
the more immediate or efficient .feem to arife 
from two of them, I mean, Fermentatio ac hof- 
tilis Congreffus, which laft occafions the firft. 

Nor is it any thing ftrange, that froma Fer-— 
‘ment raifed in the Blood, by an Admixture of 
fome heterogene Matter, this hoftile: Conflict 
fhould arife, fince we fee the fame Thing daily 
acted before our Eyes, by pouring two Liquors 
of differing Textures into the fame Vial, viz. 
the Spirit of Niter upon the Spirit of Wine, 
whence fuch an Halitus immediately arifeth, as 
occafions not only very confiderable Heat, but — 
endangers the breaking of the Glafs, if great Care 
be not taken in pouring»on the faid Spirit, as it 
were by Drops. here 

And what 1s more common than to fee an in- . 
finite Number of flatulent Bubbles rife with a 

hifling 
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hiffing Noife, by putting an /kaline Salt, fuch 
are the fixed ones of Plants, into an cid as the 
Juice of Lemon? : ; 

Again, if we take a View of what occurs of ~ 
this Kind in the Macroco/m,. or greater World, 
we fhall meet witha Refemblance, tho’ of alower 
Degree, in that which paffes in the Microco/m, 
or leffer one, the human Fabric. Thus the kind- 
ly Steams, that by the Heat of that central Fire, 
the Sun, are rarified on the Surface of the Wa- 
ter, and fly up to the Elementary Regions, are 
by the Cold of the tmofphere condenfed, fal- 
ling back again in as kindly Showers of Rain: 
Whilft thofe arifing from fome mineral Exhala- 
tions, or foreign Ferments, either in the Bowels ° 
of the Earth, or in the Air, no fooner meet, but 
conflict, tothe great Danger of all that is’ with- 
in the Sphere of their Activity; breaking through 
all Obftacles, with the moft violent Zmpetus, and 
carrying all before them. fic 

If it be afked, how this Halitus happens to be 


thus imprifon’d, or fhut upin the Parts of our 


Bodies?) We may anfwer, trom the weak and in- 


' firm Heat thereof, unable to concoét at fome 
‘Times, or rightly to digeft the fame, together 


with the morbid Nature of the Ha/itus, or Va- 
pour it felf, which will not admit of Tranfpira- 
tion. For I think the including Twuxics are not 
to be numbrec¢ among the Cautes, any more than 


the Bladder is of the Wind that’s blown into and 


diftendsit; fince thefe Parts in their natural State 
are permeable to the kindly Steams that conftant- 
ly tranfude, and natural to a living Body, being 
the fame with what we call the Materia per/pi- 
rabilis,; but when it happens, as juft now -re- 
mark’d, by the debile Heat, and weak Concoc- 
tion of the Place, that more of thefe alitus 

| are 
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are engendred than can pervade the Membranes, 
by their own crude Nature and the Coldnefs 
of the Parts, they either condenfe intoan aqueous, 
or if by Reafon of their malign or inimical Dif- 
pofition they are not fuited to the Pores, they 
aflume a flatulent State, where ftill accumulat- 
ing, they force their Bounds, tearing, afunder 


the Fibres of the Membranes, and diftending the 


fame, huff up the Parts they poffefs into a Tu- 
mour, which if the fame bedone leifurely, as in 


the congefled, is attended with lefs, if fuddenly, 


as in the Colic, with the greater Pain. 
- Of near Relation to this morbid, Halitus, are 
thofe, which, tho’ unable to blow up the Parts, 


[and this they doalfo in fome Spa/fims, or Cramps, 
as well as Convulfions] yet by their acrid and © 


pungent Nature, are of Force fufficient to haul 
and tear alunder the neryous Fabrille, as they 
pals through’: Inftances of which we have in 
thofe cutting lancinating Pains, with the gnawing 
tenfive ones, upon the Joints. and membranous 
Parts of fome difeafed Patients. 

Nor fhould it feem admirable, that, together 
with the Inflation before obferved, there is of- 


tentimes admixt a Phlegmatic or, watery Hu- —

when the Membranes are thus diftended by the 
Flatulency, their Pores being ftreightned, and 
the Steams naturally arifing, which were wont

As to the Cure in general, there is much the The Cure. - 
fame Method requir’d, .as was laid down for the 
Phlegmatic and watery, bothin Regard of Diet, 
and the other Nownaturals, as well-as local Ap~ 
plication. The former mutt be drying and at- 
tenuating, the latter, the moft powerfully re/olu- 
tive and difcutient ; and thus all Things crude, 
indigeftible and flatulent, whether Meats or Drinks, 
muft be avoided; all Sorts of Pulfe and the grea- 
ter Part of Herbage and horary Fruits, alfo all 
hard, four, bottled and fermentible Liquors. A 
warm dry Air, moderate Sleep and Exercife, will 
be found requifite: This by Way of internal Ke- — 
£tmen. 

As for Topics, they may be applied either in

fufpec&t a Gout, yet I gave him my Opinion, that 
the Tumour arofe froma flatulent Humour, join’d 
with a pituitous, pent in, or detain’d by the 
Membranes, and raifing feveral unequal Bear- 
ings round the Joint; one particularly on cach 
Side the Rotula, and one larger than the reft, on 
the vaffus externus, palpable, like a Membrane 
huffed up with ‘Wind, and renitent asa Bladder 
blown, into which I offer’d to clap the Point 
of a Lancet, and let out the Wind detain’d, it 
being fituate out of Harm’s Way, neither fo 
deep as fome of them are obferved: But he 
~ would not permit, without a Confultation firft 
had with Mr. Bernard, who meeting me the next 
Day, gave his Judgment, that it was a pure 
Emphyfema, avifing from Cold, as we had it 
from himfelf, lying fuddled all Night upon Deck, 
_ andnot fuffering his Servants to bring himdown 
into his Cabin, from which Time. he fenfibly 
complained of great Weaknefs. in that Knee; the 
_ Swelling alfo quickly after appearing, and upon 
Motion occafioning a jarring, cracking Noife:

‘warm his Stomach, and invigorate the unbraced

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Fibres thereof, that no more of the faid pitui- 
tous Saburra might be therein accumulated or © 
heaped up: For which Reafon, he took alfo as 
much of the Zinét. facra every third Night, ‘as 
emptied his Bowels two or three’T'imes the Day 
following ; and fo foon as he was in a Condition 
for the Journey, got on Horfeback, and by 
my Perfuafion rode to the Bath; where, having 
his Body prepar’d for the fame by two’ or three 
Dofes of the Pil. de Hiera cum Agarico, heboth 

_bathed and drank the Waters from the Pump, 

and returned, after fix Weeks; very ftrong and 
free from his Lamenefs, as before this Misfor- 
tune. 

Several-of the like Tumours TI have feén dif- 
perfed by the Calx lota, applied ‘like a Pulzis : 
Alfo Cloaths prefs’d out-of a ftrong Solution 
thereof, and repeated Night and Morning for 
fome Time, being rolled on with a Flannel Rol- 
ler, have fometimes the like good Effect.

Thefe Differences of Wounds, I find, are ufual- Difference 
ly borrow’d from the Weapon that infliéts them ; of “ods. 
thus if made by one that has a fharp Edge, asia 
Knife; it is called an incifed Wound, if trom an 
obtufe, or one that has no Edge at all, as a Bar of

. Indeed where the Wound penetrates, or arif- 
eth from fome Caufe within, thefe Signs are to 
be taken, as well from the Pofture the Perfonwas 
ify who gave the Wound, as that of bim who re- 
ceiv'd it, the Parts oppofite, or near adjoining, the 
Excreta from the Wound it felf, or- its outward 
Orifice, and the Nature of the Patient's Com- 

 plaint :. Anatomy mutt furnifh the one, and an 
Acquaintance with the ufual Symptoms, the.o- 
ther. For as the Heart, Lungs, Liver, Stomach, 
Spleen, Inteftines, Kidneys, Bladder, Womb €9c. have 
almoft always the famenatural Situation, fo like- 
wife their conftant and proper Symptoms upon 
Hurts receiv’d;' Of which we {hall take more 
particular Notice, when we.come to handle the 
Wounds of the feveral Parts. — > 

_ Ps: "The 
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The Proguoftic Signs of Wounds in general, 


may be gather’d from the Nature and Office of 


the Parts wounded; and thus, as to their Nature, 
where there are more of the nervous Fibrille go 
towards the Struéture, and fewer of the carnous, 


there will be always the greateft Danger, by reafon 


of the exquifite Senfation; fuch are the Wounds of 
the Meninges Cerebriy the nervous Part of the 


Diaphragm, and all other the nervous, membra- 


nous, and tendinous Parts. 
From their Nature and Office both; thus the 
Wounds of the Afpera Arteria, and Ocfophagus, 


the Ventricle, Inteftines, Bladder, and the like, are 


full of Danger. | 
From their Office principally; as the Brain, 
the Fleart, the Lungs, whofe Wounds are common- 


dy deemed mortal. 


From the Difcharge of the Contents chiefly, 
and.

The third Intention in the Cure of Wounds,

tion, or Matter gathering, there may be Way 
made for the’ Ditcharge of the fame. 

The continued Suture, called otherwife the 
Skinner’s or Glover’s Stitch, becaufe practifed by 
thofe Trades is ufed chiefly in Wounds of the 
Guts, but I think neither this nor the guid Su- 
ture are now fo much in Ufe as formerly, the 
other more generally taking Place. 

There is another Sort of this Sutura continua- 
ta, ufed in the Wounds of the lower Belly, 
where both the oblique and tranfverfe Mufcles, as 
alfo the Peritoneum happento be divided, which 
we haye formerly obferved by the Name yaseo- 
expic or the Suture of the Belly, and which we 
intend to fhew, when we touch upon thofe 
W ounds. | : 

A third Suture is the ¢wi/fed, fo call’d, becaufe 
the Thread, after the Needle is paffed both Sides 
of the Wound, and there left, is turned feveral 
Times round the fame, to keep the Divifion 
clofe, and fo continued for fome Days, till the 
Agglutination is accomplifhed, which is chiefly 
ufed in the Wounds of the Wind-pipe; and very . 
common in the Operation for the Hair-Lipy 
where the other Suture would not be itrong e- 
nough, but ready to cut through before the Sym- 
phifis is compleated. 

Laftly, there remains a fourth Kind, called the 
Sutura ficca, or the dry Stitch, a very pretty In-

Ovi above defcribed, or fome o-+ 
ther refringent glutinous Powder, as Bole Dra- 
gon’'s Blood, fine Flower, Gum. Tragacanth. Ma/- 
wich. and fuch like, beat up with the White of 
an Egg, leaving the Indentures free for the rea- 
dier Paflage of the Needle. © 

When you have laid thefe Bits of Cloath:on 
each Side of the Wound, and fo near the Brims 
of the fame, that when the Selvege of each 
Digitation is taken hold of by the Needle and 
‘Thread, and thereby drawn together, they may 
alfo draw along with them the Divifion and con- 
join thefame: They mutt ‘now, I fay, lye ftill 
for fome Hours, or till they are dry, and ad- 
here firmly to the Skin theylye upon, when the 
‘Needle as aforefaid is pafled-through each in- 
dented Selvege, and the Sides oppofite. to each 
other brought clofe, in like Manner, as if the

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of, as in the other Kind of Suture, is practifed : 
And this I think fufficient to have been de- 
liver'd of the Suture, whether wet or dry, which, 
it muft be own’d, is better learn’d by feeing the 
fame once put in Practice, than by ten Times 
perufing even'the beft Inftructions ; however, . 
for your better Information, I fhall farther add 
thele following Remarks relating thereunto. 

Firfi, that in fuperficial Wounds, it is fuf- 
ficient, that you pierce only the Skin it felf, with 
the Point of your Needle, but in thofe more pro- 
found, or of greater Depth, where the flefhy 
Parts are alfo divided, efpecially the tranfverfe, 
and in deep Wounds on the Joints, you are, to- 
gether with the Skin, to take Hold of the mu/- 
culous Flefh alfo, and at fuch Diftance, perhaps _ 
two or three Straws Breadth from the Edge of 
the Wound, as will fecure your Stitches trom 
cutting through, till the Union is fecur’d. 

Secondly, you muft take Care not to wound — 
any neryous Part, with the Point of your Needle, ~ 
which would excite frefh Pain, and endanger 
Convulfion alfo. | | 

Thirdly, you are not to practife the Suture upon 
Wounds accompanied with great Coutufion, In- 
flammation, or where there is Hemorrhage, till 
the fame is fecured. 

Fourthly, you are to ftitch no Wounds that 
are venomous, or proceeding from poi/onous Bites, 
or envenout'd Inftruments, or where there may 
be Sufpicion of any latent Malignity. Lafly, 
if the Wound has any Angles, you are always 
to. take your farft Stitch in thofe Places. ’ 

As a.farther Help to the uniting of thefe re- 
cent, Wounds, we made Mention of a fuitable 


. Bandage or Deligation, which is truly of that 


Service, that where the Wound is longitudi- 
nal, 
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nal, as for Example Lengthways of the Arm or 
Leg, the Lips are brought together, and fo kept 
by the alone Affiftance hereof: Nor is the Sa- 
- ture fo abfolutely neceffary at thefe Times ; but 
then you are to make Ufe of a double-headed 
Roller, and placing the Middle thereof on the 
Side oppofite to the Wound, you bring one 
End over one Way, and the other contrary ways, 


continuing thus as many Circumvolutions, as the

Since I have made Mention of the Roller, that 
-neceflary Part of the pparatus, in drefling of

of Management, received from the Antients di- 
verfe Appellations; thus one was named conglu- 
tinative, like that with the two Heads farft men- 
tion’d, where the Wound was Length-ways of 
Nr ne 3 A 
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the Limb; a fecond, retestive, which feemed on- 
ly directed for fecuring the Dreffings underneath; 
a third, expulfive, beginning from below, and fo 
going upwards, fo itreight as the Patient could 
fuffer it; a fourth, Apofiematis inbibentia, which 
feem’d to fupply the Place of a Defenfative, a- 
bove the Wound, fuppofedly to intercept the 
Humours falling down upon the Part, and pre- 
vent Apofiemation: A fifth, Apoftematis facientia, — 
which was fo ftreight, as by exciting Pain and 
Fluxion on the Part, the Humour might be tere 
by, as it were invited, and an 4b/ce/s promoted, 
which was flack in coming forward. 

Thefe, I fay, with others of the like Kind, 
more {pecious than truly advantageous, I preter- 
mit; becaufé the fingle or double-headed Roller 
differently managed, as the Prudence of the Ar- 
tift, rightly confidering all Circumftances, fhall 
direct, will fufficiently anfwer all the proper or 
néceflary Intentions; and in the treating of par- 
ticular Wounds, we may likely have Occafion 
to give fome more particular Directions about 
the fame; at prefent only farther remarking, that 
they are to be cut out of Cloath, neither new, 
nor quite worn out, free from darning, and ef- 
pecially hard Seams, as alfo from thé over-of- 
ficious Diligence of the good Women, the O- 
vercafting ; having their Length and Breadth well 
fuited to the Compafs of the wounded Limb, or 
other Part, together with the Number of their 
intended Circumvolutions upon the fame. Thus - 
from a Finger’s Breadth, and half Yard long’, 
they are requir’d to that of a Hand’s Breadth, 
and half a Dofen Yards in Length, according 
as the Finger, Wrift, Arm, Leg, Thigh, or Trunk 
of the Body, fhall want to be therewith encom- — 
pafs’d ; the cqual and artificial Management of all 
ying ee bea Pei | which 
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which, I muft needs fay, difcovers a” Proficient 
in the practical Part of Surgery from a Preten- 
der to the fame, as much as any Thing elfe. 
When the Flux of Blood is veftrain’d, extra-Agglutina- 
neous Bodies [if inthe Way] remov’d, and the 7% Be 
Wound, fo requiring, thus ‘ftitch’d up, the fourth addy sh 
Intention calls tor fome proper agglutinative, or 
vulnerary Balfam, with which to affift Nature 
in cementing of thefame. And here we have f{uf-

Thusas from their 
Virtues, the one is called Mirabile, another Ce-

agelutinate, a thing not uncommon, whilft the 
Bottom is {till disjoin’d, and full of Matter, and 
from whence Apoftemation, alfo a Neceffity to 
cut out the Stitches, if not to dilate the Wound, 
at the beft proceeding as in contus’d Wounds, 
or finuous Ulcers dilated, or fuch as having Lofs 
of Subitance require sucdexaers, which. is call’d 
healing by the /econd Intention, that is by incarn- 
ing, or generating new Flefh: But this is fome- 
times owing to the too flight Hold you have 
taken with your Needle, leaving the Bottom of 
the Wound disjoin’d, whilft you clofe it only at 
the upper Edge, or for Want of {uitable Com- 
prefs and Deligation. 

If then, whilft you are thus treating of the 
Wound, you find your Stitches to give Way, 
and cutting through before the Union is effec- . 
ted, which is ufually accomplifh’d ina Week’s 

Time, 
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Time, or thereabouts, it may be neceflary to fe- 
cure the dina Lips, either by the dry Suture, 
- before defcribed, or the Crofs Strap of Emplafirum 
adbefivum: Nay, if there be Room for the 
fame, to make frefh Suture in fome other Parts, 
but when it fo happens, that notwithftanding 
your Endeavours, the Putrefaétion increafing to- 
gether with the Pus, you cannot this Way con- 
join the Lips of the Wound, you mutt then let 
go your Stitches, and fill'up the Cavity of the 
parting Lips, with foft Doffils dip’d in the warm 
. Liniment of Avceus, and after Digeftion, pro- 
ceeding to deterge or cleanfe, as in contufed 
Wounds will prefently be obferved. 

The Jaft Intention we laid down for the Cure rhe symp- 
of Wounds in general, was that of obviating the soms of 
attending Symptoms ; fuch principally are Parn, ipa 
and its Concomitants Flexion, or Tumour, In- Be teas 
flammation, Symptomatic Fever, Watching, Syne vided for. 
cope, Convulfion, and fometimes Pal/y. 

In Regard to the firft, I mean the Pain, Phie- 
botumy or letting Blood, efpecially if the W ound 
bled not freely of it felf, may be found expe- 
dient ; by which not oftly the enfuing Flux of 
Humours will be in fome Meafure call’d off, or 
averted, but the Citculation thereby more re- 
fularly carried on, the Fever alfo prevented; af- 
ter which let the Parts all round be embrocated 
with fome /enient repelling Anodyne Oil or Oint- 
tient; fuch as the O/. Rofar. com dAceto, the 
Olenm vel Unguentuim Sambuc. Where the Pain 
and Inflammation are great, Cataplafms are pre- 

{crib’d of the Mica Banis cum Vitellis Ovorum, 
of prepat’d, as we directed in the Beginning of 
the Phlegmon; but thefe however lenient and — 
anodyne, are too relaxing, and in the ftitch’d 
Wounds, I think not fo proper, for capi’

_ particularly of the fair Sex, where every little 


Scar 1s accounted a Blemith to their Beauty, and 
who ufually fet a higher Value thereon than any 
Thing elfe, are fuch as moft commonly require 
the Suture, together with the large tranfverfe 
Ones of the Joints, and other Parts of the Bo- 


_dy. Some Writers tell us, that a Wound which 


is not half an Inch in Length requires no Stitch; 
but if the fame be on any Part of the Face, it 
may notwithftanding admit one. 

€ now come to Wounds complicate with 
Contufion, fuch as ftand in Need of a more dif- _ 
cernible Medium to repair the Breach, I mean 
by the Generation of new Fleth, whence their 
Way of healing is term’d Syfarcofs. OF this 
Kind are not only the Generality of contus’d 
Wounds, but many of thofe which are lacera- 
ted or torn, where the Stitches give way; alfo 
where the Fleth it {elf is cut o by the Inftru- 
ment: And here alfo not only the Hemorrhage 
is to be flay’d, extraneous Bodies, if any lodg’d 
therein, removed, but the Wound inftead of | 

2 being 
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being ftitch’d up, as in the fimple incis’d ones, to 
be digeffed, afterwards deterg’d or cleans’d, then 
incara’d or fill’d up with new Flefh, and laft of 
all cicatrifed or skin’d over. : 

- But where the Contufion is not very great, the 

Wound tranfverfe, and gaping open, a Suture 
_ fometimes is admitted here alfo, to bring the Lips 
nearer to each other, that the Divifion may be 
the fooner made up, the Cure thereby expedi- 
ted, and the Scar, tho’ not poflible to be pre- 
vented, made however the lefs unfightly ; where- 
as on the other hand, if the Brute is very con- 
 fiderable, as in the Wounds made by a Club, an. 
Tron-Bar, a Stone or Brick, where there is a ve~ 
ry Blunt, or no Edge at all, and the Force in- 
fiGting very ftrong ; you muft by no Means make 
a Stitch, for fear of bad Accidents, as Jujlam- 
_ mation, Abfcefs, Gangrene or Mortification: Nor 
indeed would it be to any Purpofe, fince the 
contufed Lips, whilft the Wound is dige/iing, 
growing putrid or rottten, together with the 
Sutures, would throw off in Sloughs. 

Before I proceed farther upon this Subject, I allcontus’d 
cannot well pafs by a modern Pretence to heal-Wounds 2 
ing even of thefe Wounds more expeditioutly ll de 
than heretofore, without waiting for their Dz- 
geftion : An Hypothefis advanced, I can’t fay how 
much to the Author’s Credit, but, I think, ve- 
ry little to a publick Utility; I with I could fay 
it hath not prov’d Pernicious. Having formerly 
made Experiment of this famous Vulnerary, 1 
found it would not anfwer, and was therefore - 
forced to change it for a good old. /uppurateve

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Without envying the Author his great Difco- 
very, I would caution the young Practitioner » 
that he be not drawn into Miftake, by any fuch 
new Luminaries, \eft they prove unto him fo 
many igues fatui, and bewilder his Underftand- 
ing, to the Rifque of many Limbs, as well as 
Lives intrufted with him: But that he keep in 
this Refpect to the good Method of the antient, 
as well as that of the beft Practitioners at this 
Time, in thefe contufed Wounds, to forward all 
he can, their Dige/tion, without which he mutt 
expect no Eafe or Safety either to the Patient, 


nor yet any Advance to a Cure, unto which this 


truly is the firft Step. 7 : 

I think it needlefs to recite many Medicines 
for this End, the old one ex Lerebinth. cum Ovi 
Vitel. mixt up with a little Unguent. Ba/ilicon, 
efpecially in Flefh-Wounds, is {till in Requeft, 
but ought to be made frefh, when Occafion calls 
for the fame.

pel’d, and thiver the Bones, as alfo to fuch Shi- 
vers of the Bones themfelves, the Ligaments and

’ guire the utmoft Diligence, not only in remo- , 


ving foreign Bodies, but fuch Fragments of Bones 
as are entirely feparate, and lie pricking the Parts 
adjoyning, encreafing the Fluxion, and hazard- 
ing Convulfion, Gangrene, and Sphacelation, at, 
the belt Apoftemation, whilit other Parts of the 
fractur’d Bones are. carefully reduced into their 
proper Places, and there fecur’d as in Fraétures 
complicate fhall be hereafter obferved.

A Countryman, at the Clofe of a Winter- 


' Evening, being come within Sight of the Town’s 


End, was call’d upon bya Foot-Soldier upon the 
Caufeway to ftop; at which, looking towards 
the Place, and feeing a Mufket prefented, he 
{pur’d on his tired Jade to get clear; whereup- 
on the Foot-pad jumping into the Road, dif- 
charg’d his Piece, but not finding the poor Man . 
drop, he made over into the Fields for his Ef 
cape: The Countryman was firft drefs’d by a ~ 
Barber, pretending however [as they do moft of 
them upon the Skirts of the Town] to the 
Practife of Surgery: The next Day one of his 
Friends defir’d me to go to fee him at his Inn; 
where upon Examination, I found the Ball had 
enter’d juft above the Spine of the Scapula, and 


‘came out through the upper Part of the C/avi- 


cle, which it had fhiver’d in making Way. — 
The Wound had been plug’d up with Tow, 
dipt in fome green Balfam, and hard fhoved in 
from one Orifice to the other, “which being 
drawn forth, one might eafily fee Light through 
the Cavity : ‘The Orifices look’d-each of a livid 
Compleétion; however not at all terrified there- 
at, when I had fomented the Parts. with a ‘warm 
Stuph or ‘two,*exprefs’d from Wine call’d! for 
on that Account, having made up-a foft Tent.

more in Length, fpread round with the Tere- 
binth.

Arcei, and a- 
bout a fourth Part of its Baliam [with a Fea- 


ther moiften’d therein, dropping firft a little 


_ thereof,into the Wound | and introduced it light- 
ly by the Orifice behind, but by no Means dif- 
tending the fame therewith. After this, endea- 
vouring to fet the fractur’d Clavicle, upon 
finking the Ends of the Bone, fome {mall Splin- 
ters lying in the Way, I took out with my For- 
ceps, and replaced the reft: ‘Then covering the 
Bone with dry Lint, and the fame Digeflive on 
. the outfide, I fitted a gentle Plaifter-Comprefs 
to keep it down, and a double-headed Roller of 
fufficient Length to crofs from each Shoulder, 
and fecure it. 

After the third Dreffing, the Sloughs began

Arcei &§ Balf: Terebinth. till the Inflammation 
going ‘off, and the Wound digeffed, I tried a fe- 
cond Time to deprefs the’ rifing Clavicle by a 
Comprefs, and ftricter Deligation, Yet the 
Wound being fo exceeding tender, by Reafon 
of fome angular Parts of the broken Clavicle 
not fuffering, I was forced to defift, and reft 
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content with the eafier Rolling,. leaving the 
Work to Nature, the backward Wound being 
mundified with the Precip. and Liniment, fill'd 
gradually up with Flefh; nor did I ufe any val- 
nerary Injettion, {o called, and practifed by fome 
in the like Cafes all the Time; only to prevent 
the too hafty clofing up of the Wound, in Cafe 

_ any Fragment of the Scapula fhould be fhut in, ’ 
and an 4b/ce/s occafion’d, I paffed up a fmall 
Cannula, but finding no Difcharge thereby, af- 
ter a Fortnight’s Time, the fame was extracted, 
and the Wound heal’d up prefently after, with- 
gut at leaft any vifible Exfoliation. But the Cla- 
vicle being more in Sight, and much difcolour’d, 
there was a Neceffity 1 perceiv’d of expecting 
either a De/quammation, or the coming away ot 
Part of its whole Subftance, which occafion’d . 
a much longer'Time; for after waiting upwards 
ef fix Weeks, continuing my dry Dreffings and 
Digeftive, I drew forth a large Piece of. the 
fame, feparated in its whole Subftance:, The 
Head of the Humerus inclining to fall inwards, 
I contriv’d a Tin Plate quilted, and fo, placed 
under the Bandage as to keep out the fame, at 
leaft to. prevent it falling more towards the-Fu- 
Sulum, till the new Flefh was harden’d into Ca/- 
lus. This he wore for feveral Weeks after the 
Wound was heal’d up, which proved a ftub- 
born Work, painful, and fubjeét to Fluxion, 
and not fuffering the leaft Preflure till the Bone 
was extracted. It was many Months before he 
recover’d any tolerable Ufe of the Arm, -and is 
itll, as he complains, tied dawn and impeded 
as well in a free Elevation thereof, as alfo in the | 
puting bis Hand behind him, being in advanced 
xears, the Change of the Seafons giving him 
alfo fome Pain and Difturbance round about the 
DROOR Oe ae AK) aan OF: 
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Of fome Affinity hereunto are the Wounds /ounds la- 
‘we call Jacerated, efpecially thofe owing to Falls“ 
from on high, againft a ragged Pavement or | 
Flints, alfo the Wheel of a Coach or Cart, the 
Kick of, or Fall from a Horfe, with.great Vio- 
lence in his Speed. | : 
_ At which Times, having carefully eleans’d 
the Wound from any Dirt, Sand, Gravel, or 
whatever may be got into the fame, with a 
Sponge wrung out of Wine; you are then to 
confider, being firft affured there is no Fracture, 
if there be any Probability of re-uniting the 
torn Parts, or the Hurt having been fome Hours 
 receiv’d, the fame alfo divided in fuch Manner 
from the’ Sound, a$ to.\be now in a perifhing 
Condition, it is by no Means practicable, and 
there be not.a neceffity of Excifion before you 
can proceed: If the firf, you are to lay down | 
the mufculous Fleth or Skin in their proper Pla- 
ces, or where they have been torn from, when 
by feveral Stitches proportionate to the Size of 
the Wound, you endeavour to. retain them there, 
not fo much in-Expectation of a Sympbifis, or 
Agglutination of their Lips, which is {carce at~ 
tainable, as of their Union underneath: For 
- which Reafon you are not to {train your Suture 
 foclofe asin fimple Solutions, or incis’d Wounds, 
healing ftri€ly by the firft Intention, for then 
they would prefently tear through ; but leaving 
fuficient Space for the Difcharge of Matter, 
you are to lay down foft Doffils of Lint, dipt in 
the warm Digeftive of Linimentum Arcei' cum 
- tantillo Balfam. Fereb. vel Olei ejufdem, fi: mina- 
tur Sphacelus, in the Interftices thereof, obfery- 
ing at the Times of Drefling, to make ule of 
fome fpirituous Fomentation, or Flanels ex- 
| prefs’d from hot Wine, which does’ as well, | 
not 
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not forgetting proper Comprefs and Deligation, 
which more than any Thing befides contributes 
to the Union, and. confequently the Curation of 


— thefe Wounds: But if the fecond, you are im- 


mediately to divide fo much of the faid Flefh or 
Skin as you fhall find now mortified, replacing 
the reft if the Whole is not already perith’d, 
and haftening Dige/fion procced in repairing the 
loft Subftance, as we have before, and fhall per- 


haps hereafter have Occafion to obferve. _ 


Andupon this I takeleave to put you in Mind, 
that where great Portions of the Mufeles, to- 
gether with their Blood-Veffels and Tendons, 
are fo feparated as to endanger the Limb, it is 
your Duty to call prefently for fome of the az- 
tient. Mafters ‘or Wardens of your Company to 
your Affiftance ; where after mature Delibera- 
tion, if it be found neceflary, you are forthwith 
to proceed to Amputation. of the Limb, before 
your Patient’s Strength and’Spirits are exhautt- 
ed, which by the Delay only of fome Hours, but 
much more a Night or Day, the Pain and Flux 
of Humours encreafing, bring on Lipothymy or 
Fainting 5 or elfe Rigours with Convulfion fuc- 
ceeding, portending Death, quickly after carry 
off the Patient, who if difmember’d prefently 
might have had a Chance that Way of .com- 
pounding for his Life. » 

Thefe Accidents happen more commonly in 
Sea Engagements, where by Means not only of 
the fingle Buller, but Chain-Shot and: Splinters 
from the Decks, or other Parts of the Ship, 
not only the Mu/cles, Ligaments, and Tendons are 
torn afunder, but the Boses miferably fhatter’d, 
with extraneous Bodieslodged betwixt the Joints, 
and in other Parts, where not being in Condi- 
tion to. come at, or to be extracted, they lie 

prick- 
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pricking the Membranes, and other nervous Parts, 
exciting in little time after, thofe deadly Symp- 
toms, which now render the Operation abundant- 
© ly more hazardous than it would have been in 
the Heat of Blood and A@ion; and for want of 
which, ‘thus timely enterpris’d, it is beyond 

Controverfy, that many a brave Sailor and Sea- 

Commander too have loft their Lives, « whilft o- 

thers in hafte and hurry, through Ignorance, 

and fometimes the want of good Convenience, 
have rafhly been depriv’d of theirs, who under 
better Management might have been preferved : 

And this I have known confefs’d by fome of 

thofe, whofe Poft it was to fupervife the Fleet : 

However, as a Matter not fo directly in the way 
of our prefent Difcourfe, which is more parti- 

cularly intended for. the young Praétitioner here 

at Home, we fhall pretermit all farther Remarks 

i the Practife at Sea, and profecute our Sub- 

eer HOt i 
There is yet another Kind of Jacerated Wounds, 
as we hinted at the beginning of this Seétion, 
which are made by Naz/s, Zenterbooks, or fuch 
like, tearing their Way through either the Skin, 
or therewith alfo fome Portion of the Fleth 5 
which Wounds, tho’ not fo dreadful as thofe | 
laft mention’d, yet if ‘the ervous or tendinous 
Parts happen to be laid bare, or thereby injur’d, 
as by ftretching or tearing of the fame afunder, 
very grievous, and often dangerous Symptoms 
do enfue.. 

In the Cure whereof, when the Skin alone, | 
or outward Teguments have fuffer’d; the fame. 
being return’d to its Place, mutt be ftitcht up, 
as was direéted for the incis’d Wound, in like 
Manner with which, where the Habit of Body 
is good, and the Blood homogenous, or free from 

. fo) . any 
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any morbid Taint, many of them will unite, 
and heal by the fiv/? Intention, {ome proper 4e- 
glutinative being applied thereto, aflifted by as 
{uitable a Bandage.. : 
But when by Reafon of the Pain and Fluxion 
thereby ftir’d up, notwithftanding your Endea- 
vours to avert the fame by gentle anodyne Em- 
brocations, with other repelling or difcutient Zo- 
pics, together with Bleeding, and the internal 
Regimen, the Sutures fly; or throughMatter ga- 
__ thering underneath, you are under Neceflity of 
_ dividing them, and making Way for the Dif- 
charge; ’tis however ftill your Duty to promote 
the Union all you can, by leaving fome of them 
remaining : Or where this cannot. be obtain’d, 
by Comprefs well fuited to the hollow Parts, - 
and Bandage to prefs forth the Matter to the 
Sides, and repair what is then wanting at the 
Edges, by the way of Jucarnation, as in.other 
W ounds requiring Generation of new Flefh. 
Tendons | Again, if it fo falls out, that the Fleth it felf 
Bung bare. is aio torn, the TZendons laid bare, and appear~ 
ing out of the Wound, thefe alfo mutt careful- 
ly be replaced with their Coverings, and as much 
as poflibly defended from the Injuries of the | 
Air, that the Parts to which fuch Zendons ap- 
pertain, if undivided, may not lofe their Mo- 
tion, as they would if their whole Subftance 
_ happens to flough away, to which nothing ren- 
ders them more liable than the negligent expo-

A poor 
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A poor Fellow purfued by Bailifs, and ma- 
king his Efcape over the Rails in a Neighbour’s 
Yard, as he was haftily letting himfelf down on 


_the other fide, was catch’d by a Zenterhook, en- 
tering a little below the Avilla, which by the 


. Weight of his Body appending, tore its Way 


not only through the Skim, but the Fle/h of the 
Biceps Mufcle, the Tendon whereof lay bare in 
the Wound, and the Mediana ruptur’d, whence 
great Hemorrhage enfued. Pafling by at that In- - 
fant, and inquiring into the meaning of the 
Concourfe, I was known to one in the Crowd, 
who civilly accofted me, and earneftly beg’d of 
me to walk into the Houfe to affift a poor Man 
bleeding to Death : Upon which they made Way 
for me to enter, where I found a Stranger cal- 
ling about him for Abundance of Things which 
were not to be had in the Place: The Man ftill » 
bleeding on the Ground. I immediately order’d 


_ that all fuch.as might not be fome how affifting, 


fhould quit the Room: Then taking off his. 
Cloaths, and cutting off the Shirt Sleeve, with 
a wet Clout I cleanfed away the Blood, in order 
to take a View of the Wound; which TI had 
the better Opportunity of doing, the Patient 
falling into a-Swoon, and the Flux leffening 
thereupon, I order’d my Affiftant, who acknow- * 
ledg’d himfelf no profefs’d Surgeon, to keep a 
Comprefs I had for that Purpofe dipt in Oxy- 
crate, clofe down with his Thumb on the bleed- 
ing Veffel, till I had provided fuch Apparatus as 
the Place would admit, whilft the Roller was 
getting ready, and a Bafon of Water and Vine- 
gar beat up with the Whites of Eggs, alfo a 
Plate of Plover 3 with my Forceps I held a 
common Stitching-Needle in the Fire till it was 
fo temper’d, as to admit of bending, efpecially 
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at the Point, which being arm’d with Thread, 
and a little Hook out of my Tweefer-Cafe laid 
by ina Plate, fetting the poor Man in a Chair, 
oppofite to the Light, {upported on each fide, 
I direéted the Perfon who held the Comprefs to 
remove his Thumb; when the Patient return- 
ing to himfelf, the Blood again ran forth at the 
lower Extremity of the torn Veffel, which 
raifing up with my Hook, I paffed the Needle 
underneath, a little below the faid Extremity, 


and made a Ligature thereon, by which the far-" 


ther Effufion was prevented. 

This done, he fell again.into a Deliquium, but 
being fupported, I took another Needle thread- 
ed, and drawn through a Piece of Diapalma 
Plaifter inftead of Wax, which about an Inch 


from the Top of the Wound, I paffed through - 
the Skin and mufculous Flefh on one Side, and 


having placed the diftorted Fibres ‘as well as I 
_ could, whilft I was entering my Needle through 
_ the Side oppofite, a ftrong Convulfion feizing 
- him with great Violence, he threw about his 
_ Limbs, fo that had I not immediately let go my 
Needle and Thread, which I had juft got 
through, and given Way, he had certainly torn 


the fame by that Jerk he gave his Arm: But — 


coming again to his Senfes, I proceeded with 
my Sutures after a little Paufe; and giving him 
the Refrefhment of a Glafs of Wine procur’d 


from a Gentleman’s Houfe near at hand; an- 
_ Inch below the firft, I made a fecond Stitch in. 


. like manner, fecuring the Tie with a double 
Knot, ‘after having brought the Lips: as nigh as 
age! I could with Security to the Suture, and 
_ fo a third, which having difpatch’d, and finding 
very little Blood, I laid down only’feveral: long 


and thick Pledgits of dry Lint upon the hia 
a | with 
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with foft Pads of Tow, wet in the Oxycrate oy 


— Alb. Ovor. then fprinkled with Farina, and 


fecuring all with a moderate Bandage, placing 


‘the Arm.at an oblique Angle, and pinning the 


fame up ina Napkin; yet before I had drefs’d — 
up the Wound, his Cvrediter came in, having 
Notice of the fad Accident; and finding him 
in this miferable Condition, was moved fo to 
Compaffion, that he freely forgave him his Debt; . 
and promis’d him a Releafe before he went out 
of the Houfe, feeming truly under great Con- 
cern, and I believe had been highly provoked to 
do what he had done. | 
When I had order’d him a gentle Pacifick for 
the Evening, I took my Leave with this Hint 
to his Friends, that what [had now perform’d was 
the Part of the Samaritan, having bound up 
his Wounds, and fecut’d his Bleeding, but that 
I expected they would releafe me of any farther 
Attendance, efpecially confidering the Diftance 
he lay from me, by getting him into one of our 
Hofpitals, provided for fuch neceflitous Jnva- 
dids. But next Morning to my Surprize, and . 
which, I think, truly a Cafe not often para: 
Jell’d, the Creditor came to me, and told me he 


could not reft that Night for thinking of the 


poor Man, nor did he believe he fhould ever’ 
have a quiet Day, fhould he happen to do other+ 
wife than well: Upon which Account as I had 


. thus charitably begun, he requefted I would 


B° on, and take him for my Pay-Mafter, at the 
ame ‘Time prefenting me with five Guineas, as 
my Encouragement, or in Part of Payment 5 
and promifing for my greater Conveniency, fo 
foon as the fame was pratticable, he would res. 
move him nearer to me: Upon which I did en+ 
gage to attend him, and do all I could for his 
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Recovery ; and accordingly, foon after going to 
him, I found he had been very reftlefs all the 
Night, with Rigours intervening, and fometimes 
rambling in his ‘Talk. . | 
_ Taking off the Dreffings; I found the whole 
Limb much fwell’d, and beginning to inflame, 
which I embrocated cum Ol. Rofar. &? Unguent. 
Sambuc. whilft fome Liniment was made warm 
with a little Balfam. Tereb. in which, having 
faced them with the Limiment per fe, I dipt my 
Pledgits, and applied them the whole Length 
of the Wound, {fo that fome of the fame might 
fink in between the Interftices of the Sutures : 
Then covering all with one large one of Tow, 
-fpread over with the faid Liniment, I gently 
roll’d up the Arm, as the Day before, ordering 
an emollient Clyfter to empty his Bowels, and 
relieve his Head ; and giving farther Directions 
for his Diet, as we have obferved already for 
Perfons wounded : ‘The Clyfter having done its 
Office, the. Paregoric was repeated ex dq. flor. 
Paralys. %ij. Syr. de Mecon. 31. aq. Pem. ¢. Zij. 
The Day following, which was the fecond 
after that of the Hurt receiv’d, I found a great 
_ Gleet had wetted through all} and taking off the 
Dreffings, perceiv’d the Tumour and Inflamma- 
tion {till encreafing, threatning a Gangrene, the 
Lips turgid, and the Stitches as it were upon 
the Stretch thereby, cutting themfelves out. So 
that finding no Sympbhifis like to be affeéted, I 
Jet fly the middle Stitch, and laid in two or three. 
foft Doffils on the Bottom of the now putrid 
Wound, dipt in the forefaid Mixture, with the 
Addition of about a fixth Part of the O/. Zered. 
and a Pledgit as before, embrocating alfo from 
the Wrift to the Shoulder, then rolling him up 
again. |

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‘On the third, I found my Patient fomewhat 


better fettled in his Head, vifiting now in Coms 
- pany with Mr. Blundel, who was call’d in to 


give us a View; yet was he ftill reftlefs from 
the Pain and /ymptomatick Fever, fuftering like-. 
wife by Spa/ms, or convulfive Twitches of the 
Nerves. in the Limb affected, frequently recur- 
ring, yet neither Zumour nor Jnflammation al- 
together fo great as the Day before: The Lips 
ftill pouted up, but the Dreffings came out with 
fome little Appéarance of Corruption; and the 
Bottom as well as the Sides of the Wound, co- 
ver’d over with Sioughs. Upon which I fprink- 
led a little Precip. rub. having firft well foment- 
ed the Limb with an Elixiviate Fotus, got rea- 
dy for that Purpofe;. then filling up the Wound, - 
which was now gaping, or wide open, by Rea- 
fon of the lowermoit Stitch cutting its Way 
through, with foft Doffils dipt in the Mixture 
ufed the Day before ;. and {nipping fome Vefi- 
{cations which were rifen on the Sides of the 
fame, I laid over an outfide Pledgit, and encom- 
pafs’d the whole Arm with a Therical Cataplafm, — 
applied as hot as he could: fuffer it, embrocating » 
fram the Cubit to the Fingers, with the O/. 
Lumbricorum raade as hot, with gentle Com- 
prefs on each fide, and fuitable Bandage. By 
the Lofs of this lower Stitch, the Zendon of the 
Biceps was expofed, which I immediately cover- 
ed with a foft Pledgit, moiftned with the Zere- 
binthinate Balfam, the Ligature upon the Veffel 
lying faft.

_ a Gangrene, as allo Apoftemation, the leat we 
could have expected under thofe threatning Symp- 
toms which attended the firft Week, I began 
to hope the moft difficult Part of our Work 
was over, tho’ he was fill infefted with the Con- 
vulfions ; one of which in the Night-time feiz- 
ing him in his Sleep, haul’d him with fo great 

Violence, that by the Jerk of his Arm, the Li- 
gature which was near upon Separation, being 
thus haftily torn off, the “lemorrhage was again 
renew’d; {fo that his Nurfe prefently difcovering 
the Accident, I was call’d up in hatte, forced 
to loofen all his Dreffings, and.whilft his Nurfe 
comprefs’d the bleeding Wound with a {mall 
Bolfter as at firft, dipt in Vinegar and Water, 
held clofe down upon the fame with her Thumb, 
I drefs’d up the Wound again, and takin#® all 
poflible Care of the Tendon, clapt on a But- 
ton of Lint dipt in the fine Powder of crude 
Alum {carried with fome others, along with 

_ me] upon the new Breach, and held it clofe my 
 felf for fome Minutes: Which,’ tho’ it created 
Smart for the prefent, reftrain’d the farther Ef 
flux. Over this I laid frefh Comprefs, dipt in 
the faid Oxycrate cum Alb. Ovor. and a moderate 

ftrict Bandage for fecuring all underneath: Di- 
recting him as he lay, with his Thumb of the 
other Hand, to keep a gentle Preflure upon the 
Part whence the Blood had flow’d.

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In the Even of the fame Day I vifited again, 
and order’d him another Clifter on the Account 
of his being Coftive ;° alfo an Emulfion ex Sem. 

Hord. as directed 
for the Ery/ipelas, only leaving out the Gum 4- 
yabic alfo the compound Piony Water, and 
doubling the Quantity of the Poppy-feeds; with 
each Draught whereof he took a Scruple of Sal. 
Prunel. in order to contemperate the Heat of 
his Blood, and fomewhat moderate its Motion : 
Keeping him ftill low in his Diet, allowing on- 
ly Grewels or {mall Broaths for his Food, and 
Small-Beer, which he was a great Stranger to 
before, for his Drink, with three or four Spoon- 
fuls of a Pearl-Julap, to refrefh him after his 
Dreffings, or when languid or faint. This E- 
vening he had farthermore his 4zodyne as at firft: 
I examin’d the outfide Bandage, but could not 
find any Blood had foaked through. ; 
The Day following, finding likewife all Things 
{afe, in Regard of the Hemorrhage, 1 defer’d o- 
~ pening the Wound till the next: When com- 
ing to remove my Dreflings with all imaginable 
Caution, firft wetting them with a little warm 
Wine, then gently raifing them up, I perceiv’d 
a rut induced.upon the Vein; to prevent the 
too hafty digefting of which, I laid ona Pled- 
git of dry Lint, with another dipt in the Bal- 
{am over the bare Zendon, which appear’d a lit- 
tle foft and fpongy, and loft daily of its bright

Then taking out my Doffils from the Wound 
above, I found the large and profound Sloughs 
both on the Edges as well as Bottom, growing 
ftill loofer, and likely to caft off in few Days :

In pafling the Gaffroecuemius, it might proba- 
bly crofs it felf, and at one or other of its Ends 
prick or vellicate’ the Membrane, by. ‘which a 
Flux of Humour was ftirred up, and an b/fcefs 
raifed; after the Difcharge of the Matter where- 
of, if not before the Suppuration, it had again 
changed its Pofition, and work’d it felf higher

There is another Sort of Punéture ftill. fare 
ther. mifchievous, I mean, that. made with the 
Point of a Rapier, or Sword, thruft through the 
Limbs or Trunk of the Body, where, befides 
the forefaid Accidents, mortal Hemorrhages and 
Convulfions carry off the Patient in an’ inftant:

meet with 2 Neceffity of dilating, ‘or opening 
. the 
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the Parts in 4b/ceffes, and finuous or fiftulous Ul- 
cers; where wecannot obtain our Ends by Com- 
preffion and Deligation: 'To look no farther than 
the Management even of a Lancet, what fatal 
Accidents have attended the opening of a Vein 
in the Arm; for which every ignorant. Barber, 
now a Days, thinks himfelf well qualified: Such 
I mean,as Punéures of the Tendon, from whence 
Pain, Convulfion, Apoftemation, at {ome Times, 
Gangrene or Mortification, at the beft contrac- 
ted Members with ftiff and almoft ufelefs Joints. 
As pernicious, if not more fo, is the Confe- 
quence of a prick’d Artery, fuch as great He- 
morrbage, or prodigious Lofs of Blood, with the 
Trouble that attends our beft Endeavours to re-

But farther, -what wretched. Ignorance’ mutt 
he betray, who knowsnot the true Situation and 


- Office of the Parts of human Bodies, when his 


Judgment’ fhall be afked of the Bye-ftanders, con- 
cerning Wounds that penetrate either Breaf or 
Belly? when for Want of this Knowledge,a nd 
that of the fupervening Symptoms, he does at’ 
random pronounce the mortal Wounds recover- 
able; and thofe of the lefs noble Parts, or where 
there is lefs Danger, to be mertal.

- How unttable 1s his Hand, and how perplex’d 
hjs Mind, who is going about with his Knife 
or Sciffars ,) fome manual Operation? And how 
deplorable in the mean Time muft be the Cafe 
of the poor Patient? . 

There are few of you Gentlemen have ‘been 


unacquainted with the calamitous Effects of this 


Ignorance. ! 
I remember to. have heard‘of two Perfons’,

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of the Maftoideus, in the cutting for a wry Neck 
thelike Misfortune befell a third fomelittle time 
after, by the Miftake of an 4neuri/m for one of 
the humoural Tumours, under the Hands of the 
fame villanous Empiric, who was then forced to 
quit his Quarters, tho’ I fear not his wicked 
Practice. | 

How many poor Cripples are daily prefented 
to us, whofe mangled, crooked, ftiff, or con- 
tracted Limbs, are owing to ill Surgery. 

Let me then conjure the young Fraternity of 
this worfhipful Corporation, diligently to apply 
themfelves to this fo noble, fo entertaining, and 
fo ufeful a Study; to take all Opportunities of 
frequenting both private.as well as- public Dif=— 
fettions, by which it muft be owned, they will 
receive a more ufeful and fatistactory Inftruction, 
than by turning over large Volumes publifhed 
upon this Subject, tho’ thefe are by no Means to. 
be neglected at their leifure Hours. 

Confider Gentlemen, the Applaufe that will 
attend, and the Efteem or Credit it will juftly 
gain you, when by this Acquaintance, you are 
able even at firft Sight, to tell your Patient’s 
Friends, the Nature of his Wound, whofe Dan- 
ger lies out of Sight, and whether he 1s, like- 
ly to furvive or fink under the fame. 

No lefs Advantage will hereby redound, that 
in performing fome inevitable Operation, you 
forefee what Confequence muft enfue, of which 
youcan before apprife them: For Inftance, Lofs 
of Motion by dividing fuch a Tendon, Senfation 
from fuch a Nerve , Hemorrhage or Bleeding 
_ from fach an 4rtery, lying inthe Way; by which 

Kind of Prognoffic, [fay, you may fecure your- 
felf from Reflection, and are armed likewife for 
what ihall happen. 
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By thus prefling upon you a thorough Ac- 


quaintance with the Subject of your Work, I 
mean chiefly fuch a Knowledge as gives youa right 


- Idea of the Courfe of the Blood-veffels, whether,4r- 


teries, or Veins, e{pecially their larger Trunks and 
Divarications, before they commence Capillaries 
and efcape the Sight: The Situation and Office 
of each Mu/éle, the Courfe of its Fibres, toge- 
ther with its Origin and Termination. 'The fe- 
veral Pairs of Nerves, with their moft remark- 
able Plexus, whether arifing within or without 
the Cranium, as from the Vertebre Colli, Tho- 
racis,.ac Lumborum, are alfo fit to be known. 


By the firft, you will learn to fecure your {elf 


in manual Operations again{t a Hemorrhage; the 
fecond will -direct your Knifeto avoid as muchas 
poffible, a tranfverfe Incifion of the mufcular 
Fibres, by which the Motion or Action of the 
fame would be impaired, if not deftroyed; and 
the laft will inftruét you inthe Confent of Parts, 
to account for a Paraly/is, or the Lofs of Mo- 
tion and Senfation, to diftinguifh between proto- 
pathic and /ympathic Affects, or the Difeafes a- 
rifing primarily from the Part it felf, or /econ- 


_ darily, by Confent from fome other however dif-

becaufe the Nerves, which convey both /en/fitive 
as well as locomotive Energy or Power, taking 
hence their Origin, are here ipa :

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A farther Knowledge than this, I muft con- 
fefs, Ido not think fo abfolutely neceflary, or 
that your whole Time is to be taken up in ex- 
enterating dead Bodies, in poring through a Mé- 
erofcope to difcover what perhaps is not, or if 
perceptible, yet of little Service to: the ee 
Surgeon. The tracing every minute Fiber, or 
_ capillary evanefcent Veffel, whether /anguineous 
or Lymphatic, the prying into the intime Compa- 
ges of the feveral F/vids, and the Nature of Se- 
cretion: "Thefe, I fay, with other Niccties, you 
may leave to the Phyfician, or rather to the 
profefied Anatomifz, whofe Labours herein are 
exceeding laudable, and from whence the Pro- 
feflion of Phyfic, within this laft Century , has 
been wonderfully. improvy’d. | 
_ Ina Word, the Myotomy or mufcular Diffec- 
tion, the Augiotomy or that of the Veffels, and 
as much of the Newrotomy, as will difcover by 
what Means the feveral Limbs are deprived of 
their Senfeand Motion, without concerning our- 
{elves about thofe affected inthe Auimi Pathema- 
Za, or the feveral Paffions: Thefe, I fay, with 
_ the Struéture, Site, and Office of the Glands, 

their Divifion into Conglobate and Conglomerate, 
as we have obferved them in difcourfing of the. . 
Strume, are neceflary for you to underftand ; 
and {urely if the beft Mafters of thofe liberal Arts, 
Painting and Statuary, have thotght themfelves | 
concerned to take the moft exact Survey, not on- 
ly of the Out-lines, that with more ExaétnefS 
they may copy after Nature, atid rightly difplay 
her Symmetry, or due Proportion, but practife

carn and cicatrife; by the /atter, I mean fuch as 
are accompanied with Contufion, Lacerationof the 
fame, or of the Pericranium, with Fiffure or 


Fratture of the Cranium it felf underneath. They 
: are 
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are both indeed fubjeé& to great Flux of Blood; 
and herein the fimple Wound may be faid to be © 
‘compounded, for as much as that the faid Flux 
not only at fome Times creates Difficulty to re- 
ftrain; but the. Wound it felf, which otherwife 
had probably united, is now by the cramming 
in of Dofils, or perhaps Efcharotics, under Ne- 
ceflity of being treated as one that 1s compound- 
ed, viz. by Digeftion, Deterfion, &c.

Bolus verus, $c. over which 
your Comprefs and Bandage, the Circumvo- 
lutions whereof are to be fo order’d , as to bear 
firft, altho’ gently, on the Outfide of the W ound, 
whereby to exprefs the coagulated Blood, and 
after Dige/tion, of the Matter alfo, that the fame 
otherwife lodging may not excite any frefh 
‘Trouble or Difturbance, which we obferved in 
our laft Secon. | 
- When you have’thus dreffed up the Wound, 
~unlefs much Blood was loft thereby, you are to 
open a Vein, and take away fuch Quantity from 
either Arm, as the Patient’s Age, Strength, Ha- 
bit, and Way of Living, willallow; by which 
you may keep underthe /ymptomatic Fever, and 
aa aa abate, 
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abate, if not prevent the Fluxion; and this you © 
muft obferve to do in all contufed Wounds of © 
the Head, however trivial they may feem, orun- © 
worthy of Regard, keeping your Patient like- 
wife toa fpare Diet; forbidding Wine, firong — 
Drink and Flefh, at leaft fora tew Days, and — 
having digefted the S/oughs, if there were any, — 
being caft off; where you apprehend the Peri-- 
cranium like to be uncover’d, or the Cranium — 
alfo to ly bare, it will be neceflary you provide — 
for the Security of both, by immediately cover- — 
ing them with dry Lint, to defend them from — 
the fharp or xitrous-Particles of the Air; and ~ 
whilft your Dreffings are providing, you may © 
apply a double Flanel, or Stuph, exprefs’d hot — 
and hard out of Wine, either white or red, or ~ 
from a Decoétion of theecephalic Plants, as was — 
obferved for the Wounds where the tendinous — 
Parts were expofed in the laft Section, by which — 
you will not only difcufs the Humours, and for- — 
ward the Dige/tion by affifting the native Heat, © 
but comfort alfo the Parts underneath; ’till be= — 
ing incarn’d, the Membrane is hereby fecur’d — 
from floughing off, and the Skuj] from exfoliating : 
It being certainly a miftaken or a wrong No- 
A bare tion, and wide of Truth, that wherever a Bone © 
wrt i, is bare, and efpecially the Cranium, there is a 
be exfolia- Neceffity of De/quammation, before the Wound — 
ted, Can be brought to a found healing: An Alypo-— 
: _ thefis advanc’d certainly to countenance either a~ 
flovenly or an ignorant Practitioner : Nor can ~ 
I think truly, but that a third, if not one half, — 
of thofe Hurts of the Scalp in common, which 
have thrown off a Scale from the Cranium, have 
been owing either to the Want of due Care, at 
the Times of drefling, expofing the Bone and its © 
Membrane to the Influence of the Air, [that — 
known —

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known Enemy to thefe Parts] or to fome unc- 
tuous Application, that has tainted the fame 5 


and this I have remark’d by Way of Can- 


tion. ‘ 

Having fecured the Bottom of your Wound, 
and got the fame cover’d with good Flefh, you 
are in like Manner to haften Jvcaraation thereof, 
and to induce a Cicatrix thereon, for finifhing 
the Cure; the Liniment aforefaid anfwering: in 
thefe Wounds the Ends as well ‘of a Dige/iive, 
as Sarcotic alfo; however a little O/. Hyperici may 
be added in dry Bodies, and the fine Powders of 
‘Myrrh, Aloes, or Sarcocol. for thofe abounding 
with greater Humidity : In the former you may 
cicatrife with my Cerat. de Lap. Calam. in the 
jatter. nothing better than dry Lint. 

Butif it fhall fo happen, notwithftanding your 
utmoft Diligence and Care, that the Pericranium, 
whilft the Wound is digefting, grows putrid, 
and floughs off, leaving the Crawium naked and 
difcolour’d, fo that a Scale of its outward Lami- 
na feems unavoidable; or that the fame, as fre- 
quently occurs, is likely, tho’ perhaps infen- 
Abit, to moulder away: Forthe greater Difpatch, 
and to prevent the farther f{preading of the Taint, 
you mutt drefs up [being firft digefted] with 
dry Lint, at leatt the Cranium, keeping the 
W ound fo diftended with your Doffils, as that 
the whole of the corrupt Part, which is like to 
caft off, may be kept within your View; for 
which End, if any fungous or fpongy Fleth [ufual 
at fuch Times] chanceth to arife, the fame muft 
be removed or kept under, the dry Lint prov- 
ing infufficient, with fome gentle Catheretic, 


fuch as the Precipit. rub. with which fome mix —

For greater Expedition in haftening off the 
Exfoliatiya, which remember always, the moft 
powerful Deficcatives do promote above others, 
it is cuffomary to exprefs the Pledgits of Lint 
out of attrong Tindure of Myrrh and Aloes made 
in Spirit of Wine: Others ufe a Tinéure of Eu- 
phorbiums, others again fprinkle the fine Pow- 
ders of the Rad.

far of the fimple and contufed Wounds of the

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In lacerated Wounds of this Part, which are 
common from Falls off a Houfe, out of Windows, 
againft the Pent-houfe, or down the Stairs 5

~The Linimentum Arcei, with a little Balfam 
Terebinth. being diffolved in a Spoon or Sawcer, 
with an armed Probe or Feather, may be let in- 
to the Wound round about betwixt the Inter- 
- ftices of your Suture, over which a proportio- 


nate Pledgit, faced with the faid Liniment, and _ 


a common Plaifter to fecure the fame: And here 
it is {carce credible, what Affiftance your Plaz/- 
ter Gompre/s well adapted with fuitable Bandage, 
will lend to this Work. 

But fhould it fo fall out, the Wound having 
' been received long before the Surgeon comes , 
or that the torn Scalp hangs only by fome little 
Portion to the reft, and feems entirely ‘perifhed, 


and incapable of any Manner of Re-union with

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the Whole: Neceffity now requiring, the fame 
mutt be cut off, and the Wound after treated, as 
in contus’d Wounds, where there is great Lofs of . 
Subitance, is ufually requir’d : Which in thefe 
Cafes particularly will be found both tedious and — 
troublefome, as alfo difficultly skin’d over, not — 
to mention the Confequence, an inevitable and 
irretrievable Baldnefs afterwards: Wherefore if 
there be any Profpeéct of uniting, the former is 
moit eligible, and fhould at leafl be attempted : 

_ Since admitting the Stitches break through, you 
may perhaps {till fecure fome Part at leaft of the 
Breach, and have the lefs to incarn: Or fhould 
the Whole mortify, you are but where you was, 
and may now remove the Part or Whole, as you 
fee Occafion. ay 
Wounds of Obferve farther, that in all thefe Wounds you 
vue Head, are not only to drefs your Patient by the Fire- 
ai dh fide, or if in Bed, to have a Pan or Chafin-dith 
be de. Of lighted Coals, in the W inter-Seafon, placed 
fended from Within the Curtains, to correét the cold Intem- 
we Cold. perature of the Air, more particularly where the 
Cranium and its Cover lie expofed to the fame, 
but to haye ready fome warm or fpirituous Fo- 
mentation, as betore we have directed. 
_ Again, you muft remember, as we have alfo 
already adyifed when we treated of Gangrena, 
that you proportion both the Heat and Strength 
of your Remedies to the Senfe of the Part, 
more blunt or acute: The Tinftura Myrrhe, and 
the O#. Zerebinth. being under the former Cir- 
cumftances, added to the Liniment.and Balfam, 
Zered. in the latter omitted or left out. 
Of Mounds complicate with Fraéure of the 
Cranium, we hall take Notice when we come 
to difcourfe of particular Fraétures. |

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A Butcher keeping Leadenball- Market, but Hist. 
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dwelling near Shoreditch-Church, being in his xix 


Cups, and running haftily along in a ftooping 
Pofture, under a Jetty at the Stones-end | which 
in fome Places lies 1 low, that without fuch 
Pofture a Perfon even of mean Stature cannot 
“pafs] believing himfelf got out of Danger, and 
in his full Career raifing himfelf up, the exceed- 
ing fharp Edge of a femicircular Joice, fupport- 
ing the projecting old Edifice, took him on the 
Vertex, and dividing the Calvarium, forced the 
fame back towards the Occiput, leaving the Peri- 
cranium naked for a great Space. 

Being ftun’d by the Accident, together with 
the Concuffion attending, he was taken up as 
dead, ‘and carried into the next Houfe, where I 
_ found him with a Barber they had called in, 
who was juft enter’d before me, but was fo far 
from lending any Affiftance, that, upon Sight 
of the Cranium, as he thought it, he ran away 
in a Fright. I then called for a little Wine, 
but there being none to be had, they brought 
in fome Brandy, which having diluted, I began 
to wath and Ate the Hair about the Wound 
-+from the Blood coagulated near the fame: When 
I perceiv’d a {mall Artery fpurting out per Sal- 
. tus. Over this, laying a Button of Lint, dipt 

in the Calcant. and held clofe by one in the 
Crowd, of more Courage than the reft: Whilft 
the Roller was getting ready with my other 
Dxeffings, I had him placed in a Chair, not yet 
come to himfelf, yer ftaring with his Eyes wide 
openvas in a Maze, or like one bewildred in Ima- 
gination, Ithenfent away for the Barber to fhave 
the Head, but being already terrified, he would 
not come to us: So that I clipt off that which 
fay moft in the Way; and having better ime 
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_ ed.the fame, took a farther View of my Work, 


and perceived the Scalp lacerated, or divided juft 
over the Sutura Coronalis; when with one Hand 
forward upon the Crown of the Head, with my 
other behind, not without fome Force I brought 
back the retracted and wrinkled Scalp to. its 
Place [haying before ftri@ly. enquir’d whether 
there was any Fifure, Frature, or Deprefion] or 
to the found: Edge whence the Hemorrhage pro- 
ceeded, and where the Comprefiion was fill 
continued: When with four Stitches’ at equal 
Diftance, I endeavour’d to conjoin the Lips in 
order to their agelutinating : ‘Then drefling up 
the reft of the Wound with the warm Liniment 


and Balfam. Terebinth. the Perfon who affitted, 


{till keeping his Finger on the Artery, upon re- 
moving which, I applied a freth one dipt in the 
fame Reftritive, with a Bolfter in Oxycrate, and 
the 4b. Ovorum, {prinkled, thick with Farina, 


and a two-headed Roller, with which I made . 


as many alternate Revolutions as were neceflary 
to fecure the Dreflings, which taking off again 
the next Day, whilit thofe’ on the other Parts 
were raifing, I took Care to fecure the Button- 
Comprefs upon the Artery, “vhen embrocatin:

- In Regatd of the Fever and Head-ach,_ not- 
sities: his Lofs of Blood by. the fame, 
finding hisPulfe ftrong, I took away ten Ounces

from his Arm, applied a Veficatory to the Neck, — 


and order’d that Afterzoon an emollient Clhytfter 
to be injeéted; by the Help of which Revul- 
fion, and Derivation of the Humours other ways, 
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the Symptoms remitted, and the Tumour on the 
Scalp) fubfided; the Doffil or Button digefting 
alfo from the Mouth of the Veffel, there ap- 
pear'd no farther Effufion: However, this Part 
having been diftended bythe faid Doffil, and 
fretted by the Salts of the Vztriol, the Pericra- 
nium was foul’d thereby, feeming likely to flough 
off, and leave the Cranium bare: Which, not- 
withftanding all the Care I took, befel the fame 
before I could incarn: The reft of the Wound 
digefting, tho’ a perfect Symphifis was not ef- 


fected [there being too great Contufion, and — 


the Stitches, tho’ not entirely cutting themfelves 
out, only giving Way, yet the Scalp uniting 
‘at the Bottom, and the Bandage fo manag’d as 


to prefs forth any Matter by the Help of Com-. 


prefs] the Profpeé was ftill hopeful. 
I now laid down foft Doffils dipt in the warm 
Liniment, between the ftarting Stitches, in or- 


der to fill up with Flefh, which was after fome — 


' Time accomplifh’d; whilft at the other Ex- 
_ treme, the Cranium being divefted of its Cover, 
Jay naked; {fo that as foon as I had fecur’d the 
Flux, I not only took Care to defend the Wound 
_ from the cold Air in the Time of Dreffing, «but 
inftantly covering the bare Bone with a Pledgit 
of dry Lint, to apply a pipe wrung out of 
hot Claret, drefling up this Part dry, only a 
Pledgit of the Digettive, as over the other Parts 
_ of the .Wound, externally. 
_. When the reft of the Work was compleated, 
at was ftill feveral Weeks before we could get a 
_ found or firm Fleth to arife at the Bottom; . yet 
at laft the Ulcer gradually contracting without 
any Difcharge, or eich was fomewhat re- 
markable] fenfible De/quammation, tho’ it lay 
-bare the Compafs of a Six-pence, healed up of 
3 aR: it 
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it felf. The Cicatrix in this Place, as in all o- 
thers where there has been a’bare Bone, adhering 
clofe, neither capable of flipping about as in o- 
ther Parts of the Scadp is natural. 
In this Wound there being much Matter 
lodged underneath, I was lefs concern’d at the 
- Stitches parting, and making Way for difcharg- 
ing the fame: And truly I was once apprehen- 
five, 1 muft either have cut through the fame, 
or laid on a Bit of Cauffick on the hind Part to 
have given Vent thereunto, which for feveral 
Days after the Accident, fluctuated round about; 
ud upon Dreffing, with my Hand behind up- 
wards to the Vertex, difcharged in large Quan- 
tity between the Sutures: But by well fitting 
my Plaifter-Compre/s to the Cavity, and bearing 
proportionably with my Bandage, fo order’d as 
to comprefs firft from the hind Part, the Sinuo- 
fity was at laft united. _ qa 
Had not the Suture lain in the Way, I would 
have rugin’d the outfide Plate to have forward- 
ed my Incarnation; but by Means of the dry 
Dreffings, fecuring the Bone from the Air, and 
all other Defilement, the Cure in this Manner 
Teven beyond my own Expeétation] was brought 
about. 
Wounds of Between the bairy Scalp and the Face, upon

I fhall not take upon me to decide the Con-

culi Frontalis €§ Occipitalis, which here uniting, 
make a fort of tendinous Fafcia, or Cover for 
this Mufcle. However, be this asit will, 1 can- 
_ not fee more Danger from wounding the Peri- 
cranium here, than in other Parts of the Head, 
where it is frequently cut and rafed, and always 
removed to make Way for the Zrepan, when 
that Operation is required. Lid 
_Inflammations will indeed arife upon any 
Wounds of the nervous and membranous Parts in 
general. I have known very fevere Accidents 
have enfued the Punéture of a Lancet in open- 
ing even the cephalic Vein of the Arm, where 
it was evident no other Part could be hurt, un- 
lefs the common membranous Fa/cia of the Mul- 
cles, to excite them: So that I muft needs think, 
that which more troubles the Artift in thefe 
Wounds, is that Branch of the carotid Artery, 
here called Zemporalis, very liable to be open’d 
in the Wounds of the fame Part: But why this 
fhould appear. fo dreadful, I cannot fee, becaufe 
its Scituation, as being capable of good Com- 
 preffion againft a Bone, and ftriét Bandage there- 
on, renders the Difficulty much lefs than in the 
fame Veflels divided:in other Parts: Befides the 
Operation of 4rterivotomy, more practifed abroad 
than among us [which [| have fuccefsfully ufed 
ina ftubborn Hemicrane, by.opening this Arte- 
ry, afterall other Means tried ineffectually, and 
have known perform’d by others on the like Oc- 
cafion} abates much of the Apprehenfion of this 
great Danger hereby. | 

This Mufcle, whofe Office it is to lift up the 
lower Jaw, has farthermore [according to fome 
its Tendon extended through its Body or flefhy 
Subftance; but whether fo or not, in the Over- 
thwart or crofs Section of its carnous Fibres 
| through- 
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throughout, its faid Function being hindred, and 
the Antagonift Mulcle, the Digafiric or Biventer, 
called otherwile Deprimens, over-acting, a Re- 
folution happening on the one Side, a Convul- |. 
fion may arife on the other, at leaftwife for fome 
Time, till the Fibers re-uniting, the Mufcle, 
altho’ imperfectly, recovers Strength. | 

Yet none of thefe are to hinder the Ufe of 
the Knife, when abfolute Neceffity calls for it, 
as to raife a deprefs’d Craxium underneath, or to 
make Way to come at either Fi/ure or Fraéture. 
thereof. 

I once made, upon fuch an Occafion, a tri- 
angular Incifion upon the Body of this Mufcle, 
in the Prefence of Mr. Serjeant Bernard, and . 
fome others, without other Inconyenience than 
the Arterial Flux, which was.reftrain’d with 
Doffils dipt in the 47. Stiptica, Comprefs and a 
good circular Bandage aflitting. ol gh : 

I have faid this, by no Means to encourage a 
rafh or bold Ufe of the Knife upon thefe Parts, 
which ’tis certain are attended with worfe Smyp- 
toms than thofe of other Parts of the Calva- 
vium;, but to prove, that inurgent Cafes, where 
there is no coming at a Fiffure or Fradéture with- 
out it, the fame is juftifiable, and has often been © 
fuccefsfully enterpris’d : Only in operating, it 
behoves the Artift to avoid, if he can, the /- 
¢ery [which he may be direéted to by its Pulfe] 
and a tran{verfe Incifion of the Fibers: Making 
the fame, fo far as he can, according to their 


Courfe Longitudinal, or with a Curve, as they 


tun from the feveral Parts of their Origin to- 

wards their Termination under the Os Fugale. 
Some propofe this Inciffon to be made in the 

Form of the Figure 7, others like that of the 


‘Letter V, fome in a Semicirculat, and others: 
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- Circular, taking out the Piece, as I have {een 
Mr. Bernard, in the fuperior Part of this Muf- 
cle, to make Way for the Zrepan : But this mutt 
-be left to the Operator, confidering by which 
Method he can beft compafs his Ends, and run 
the leaft Hazard in fo doing. 

. We come now. to Wounds of: the Face pro- wounds of 
~ perly, which have nothing very material in them she Face. 
differing from thofe of the Head, excepting that 
as in thefe.laft there needs lefs Solicitude about 
the ftitching them, but healing oftner by Sy/- 
farcofis, or Generation of new Flefh, fo in the 
firft, if poflible, we are to attempt their Sym- 
phifis, or agglutinating of their Lips; and that 
_ for preventing the Cicatrix or Scar, the {malleft 
_ of which in fome Parts hereof, takes off from 
the Grace or Comelinefs of the whole Vifage, 
and is therefore as much as poflible to be pre-. 
vented, by ftitching up its Wounds, alfo ftrength- 
ning the fame by the crofs adhefive Empla- 
fter, or if the Stitches cut afunder before the 
Re-union of the Lips, the dry Stitch formerly 
defcrib’d is very convenient, there being little 
Help from Bandage in many Parts -hereof. 

It is cuftomary with fome, to draw_out the 
Threads in three or four days Time, trufting 
wholly to the dry Stitch for the reft ; and this they 
do to prevent the Impreffion of the Needle and 
Thread being after difcernible: But I think, 
they are herein too hafty, fince if the Symphifis 
be not compleat, which is not always in fo fhort 
a ‘Time, and that the Wound happens to gape for 
Want of its Hold, the Cicatrix or Seam would 
provea much greater Eye-Sore than thefe Marks: 
That (if the Threads are not left in too long] 
_are foon obliterated; .nor.can there be any h- 
mited or fet Day for their Continuance, he 
-_ tho 
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tho’ fome are well conjoin’d in three or fours 
where there is an bomogene balfamic Blood to fo- 
der them, and the Wound fimply incifed with a. 
fharp Inftrument ; yet may others requirea Week 
or ten Days, as in cacochymic Habits, and Wounds 
‘contufed or torn. | 

There will be no Need of multiplying Forms 
of Applications for this}Purpofe ; that common 
one {fo often already mention’d, I mean the Li- 
niment of Arceus, with a little of the Bal/am of 
Turpentine {erving in the Place of moft, if not 
all others; by the Help of which, without a 
Suture, where the Wound is Lengthways of the 
Fiber, many of thefe Wounds have been well 
united, efpecially when they can be affifted by 
Bandage, if not with a crofs Strap of the adhe- 
five Plaitter. | 


As to particular Parts ofthe Face, the Wounds | 


about the Eye-brows, or fome of thofe of the 
lower Part of the Front, are attended with this 
Misfortune, that if they happen tranfverfe, and 
withal fo deep as to divide the Fibres of the 
Mufculus Elevator Palpebre, there is Danger of 
the upper Lid falling down upon the Eye, as I have 
feen more than once, and rendring the fame ule- 
lefs; a neceflary Hint to the young Artift, that 
in dilating here, he avoid as much as pof_ible this 
tran{verfe Incifion. | | 

Wounds of the Eye are fufficiently provided 
for in our Difcourfe of the Ophthalmia, among 
the firumous Symptoms, befides which I fhall 


here infert a Cafe or two of this Kind for your’

Side. A Clyfter was likewife dire€ted, and be 
ing drefs’d up, he was put into his Bed; with a 
gentle Anodyne ex 2.

_. Thenext Day, notwith{tanding all Precaution, 
the Palpebre were much tumefiedy with a pufs 
fy Inverfion of the lowermoft; fo .that it was 
hot without Difficulty, that I could dilate them 
in fuch Manner, as to take a, View of the Eye 
underneath.

A Wire-drawer in Woodftreet coming late H1st- ; 
Home, had the Misfortune in Cornhill, tomeet 
with two raking Fellows, mifcalling themfelves a 
Gentlemen, who intending a Quarrel, fhoved the 
poor Tradefman into the Kennel, and upon his 
Reply, one of them drew out his Sword, and 
cut him over his Face : Upon which the affaul-

I prefently Hept home, and brought with mea 
Speculum, and an Elevator, fuch as we ufe to 
raife up a deprefs’d Skull, with the laft of which 
forced in between the ftrongeft. of the Teeth, I 
raifed the Jaw, fo as to make Room for the faid 


Inftrument on the Side oppofite, with which an _

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Affiftant jointly raifing, we fet the Tongue at

By this Difturbance fhe began to roufe, . with 
a loud and profound Expiration, flinging about 
her Limbs, as in great Surprife, finding fo ma- 
ny People about her: So that it was not with- 
out fome Difficulty that we kept open her Jaw, 
till the came to-her felf Saxe, When cal-. 
ling for a couple of Skewers, I order’d a Bit of 
fine Rag to be wrap’d round the Top of them, to

tion, and hindring the Effect of the Applicati- 
ons, thofe of the Guia more particularly ; by 
Reafon the Liquids which the:Patient {wallows _ 
for his Suftenance, are apt to run out of the 
Wound, befides a fpumous Humour from the 
Glands, which is perpetually iffuing forth. 
For thefe Reafons I have known it prattis’d

for Life: Tho’ fome of them are no way to be 
retrieved, through the vaft Hemorrhage frequent- 
ly attending the Divifion alfo of the neighbour- — 
ing Blood-veflels: But proceeding. 

"Tis certain that thefe Wounds require the 
ftrictett Regimens and the greateft Repofe: All 
Foods are forbidden that require Maftication; as 
in the foregoing, even {peaking is injurious: As 
to the firft let him be féd with thin Panada, Wa- 
ter and Barly-grewels, Chicken or other {mall 
Broath, Harts-horn Jelly, fometimes a rear 
poach’d or a new laid Egg: His Drink Sack- 
whey, Barly. water, Almond-milk, or fuch like: 
Let the Neck 68 embrocated round about cum 
Oleo Rof: vel lumbricorum, and a Decoétion of 
warm Plants applied with Flanels, as a Fotus 
at the Times of Drefling, or good Wine fup- 
plying the. Place, which is here often neceflary 
twice a Day: Nor muft you fuffer, as we have © 
caution’d in the like Cafes, any unétuous Medi- 
cament to come near thefe Parts: Farther, the 
Head is to be kept fteady, rather inclining to-

I then fent to acquaint my Affiftants, both 
Phyfician and Surgeon, that the Captain was ftill 
alive, and-defir’d to fee them; when about 
Noon, after he had been embrocated, falling in- — 
to a Sleep of near an Hour’s Continuance, he 
wak’d eafier, and wasfomewhat refreth’d: Dref-— 
fing of the, Wound in their Prefence, the Tent 
came out, but without any Appearance of Di- 
geflion, ot any Humour flowing out therefrom ;

We found him well compofed in, his Head, —

+» Being call’d up to him, and examining his 
Pulfe, I immediately took off 327. of Blood 
- more, and order’d his Ayodyne oily Draught to 
be prefently given him, which in an Hour’s 
Time fo compofed him, his Bleeding taking off 
the Lnflammation, that the Day following the 
Dr. coming again to vifit him, found him with 
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little or no Complaint 3 however, having been. | 


two 
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two Days without a Stool, the common emol- 
lient Decoétion with 37. of Mel. Mercurial. and 
as much of the Syr. Viol. was thrown up as a 
Clyfter, and an oily Draught to be taken every 
Night for three or four Days; when advifing 
him to an exa€t Regimen, and a fteady Perfeve- 
rance with his Grewels, Chicken-Broths, and 
Panada’s, abftaining from Wine, Flefo, and Malt- 
Drink, and rifing only to have his Bed made for 
at leaft three or four Days, if not a Week long- 
er for his Security, he alfo took his Leave, as 
I did few Days after; his Wound being clofed 

up, and himfelf in this Manner efcaping the ex- 

ceeding great Danger of his Life. 
Thus having difpatch’d the Wounds of the

Wounds of , The Limbs, which are chiefly compofed of 
she Limbs. the Mufcles, are liable oftentimes to Accidents 
of this Kind, which if happening ‘clear of the 
Foints, and the flefhy Parts only affected, the 
Hurts are much lefs formidable, fince if they 
heal not. by the fir? Intention, Nature is feldom 
wanting in furnifhing Materials for the regene- 
rating new Flefh, that the Breach may-be made 
up by the /econd. 

_ Befides, we have here a very confiderable Ad- 
vantage, I mean that of Comprefs and Bandage, 
by which alone, or with an outfide wrod 
well manag’d, and the Aid of a bai/amic Blood, 
we find often the Thrufts of a Rapier quite 
through the Limb, entirely united in forty eight 
Hours 'Time, and in larger of the fame Parts,

fore obferved; tor promoting which, the He- 
morrhage reftrain’d, the fame Digeffives and Ag- 
Zlutinatives are requir’d, as for the Wounds of 
the other.Parts, I mean the Zerebinth. cum Ovi 
Vitello, Linimentum SArcei cum Ol.

Wound was opened in lefs than two or three

way, unknown to his Surgeon; to a Relation 
_ here in'Town, and inmy Neighbourliood; where 
being {ent for, and flipping off his Cloaths,: af-

Etmuller, of another that had thofe of the 
Wrift healed up after the like manner; and at 
Paris this Praétice has of late Years been revi- | 
ved by a Frenchman, who frequently ufeth the 
* fame, making as light of fowing thele Parts, as 
the Flefh-W ounds, or thofe of the Skin there- 
with. 

But I think we need not go abroad for Ex- 
amples of this Kind, our Countryman Mr. Cow- 
per, having enterprifed the fame upon the Chorda 
Magna, or Tendon of the Gaftroecnemius, above 
the Heel, of which he publifh’d many Years a- 
go a Sketch among the Philofophical Tran{aéti- 
ous: And truly it is fomething’ ftrange: that an 
Operation of fo great Import fhould not be 
more frequently: perform’d among us, efpecially 
where thefe Accidents’ befall young People of 
good Habits of Body: Nor fhould it be thought 
_ ftrange, the Bones themfelves being daily ab- 
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ferved to furnifh Matter for cementing their bro- 
ken Extremities, that Warure fhould be equally 
provident for the Coalition of thele, »when they 
are cut in funder, without the Help of which, 
thofe Bones would be little ufeful. 

_ The fame Gentleman. has difcover’d Blood- 
Vefiels in thefe feemingly exangous Parts, but if 
not apparent to the Eye, it is manifett by their 
Nutrition. and Augmentation, there mutt be Vef- 
{els of fome Kind to fupply that Liquid, whe- 
ther Blood or other Juice’; and that whatever 
Parts are nourifh’d, are capable of re-union, by 
the Appofition of fuch Particles from their bro-

I once made this Experiment upon a young

Being call’d — 
to her Affiftance, and obferving the bleeding Vef- 
fel running gently on the Side of the Wound, I ~ 
direéted a {mall Button of Lint dip’d in Bole to —

Ov. and {prinkled thick 
with Farina; and laftly, you are to roll all fafe 
with a fuitable Bandage, without which, your 
inward Applications not being kept clofe, will 
avail little, and ‘you muft expeét to be alarm’d, 
‘perhaps before you are got out of your Patient’s 
Chamber: Foravoiding which, I ufually order’d 
a Servant at fuch Times, to keep their Hand 
clofe down upon that Part. of the Bandage over 
the Wound, for three or four Hours, fhifting 
as they grew tired; and if the Weather was 
hot, dipping the fame between Whiles in Oxy- 
crate or cold Water. And here I muft advife, 
where the bleeding Veffel is accompanied with 
“the Nerves or Tendons, as commonly in the Joints, 
that you be as {paring as you can of the ftronger 
- Efcharotics, « efpecially the /ublimate Corrofive, 
fince you can {carce apply them without hazard 
, to thofe very fenfible Parts ; and which being 

thereby affected, moft violent Pains are occafi- 
on’d, and fometimes deadly Convulfions: So that 
doubtlefs it were more eligible for the poor Suf- 
- ferer, that his Blood and: Spirits fhould be ex- 
haufted in the gentler Way of Indolence and 
Deliquium, ox the wavazia coveted by all, than 
| : ~ in 
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in ExpeGation of Relief, to be thus tortur’d to, _ 
Death. Wherefore the Ligature, if practicable, . 
is to be prefer’d, if not, the aétual Cautery ap- 
plied with Care, with which the Surgeon fhou d 


be always furnith’d, of feveral Sorts, larger and 
- fmaller, with Button, flat, and pointed Extremi- 


ties, for the better adapting them to the Mouths 
of the Veffels, without hurting any adjoining, 
nervous or tendinous Part. As to the Ufe of 
which, there may be more Judgment rea 
than the younger Artift is aware of : Forif per- 
feétly red, or Fire-hot, as we call it commonly, 
haftily applied and inftantly remov’d;. *tis odds 
but at thefame Time the E/char or Cruftis pull’d 
off with the Iron, and the Patient undergoes the 
Pain to no Purpofe, the Veffel now again bleed- 
ing as forcibly-as ever. When the fame then is _ 


‘of a moderately. glowing Heat, being ftruck.a- 
'gainft. the Grate; or Side of the Chafing-difh, 
“where the burning Charcoal is kindled for that 
‘Purpofe, and.rub’d againft the Floor; let it be 
-ftrait clap’d up to the Mouth of the Artery, car- 


tying it however Sideways.to the fame, that the 


Blood flowing out againft.or upon it; may not 


‘damp the Heat: At the fame ‘Time let the End 


-of the Cautery be:turned two. or three ‘Times 
.tounid about, againft the bleeding Part, with Ex- 

-pedition; ftill obferving upon each Touch, whe- 
ther the Work is done compleat, whence you 
" -may renew or withdraw wholly your Inftrument, 


conveying the fartie, as it was brought you, hand- 


‘fomely out of your Patient’s Sight, and drefs up 
with Lenients as is requir’d in other Ambuftions. 


But where the Artery, altho’ its impetus be 


taken off, continues bleeding after this, you may 
segive the E/char a'Touch more, or the Heat de- 


eaying and proving infufficient, haying a fecond 
ron 
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Iron always ready in the Fire in another Room, 
or behihd your Patient, in the Chimney of the 
fame ; therewith finifh what remains, obferving 
the fame Directions as before in the Application, 
in Regard to which you may take with you thefe 
farther Cautions, as of Ufe to be obferved. — 

1. That your Patient, efpecially if a Woman 
‘or Child, and more particularly a Woman with 
Child, be never fuffer’d to fee your Irons, or if 
poffible, to know any thing of them: For which 
find it is neceffary that the Face be cover’d at 
fuch Times, and the Part held fteady by a Ser- 
vant, or fome proper Affiftant, among’ which 
fome of your own Fraternity are the fitteft. 

z. In dreffing afterwards of thefe Wounds, 
tho’ you may look on them the fecond:Day, where 
the Flux was reftrain’d by Ligatare, and the Di- 
geflive prefently applied tothe reft of the Wound's 
yet where the fame is ftopt by Cautery, whether 
potential or actual, *risbetterto defer your Infpec- . .. 
tion fomewhat later, as to the third or fourth, 
that the E/thar may be longer before it ‘comes 
“off; And even then after cautioufly removing your 
upper Dreffings, let thofe immediately next to the 
bleeding Veffel, be faffer’d to lie ftill, till digeft- 
ing away of themfelves, left otherwife you force 
off the Slough or Efchar with the fame, and re- 
“new the Hemorrhage. However, you are daily. 
to have your Eye on the outfide, to fee that your 
Bandage is in good order, neither too ftraigt, nor 
yet too flack ; .as likewife to embrocate round a- 
bout upon occafion, with the OJ. Rof/- Lumbric. 
~ Sambuc. or fach like, to lenify or affuage the Tu- 
“ mour enfuing upon thefe Accidents, and remove 
~ the Fluxion giving Rife to the fame. 

3. That altho’ the Wound may otherwife re- 
quire a good Fomentation to cherifh the native 

a Bie Heats 
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Heat, forward Digeftion, and difcufs the Humours 


- falling down to the Parts; yet muft you obferve. 


this as a ftanding Maxim, that till you are per- 
fectly fecure of your Bleeding, you mutt apply 
no Stuphs wrung out of hot Liquors in the Way 
of a Fotus; for by the Heat of thefe, the grumous 
Parts being attenuated, {topping up the Mouths 
of the Veffels at fome Times, andthe Blood there- 
by. difpofed to be more fluxile, may be apter 
to force its new Boundaries, and to break out a- 
frefh; and this by the Way of Caution. 

After the Bleeding is reftrain’d, and the Wound 
digefted, you then proceed as for other Wounds 
we have already given Inftructions. 

_. But where, the wounded Artery lies deep, asin 
the Carotid, Humeral and Crural, the Talk is yet 
more difficult, and the Patient frequently bleeds 
to Death; or if choak’d outwardly, the Blood 
making Way. into the Interftices of the Mem- 
branes and Mufcles, grows quickly putrid, and 
the Parts corrupt: Which was the bate of C.8. 
a Gentleman juft come to the Poffeffion of a large 
E.ftate, wounded in a Duel by a Rapier, thrutt 
into his Neck, and opening the Carotid Artery : 
For the reftraining which a noted Freachran was 
call'd in, who, as I had the Cafe from Mar. Ber- 
nard {afterwards confulted] had force’d in a vaft 
Number of little Pellets of Lint, but had taken 


no more Care than the WYoolwich-Surgeon for- 


merly mention’d in the Gunner’s Hiftory, how 
any of them fhould be got out again : Hence the 
Wound continuing many Days undigefted, and 
the Putrefaétion {preading, the whole Side of the 


_ Neck was found {phacelated, upon Diffection af- 


ter his Death, from the Ear down below the Cla | 
vicle. 


Let 
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Let the Artift, hereby admonifh’d, be always 
careful that the inward Doffils more efpecially, be 
fafely tied, the Thread hanging out, for the {e- 
cure Extraction when thought requifite: But in- 
deed I think this Pra@tice of forcing in fo great 
a Number of {mall Doffils not to be imitated, 
much lefs that of corro/ive Injections into thele 
- deep Wounds; for befides that they create excef- 
five Pain by-vellicating and gnawing as it were 
the nervous Parts, ftitring up Convulfions, and 
other dreadful Accidents, they catinot be circum- 
{crib’d in their Operation, as fuch Medicines 
ought to be, upon the Parts only requiring the 
fame, but diffufing all round, excite intolerable — 
Anguith. Wherefore at fuch Times I think it 
more advifable, if the Gautery direGly, or paffed 
through a Cannula, has no Place, to fhut up the 
outward Orifice by fome good reffriétive and em- 
plaftic Medicine, and with proper Déligation to 
fecure the fame : By which Means the wounded 
Veflel together with the Wound in the Fleth, 
has been fometimes found agglutinated, whilft 
Nature has met with no Difturbance either from 
the large Tents or Doffils forced to difquict 
her, nor the more painful Corrofives thrown 
thereinto. But where there is no fuch Advan- 
tage to be expected from Rolling, and that the : 
Wry by Doflils, or hard Tents fecur’d for with- 
drawing, fhall be found neceffary; fo foon as. 
the Bleeding is thereby reftrain’d, “you are by no 
Means to keep the Orifice diftended, or upon 
the Stretch by Means of the fame, to the raifing 
of more Pain and Fluxion, as well as hazard of 
Gangrene and Mortification ; buat having with an 
armed Probe let in fome of the warm Bai/am of 
Turpentine, with a little Ol. Hyperic. you may 
‘now introducea fofter one thereinto, Which need 
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not to fill up more than two Thirds of the Ca- 
vity, with a Pledgit of your Digeftive over it; 
by which Means, after the Sloughs are digetted 
out, occafion’d by your reftrictive or e/charotic 
Applications, you are’ to forward the zcarning 
all you can. . 

Farther in the Way of Agglutination, where 
you depend upon Emplaflicks applied outwardly, 
and have not the Advantage of a ftri¢t Compref- 
fion, or fecuring your Dreflings by Bandage ; 
fome propofe that Part to be fupplied by the Sur- 
geon’s Hand or Fingers, as in the Cafe of the 
Prince of Orange formerly recited ; and here I 
can affure you that in adefperate Hemorrhage of 
the like Kind, I have had this Poft my felt for 


. fix Hours fucceffively, retaining an Emplaffic, 


fhifting my Fingers as they were cramp’d, and 
taking my Repatt at the Patient’s Bed-fide, not 
fuffering a Drop of Blood to be loft for that 
Time, altho’ a Cough attending gave us fearful 
Apprehenfions, as well.as an unruly Patient we 
had to encreafe them. Upon removing my Fin- 
ger, the Dreffings being dry, and {ticking clofe, 
I gave a Charge to two others, hired to fit up 


all Night, and take their Turns, how to per- 


form the fame Task : But whether through Re- 
‘miffnels or Inadvertency, upon a violent Fit of, 
Coughing, beyond the Reach of a full Dofe of 
an Opiate 1 had given him, before I took my 
Leave, to alleviate the fame; notwithftanding 
their Endeavours, who in the Surprife I fuppofe 
miftook the Place of Compreflion, the Artery

. Or if the fmaller Branches, the Cafe is {till dan- 
gerous, tho’ even here it behoves us to lend 
what Affiftance we can, keeping openthe Wound, 
if it be fo f{cituate as to be of any Service in 
draining off the extravafate Blood, or ferous Hu- 
mour flowing into the Cavities; whilft the Phy- 


fician prefcribes fome proper refiringent, aggluti- 


native, vulnerary Remedies, in the Form either 
of Eleétuary, Pill, Powders Potion or Apofeme, 
as are moft agreeable to the Patient’s Palate: En- 
deavouring at thé fame Time to contemperate 
the Fervor or Heat of the Blood, by fome re-

long the Street to my Houle without the Gate; 
where happening to be at Home, I prefently 
clap’d down a Button of Lint dipt in the crude 
Vitriol, over which feveral thick Pledgits, fome 
ftrow’d with Galen’s Powder, others larger firft 
prefs’d out of Oxycrate, and {prinkled thick 
with Farina, over which laftly a Comprefs of 
folded Cloth, dipt in the faid Oxycrate cum Alb. 
Ovor. and a Bandage round the Wrift, fuitable to 
the Occafion. - | | 

I then gave Directions, after pinning up the 
Arm in a large Handkerchief, that fhe thould be 
kept cool, ftill, and quiet, in order to which, 
that Night fhe took a Draught ex Agua Papav. 

y. Sor. de Meconio 31. Sal. Prunel. 5%. her 

rink was Milk and Water, Barly-water, in or- 
der to reftrain the Heat, and inordinate Motion 
of the Blood, which was like to be raifed by an 
Ebullition thereof, from the Pain and Symptoma- 
tic Fever, with each Draught of which fhe took 
alfa a Scruple of Sal. Prunel. and a little Sugar : 
Her Dict was not to exceed Water-grewel, Barly- 
‘grewel, or Panada. 1 would have bled her in the 
contrary Arm, but in Confideration of the great 
Lofs thereof fhe had jut before fuftained by her — 
Wound. 

The Day following fhe found her {elf well e- 
nough to come to me again; when I contented 
my felf with clipping a little Way through the 
Folds of the Roller, to give Liberty on Account 


_ of the Tumefaction, rather arifing from the Pain 


of the Efcharotick, which held fevere for fome 


‘Hours afte rthe drefling, thanto the Qverftreight- 


nefs otherwile of the fame: After which I em- 


brocated both aboveand below on the Back of

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the Hand, which was alfo fwell’d, cum Ofeo Ro- 
far. and pin’d the Arm up as before, The like 
I did the fecond Day, being fhy of taking off 
the Dreffings, and finding no farther Danger 
from the Fluxion, which was leffen’d by her 
Eafe, and the Liberty given the Day before, 
for Fear of difturbing the E/char or Crutt upon 
the Artery, by fo early a Removal of my Dref- 
fings on the fame; which however I now foaked 
well with Oil, to prepare them for coming off 


with lefs Difturbance, when I thought fit to re- _ 


new them, which was not till the fourth, when 
with all imaginable Caution I adventur’d; and 
lifting up the under Pledgit, I perceiv’d, do 
what I could to prevent it, the vitriolate Button 
would give way therewith, but left a thick Cruftt 
. underneath, which I could fee rife up and fub- 
fide, according to the Sy/tol and Diafiol of the 
Coats of the vibrating Artery; which gave me 
Reafon to fear an Alarm, fo foon as ever the E/- 
char was upon Separation, the Vefiel efpecially 
lying fo full in View, and unlikely to be incarn’d

to fecure it all I could, I laid down a Pledgit of 
dry Lint upon that Part of the Wound, and a 
Digeftive of Liniment over the reft, embroca- 
ting the whole Hand and Arm as before, but 
with fofter Comprefs and Bandage, making up a- 
gain, and keeping her every Night to her pare- 
goric and thin Diet as at firft.

Being now in continual Expectation (on the 
poor Maid’s Account] I left a more particular 
Charge with my Servant, that he might readily 
find me when from Home, if wanted: And on 
the eleventh Day, as I was at Dinner, fhe was 
brought into my Surgery, fupported by two of 
the Servants, bleeding as at firft. I was then | 
provided of a {mall Vial of a Styptic Water from 
Mr. Ed: Green in Newgate-fireet 5 and prefling 
gently a Button dipt therein, held the fame. 
clofe down upon the Place, and inftantly re- 
ftrain’d the Flux, with lefsComprefs than I had 
been forc’d to ufe before, and lefs Pain alfo than 
was occafion’d by the Vitriol : Over which I 
placed the wonted Comprefs dipt in Oxycrate, 
cover’d with Farinva, and rolled the Arm up a- 
gain, purfuing the former Directions, and de- 
fer’d opening till the third Day, only embroca- 


‘ting daily above the Bandage, as alfo on the Back 


of the Hand which began to tumefy again. 
When I came to take off the, Dreffing, I 


found the Button fticking clofe, which TI left 


on, and was not without Hopes, that having 


deftroy’d more of the Artery, and the fame ly- 
ing lefs in Sight than before, with a {carce per- 


ceptible Motion, we might now probably be 
more fecure: Yet upon digefting afreth the other 
Parts of the Wound, which were enlarged by 
the Salts of the Vitriol at firft employ’d, en- 
creafed in Dim@nfions, and the Sloughs cafting 
off together with the Button, which had been 


‘dipt in the Styptic Water, Y could now again 
. perceive the alternate Rifings and Fallings’of this

altogether fo {trong as formerly, and then grew 
fufpicious we might ftill have farther Trouble; 
which being willing to provide againft, I defir’d 
the Affiftance' of Mr. Henry Boon, who at that 
Time liv’d within few Doors of her Mafter’s 
Houfe, either in the. tying up the Artery, or 
what other Method we fhould take at the Time 
of the next Eruption: Who gave me a Meet- 
ing at the fame Place, where it was agreed 
to free me from farther Trouble, by getting her 
into the Ho/pital. However, before this could 
be enterprifed [at leaft was fo] the Blood broke 
out afrefh, and the Wench was fo exhautted 
thereby, before my felf, or any one elfe could 
be got to her, that fhe fell into a Deliquium, 
tho’ a Perfon of as undaunted Courage, and Pre- 
fence of Mind, as I ever met with. Notwith- 
ftanding which, coming again to her felf, the 
Blood continued jumping out from the Rupture, 
an fpight of all their fruitlefs "Trials, running 
down the Pavement, befides the Chamber-pots 
and Bafons fill’d therewith, as alfo the Towels, 
Napkins, and other Linen they had, but with- 
_out Difcretion, applied round her Wrift, dipt 
in Oxycrate. before they were put on. 

When I-came into the Room I clear’d away 
thefe bloody Cloths, and thruft a hard Button 
of dry Lint only to the Mouth of the Artery, 
prefling it fo clofe thereto, with my Thumb up- 
~ omits that the Blood ceafed any farther running 
down; when inftructing one of the ftouteft Per- 
fons as I thought in theRoom, to take my Poft 
for a few. Minutes, in the mean ‘Time [, put 


.a couple of Irons brought with me, into the © 


Fire, if, I fhould fee occafion for their Ufe: And 
being alfo, proyided. with my Needles, and other 
te at i the 
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the neceffary Apparatus for making the Ligature, 
I fent for Mr. Boon, but Word was brought 
that neither he nor two others they went for, 
could be met with: So that laying afide this 
E’nterprife of tying up the Veffel for want of 
roper Affiftance, I refoly’d to ‘confide in the 
Foc Iron; one of which taking out of the Fire, 
whilft the Arm was extended by aServant grafp- 
ing at the Wrift, and another below.the Cubit, 
as fhe fat in aChair againft the Light; I order’d 
the Perfon who held down the Comprefs, to lift 
up his Thumb, when the Artery fpurting out, 
coming Sideways upon thefame, I thruft it clofe 
upto the Aperture, and fingeing it, turned it 
twice about, inftantly thruiting up its Point: 
Then withdrawing, I found the Veffel fo rotted 
with the former E/charoticks, that, tho’afeem- __ 
ingly fufficient Cruft had been made outwardly, 
yet the Blood more faintly, €? /ime Saltu, {till 
trickled through, fo that intending now if pof- 
fible to make ture Work, I took out the fecond 
fron, and bringing the Heat to right Temper, 
by rubbing it on the Floor, clap’d its Point into 
the former Orifice, and puthing it up ftill farther =~ 
higher to deftroy the Artery, made a Kind of 
Szlcus an Inch high, . turning it round as before, 
and drawing it out, when I perceived only fome 
tew Drops diftilling through the fame. 

The Work thus, as I had Hopes, compleated, 
and my Patient with admirable Courage under- 
going the Operation, I thruft in a Tent only of 
dry Lint into the cauterifed Furrow, drefling 
the outfide as a Burn with Lenients,, or a Pled- 
git of Ba/filicon with equal Part Liniment. drca@iy 
and a’common Plaifter 5, then rolling up the Arm: 
gently, fhe was put into her Bedony 4) con! 
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So foon as I had finifh’d, Mr. Boon came in, 
and acquainted me, he had made Provifion for 
her being taken into the Houfe next Day, which 
was done accordingly, but might now have been 
as well omitted, the Trouble being by this laft 
Application ended: For at four Days End he 
told me they had taken off my Dreffings, ap- 
proved my Proceedings, and foon after heal’d 
the Breach as another Burn, without the leaft 
Difturbance from the Artery. 

In few Days after fhe came to return me her 
‘Thanks, and to acknowledge, as the Surgeons 
attending in the Honfe had done, that the fav- © 
ing both her Limb and Life, was owing to the 
fiery Trial fhe had undergone at my laft dref- 
fing her. I was indeed well pleas’d at her Cure, 
which was the more fatisfactory, and herein re- 
markable, that notwithftanding .the Scituation 
of the Wound among fo many Tendons, in Dan- 
ger as well.from the Efcharoticks, as the hot Iron 
thruit up fo high among them, fhe had a per- 
feé&t good Motion as well of the Wrift as Fin- 
gers, neither Contraction nor Stiffnefs enfuing 
thereupon. 

- Some Time after, calling again to {ee me, fhe 
told me a pleafant Tale of a Paflage happening 
under a fhort Sicknefs, fhe was juft recover’d 
from, in which her Miftrefs fending for Dr. 
P—r. when hecame to the Bed-fide, and go- 
ing to examine her Pudj/e on the wounded Writt, - 
perceiving not the leaft Stroak of the Artery 
under the Skin of the Carpus, as fhe lay flum- 
bering, he return’d haftily out of the Room 
where fhe lay, and told her Miftrefs her Servant 
_ Was out of any human Poffibility of Recovery : 
_ Upon which the Family running haftily up wa- 
-. ken’d her, and wondring at the Drs. Progno/= 
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tic, before he was got out of the Houfe, defir’d 
he would return, for fhe was now awake, and 
very hearty as they believ’d: Upon asking her 
how fhe found her felf, and going again to feel 
that Wrift, fhe told.him what had hapned, and 
that fhe never could find a Pul/e there fince I 
had burnt her: When taking up the other, he 
perceiv’d he had madearafh Judgment, for want 
of farther Enquiry. | 
Much about this Time, a Corn-Chandler in 
the fame Neighbourhood, coming home with a 
large Evening’s Draught, and taking the Bot- © 
tom of a Chefhire-Cheefe, cut Boat-fafhion, in- 
to his Left-hand, with a Knife Spear-pointed 
in his Right, as he was digging into. the fame, 
and laying great Strefs thereon, the Point flipt 
through the outer Coat, and entring between 
the little Finger, and that next to it, .open’d the 
Artery: Whence bleeding a long ‘Time, not- 
withftanding the Family Applications, making 
at firft flight of the Wound; I was call’d up to 
him, and thrufting up a Tent of Lint hard rol- 
led, and dipt in Colcothar, with other dry Dref-

- I would have tied up the Veffel, and was once - 

about pafling my Needle for that End; but, was 
oppofed by the Patient, who would neither ad- 
| mit 
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mit of that nor the Cautery; thinking a flight 
Cut as he call’d ir, ftood not in Need of fuch 
violent Remedies. Upon which at the laft burft- 
ing, [ fent to Mr Blundel and Mr. Petty. When 
we came to remove the ‘Tent, which he himfelf 
had kept clofe in with his’ Fingers of the other 
Hand, till we were all met, removing the 
Compreffion and extracting of the fame, the Blood 
as ufual, leapt out by Jerks, altho’ the Stream 
.-was.{mall; and coming to examine the Part more 
narrowly, we found the Artery fo rotten, that, 
laying afide the Thoughts of the Ligature, we 
took a little Button Cautery, I defired my Friend - 
Mr. Petty to bring with him, which was made 
for clapping into the //veoli, to reftraina He- 
morrbage from the Extraction ofa Tooth; which 
heating twice, and turning it about as often, af- 
ter entring the fame as high as was thought 
neceflary, the Remnant of the bleeding Artery 
was fo burnt up, that before the E/char came 
away, the Extremity was incarn’d ; and dreffing 
up with Lenients, as the Wound digefted, the 
Symptoms of Tumour and Inflammation about 
the Hand, went off, and gave us no farther Dif- 
turbance. “ala 
_ And here I fhouldhave fhut up my Difcourfe 
of Wounds, had not an Accident often attending 
fome of thofe Parts, put me in Mind of enlarg- 
ing a little farther thereon. | 

“Itis obferv’d then oftentimes, that in thofe, 
where an Artery has been punétur’d in its Coats, 
after Agglutination of the Wound in the Skin 
above; yet by Reafon of the conftant Motion of 
the faid Coats of the Artery, the Wound there- 
in does not confolidate, whence the Blood dif- 
fufing it felf into the Intérftices of the Parts 
about, raifeth a Tumour. © ~ 
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The like Accident may arife from the Point 
of a Lancet, when attempting to open the Ba- 
filic Vein,the fubjacent Artery 1s unluckily touch- 
ed: Alfo from Blows or Falls, from the Jmpetus 


or violent Motion of.the Blood it felf, promot- 


of Aneu-

ed by the Debility or Laxity of its Veffels. And 
hence moft of our ‘Authors have dittinguifh’d 
the Difeafe call’d Aneurifma into legitimate and 
fpurious, or irue and falfe, the one arifing in- 
wardly from the Tunics of the Veffel expanded 
and dilated in certain Places; the other from a 
Wound or Rupture outwards through the fame, 
in which the extravafated Blood is lodg’d in the 
Interfpaces of the Membranes round about, or near 
adjoining. ; 

The former is denied by later Writers, parti- 
ccularly I think by Mr..Wi/eman, who will al- 
low, if I miftake not, of no Aneurifm, but what 
is owing to.a Violation or Breach made in both 
Coats of the arterial Canal, but by no Means of 
one in the inward, the outward remaining — 
whole. | 

~ Whether this be fo, may be difputable ; but that 
a Tumour 4ucurifmatic may arife from the Di- 
latation of both, is fcarcely to be call’d in Quef- 
tion. 

That the Coats of the Veins admit of being 
thus enlarged, we have daily Inftances in the 
varicous Tumours of thefe Parts, efpecially fome 
of thofe depending, as about the Legs and Thighs, 
the Abdomen of pregnant Women, alfo on the 
Verge of the duus of thofe afflicted with the He- 
morrboides: Farther more in iéteric, bydropic, and 
hypochondriacalPeople,or where the Liver is grown 
{ebirrous, and the Blood upon this Occafion de- 
nied its wonted Paflage to the Kena Porta; at 
which Times the Véins of the Me/entery grow 

| : , VATICOUS 
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varicous, and are found dilated, in fome Places 
to that Degree, that as Mortox relates from Guar~ 
monius, they were feen in a certain Ajpochon 
driac, to reprefent Lateftines rather than Veins. 
Now I cannot fee why a Varix in fome Degree 
may not be taken for 4 liké Difeafe in the Vein, 
as the Aneurifm in the Artery: And if the for- 
mer, by a flow and equal Current, ‘or by Stap- 
nation of the Fluid from fome Preflure or Rub 
mn the Way, when there is nothing but the mere 
Pondus of the Blood, is notwithftanding capable 
of fuch Enlargment: What Wonder, if we find 
the /atter in fome more lax or yielding Part of 
‘the Canal, much more ‘diftended by the Stream 
accidentally from fome Polypus, or the like : 


‘meeting an Obftruction to its Career, where. 


the Force is vaftly greater, or the Impulfe height- 
ned by the Vibration which is inceflant. 
Tonce obferv’d the Subclavian diftended to al- 
moftthe Thicknels of a Child’s Wrift, in which 
“was contain’d fuch a Body of near the fame Size, 


when Nature, which is more remarkably atthefe 


Times Confervatrix fui, had thickén’d the in- 
clofing ‘Tunics to a quadruple Proportion: What 
was obfervable in the Patient living, Was a con- 
tinual Palpitation, foloud asto be héard perfect. 
ly at fome Yard’s Diftance from the Bed-fide 3 


the Stroak fo ftrong withal againft the Breaft- 


bone, as to throw off a four Pound’ Weight 
laid level thereon, with a: Rebound, as it were, 
upon the Part, which it had béat out all round, 
by ‘its furprifing Thumps againft the fame. 

An Example of like Nature the learned Ri- 
verius gives usin his fourth Century of Ob/ferva- 
tions in.a Citizen of Montpélier, where the great 
Artery from the Heart to the Ciavicle, was found 
fo'enlarged by an s4veuri/ia there formed, as to

_ the fame being fo thicken’d, as to appear in a 


Manner cartilaginous. | ’ 
All 1 would infer hence is, that the Tumour 


we call. 4neurifina, may be contain’d within the 


arterial Tunicles, or that the fame are capable of 
fuch Diftention, as to, give Being to fuch like 
Tumours; and that confequently we may flill re- 
tainthe Antient’s Divifion thereof into genuine 
and /purious, or true and falfe: Many of thefor- - 
mer being chiefly troublefomeby their Jar or Pul- 
fation, and which for many Years, to the End 
of the Patient’s Life, may happen no other Way 
to incommode him, if feated efpecially in the 
fmaller Veffels, or remote from the large Trunks 
of the fame; whereas in the latter, from the 
Blood extravafate all round, a much larger Tu- | 
mour is formed, fubjeé not only with theother, 
to fatal Hemorrhage, but to Gangrene alfo and 
Mortification, if not to be reftrain’d, and there- 
by fuch Accidents prevented. : 

Somewhat of like Kind, we fee daily befalls 


the Vein, where fo long as the Bload' is included 
within the Coats of the Veffel, as inthe, Vari- 


ces before refer’'d to; it will lye long Time, 
even during Life, without other Inconvenience 


than its Knottinefs, and Pain from the Stretch 


of the nervous Coat: Yet being thrown out of 
its Chanels, as in the Ecchymo/is or large Ex- 
travafations, it muft quickly be difcharged, if in- 


capable of being return’d into the Parts it flow’d 


out of, left it putrify or corrupt thofe it now lies 
on, which it is fooner apt to do than the other 
Extravafation, I mean the arterial, where the 
Blood is more fpirituous, its Heat ftronger, and 
the Motion of the Artery juft by, contributing 
to prevent its Grume/cency :« But then we are alfo 
to. obferve this Difference, that as the vena/ Rup- 

ture 
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ture is frequently cured by opening the Part, and’ 
difcharging the extravafated Blood; fo that,of the 
Arterial is not to be attempted at all in many 
Places, and in none, without mature Advice, 
and an Apparatus ready at Hand, viz. a Liga- 
ture for tying up the Veflel, or a hot Iron to de- 
ftroy it, with whatever may be farther requi- 
fite for the Work ; and to fecure your Patient’s 
Life, at thefe Times often in Danger. And this 
leads me in as few Wotds, as I can, to give you 
the Diagnoftics and. Prognoftics hereof, which 
fome Writers take Notice of with the Tumours, 
but I defighedly in this Place among the Wounds 
of the Blood-veffels. Bs | . | 
_ The Diagnoftic, at leaftthe prime, and which Diagnofti¢ - 
Phyficians call Pathognomonic Sign of this Difeafe, 
is a perceptible Pulfation in fome Part of the 
Swelling, more manifeft, if the Artery lie near ad- 
joining, the Tumour fmall and circum{cribed, 
as in that from Dilatation, where the Vibration 
to be felt on the Outfide exadtly keeps Time 
with the Rythm of the Veftel, giving Rife to 
the fame; but if the Swelling be large, or Bice 
Quantity of Blood is thrown out into the Parts, 
as in that from fome Rupture in the Coats, there 
may be lefs, if any Pulfe to be obferved, the Ar- 
_ tery lying too deep or remote to be thus appre- 
hended. Wherefore there is no Diftemper inci- 
dent to the Body, or indeed any Cafe offering 
in Chyrurgic Practice, that requires greater Sa- 
gacity in the Artift rightly to diftinguifh than 
this before us: Since the Miftake carries along — 
with it oftentimesa fudden and inevitable Death, 
either treating it with Suppuratives miftaken for 
a common 4/ce/s, which increafeth. the Mala- 
dy; or after opening either by Cauttic or Juci- 
Sion, When inftead of the expected cecum | ihe 
00 
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burfts out impetuoufly and deftroys the Patient. 
Whenever therefore {which may ferve as a 
Guide for your Prognofic] any ‘Tumour is pre- 
fented to you which*arofe fuddenly,” as after 
Blood-letting or other Punéture, where there is 
Room to’ fufpec& an Artery in the Way, or al- 
tho’ from an inward: Caufe, yet if feated near 
the Jarger Branches of thefe Veffels, as on the 
Temples, the Sides of the Neck or Wind-pipe, 
the Infide of the Arm or Cubit, the Thigh, Leg, 
or other Part of the Body, where the Swelling 
is of the fame Colour with ‘the Skin, giving 
back upon the Preffure of the Finger, but in- 
ftantly returning in thefe Cafes I fay, tho’ the 
Pulfation is not manifeft, which yet it is moft 
comitronly, be not too pofitive in delivering your 
Opinion nor rafh in the Undertaking. cae 

As to the Cure, the Aneurifm at leat which I 
rake the Liberty to call fo, from Dilatation of 
the Goats of the Veffels, of lone ftanding, aiid 
thereby confirm’d, is icapable thereof, and not 
to be attempted; but the other, or that arifing 
from a Rapture through the fame inwards, or a 
Ponéture outwards, woelefs firuate out of the 
Reach of Compreffion, a3 in the Neck, and'Throat, 
is capable oftentimes of palliating and fometines 
of a real Cure. | ee pu 

The former is by .reftraining the farther Ef 
fufion, and driving back the Blood extravafate, 
[ where it may be admitted] into its Chanels: And 
chis'is‘to be attempted by proper reftrictive Me- 
dicines, applicdto the Part, aflifted with Compre/s 
and fuitable Bandage. | 

To this End, Compreffes fitted to the Swel+ 
ling, of finc Linen folded, are firft wrung 
out of Oxycrate and the Whites of Eggs, then

practifed, more reconcilable, as a atiees th to the 
Law of Circulation fora Complaint of the Head, 
than the more fafe and equally ferviceable Opera- 
tion of Venae-feétion.
